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OUR LEAD IN PETROLEUM 
PRODUCTION. 


Our supremacy in the petroleum in- 
dustry has again been signally attest- 
ed by the advance report of the United 
States Geological Survey, in which the 
country is credited with surpassing all 
records of its production during 1911 
and contributing more than 63 per 
cent, to the world’s total. Our output 
last year amounted to 220,449,391 bar- 
rels, as against 209,556,248 barrels in 
1910, representing a gain of 5.2 per 
cent. Valuation records are $134,044,752 
or 60.8 cents a barrel in 1911 and 
$127,896,328 barrels or 61 cents a barrel 
in 1910. The world’s production in 
1911 is also reported as establishing a 
new high mark, with a total of more 
than 345,000,000 barrels. The data avail- 
able from the Geological Survey's ad- 
vance report is not sufficient to permit 
a detailed comparison or a comprehen- 
sive treatment of the relation of the va- 
rious fields of the United States to the 
entirety, as has been our custom, 
but as the complete report is not 
promised for many weeks there is op- 
portunity in this ecnnection for con- 
sideration of some of the more signifi- 
cant points of the general returns. 

Probably the most impressive deduc- 
tion to be made from the report is the 
marked increase last year in the pro- 
duction of fuel oils, more than counter- 
balancing the decline in the output of 
those adapted for refining purposes. 
Contributing chiefly to the gain in 
heavy oil production last year was Cal- 
ifornia, which was again in the lead 
of the fields of the country with 
81,134,391 -barrels, or 8,123,831 barrels in 
excess of the 1910 yield. As was the 
case in the two previous years, Okla- 
homa was in second place last year, 
with 56,069,637 barrels, or 4,040,919 bar- 
rels more than in 1910. Illinois main- 
tained third rank in 1911, with 
31,317,088 barrels, but its production 
Yelp 1,826,324 barrels below its former 
Louisiana assumed a more 








record, 
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creditable place last year, as a regult 
of the favorable developments of the 
Caddo and Vinton fields, the yield of 
the State being augmented by 3,879,025 
barrels to 10,720,420 barrels, thereby 
gaining fourth position in the produc- 
ing column. Another instance of the 
declining tendency of the high-grade 
fields is found in the comparison of 
the Pennsylvania returns, 8,248,158 
barrels in 1911 and 8,899,266 barrels in 
1910. While the Pennsylvania output 
constituted but 3.75 per cent. in quan- 
tity, its value, $10,894,074, represented 8 
per cent. of the total for the country. 
The Ohio fields sustained a setback of 
1,099,258 barrels last year. 

With a gain in the country’s produc- 
tion of nearly 11,000,000 barrels in 1911 
and an increase in the price of crude 
at the end of the year, which tend- 
ency has been a marked feature since, 
the Geological Survey report charac- 
terizes the condition of the oil mar- 
ket as unusual, with particular refer- 
ence to the imperative demand for the 
lighter distillates, which incidentally 
has forced the refinement to an ex- 
tent to raise the safety test of the 
lamp oils.

FEATURES OF THE ESSENTIAL 
OIL MARKET. 


The usual routine which characterizes 
many of the departments of the drug 
market as an incident of the season 
finds a welcome exception in several of 
the items.of the essential oil classifica- 
tion, which have lately developed pro- 
nounced bullish tendencies. Ceylon 
citronella, which a few months ago 
seemed to be in a state of hopelessness 
as a featuring member of the market, 
has forged to the front in the live news 
of the day, having shown an apprecia- 
tion of nearly fifty per cent. since the 
first of the year, and present prices 
have not been equalled in about five 
years. Spot supplies have been re- 
duced to a minimum, with an urgent 
demand continuing to prevail. In the 
producing quarters the scarcity is said 
to be more keenly marked and for any- 
thing available holders have not hesi- 
tated to take every possible advantage 
of the situation, particularly as heavy 
short interests on contracts are re- 
ported. New oil is usually due here in 
August or September, but crop advices 
have tended to raise concern in some 
local quarters as foreshadowing a ma- 
terial reduction in the yield by reason 
of a season of protracted drought. The 
increasing use of citronella oil in the 
field of synthetic products has alsv 
been advanced as a contributing fac- 
tor to the bullish prospects. 

Otto or rose is another item to en- 
liven the course of the market. With 
the completion of the distillation in 
Bulgaria have emanated reports of u 
twenty-five per cent. shartage in the 
current yield, or not more than 3,500 
kilos, as compared with 4,750 kilos last 
year. The disparagement is explained 
by the limitation upon the period -of 
distillation by the extremity of tropi- 
cal weather to sixteen days, as against 
twenty-five days under normal condi- 
tions, as well as by the relatively small 
yield of the flowers this season, an 
average of 3,800 kilos to one kilo of 
otto, while previously 2,800 kilos suf- 
ficed for a similar quantity of the es- 
sence. As a result distillers came to 
regard their holdings of new oil at a 
premium that has acted so far as a 
decided restriction upon their sale. New 
oil is claimed to be worth $15@16 per 
ounce, and a measure of dependence is 
placed by distillers upon the diminished 
extent of old supplies. However, the 
maximum of encouragement to sophis- 
lication of the genuine otto by reason 
of the extremity of current prices is 
recognized as a temporizing factor and 
another consideration of abating sig- 
nificance is the relatively low market 
of synthetic rose, $2@3 per ounce, 

Lemon oil shares in the interesting 
developments of the day, with specu- 
lation in the primary market most 
keenly accentuated, apparently with a 
view of concentration of the available 
stocks. According to a late cable dis- 
patch, speculators were reported to be 
buying smartly with limits to $1.86 or 
well over the ruling spot parity. There 
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have been reports of defaults in old 
contracts for shipments to the local 
trade, with attempts to cover on spot. 
The market here is none too well sup- 
plied, and there is an interval of about 
five months before new oil is available. 
The speculative side of lemon oil seems 
to be marked with increasing aggres- 
siveness each year, and with this 
movement has developed a more lib- 
eral disposition on the part of consum- 
ing buyers to anticipate their require- 
ments. Fairly large engagements for 
new oil are sai? to have been entered, 
but with futures on such a skyrocket- 
ing course as has lately been evi- 
denced, buyers have naturally dropped 
back to await the usual reaction. 
Eucalyptus oil, which, as a rule, fol- 
lows a fairly even course, has recently 
come to the front as a market feature 
by reason of a pronounced shortage of 
the Australian variety, a lack of offers 
for shinment from the primary quarter 
over a period of several months being 
reported. This condition is attributed 
to drought, and the prospect for any- 
thing like early replenishment is be- 
lieved to be discouraging. A similar 
situation is found in anise oil, the lat- 
est cable advices on which marked a 
material appreciation. The stringency 
is probably all the keener in this item, 
as September and October are the 
heaviest consumption months. Amont 
other oils of similar tendencies are rose 
geranium and pennyroyal, the dominat- 
ing condition of the market being the 
limitation upon available supplies. 
While peppermint cannot be included 
within the rule governing the items 
which have already been considered, 
this oil merits attention in this con- 
nection on the first definite crop statis- 
tics. These give the area under cui- 
tivation in Michigan and Indiana as 
13,229 acres, a gain of 1,854 acres over 
that of last year, and as the later grow- 
ing conditions are believed to have off- 
set the effect of a backward develop- 
ment early in the season, and with 
the first distillation reported as in- 
dicating a satisfactory yield, there is 
based on the increased acreage a gain 
of about 40,000 pounds in the oil pro- 
duction which, with a holdover stock in 
the West of 23,000 pounds, would seem 
to assure on the present outlook a suf- 
ficiency for the average requirements.

COMPARISON OF MINERAL OIL 
EXPORTS BY FISCAL YEARS. 


In our editorial treatment on the 
subject of the lighter petroleum dis- 
tillates, comprising gasoline, naphtha 
and benzine, previously, we pointed 
out some interesting comparisons on 
the extraordinary growth of exports 
of these products during the fiscal 
year ending June. Additional data 
since received afford a _ basis for 
further consideration of the subject, 
which is vested with all the more 
timely interest by reason of a general 
advance in the export schedule of the 
naphthas by one-half a cent, effective 
last Tuesday afternoon. The supple- 
mentary details of exports of mineral 
oils by ports emphasize the featuring 
significance of the naphtha products. 
The general totals, which were noted 
in the former issue, will bear repeti- 
tion in this connection. For the twelve 
months of the fiscal years recently 
ended*the aggregate reached 132,611,645 


gallons, valued at $12,022,063, as 
against 90,108,221 gallons ($7,526,213) 


previously, representing a gain of 47.7 
per cent. in quantity and 49.74 per 
cent. in value, In their relation to the 
whole mineral oil exports the naphthas 
stood 8.24 per cent. in quantity and 
11.66 per cent. in- value. Of the prin- 
cipal ports Philadelphia was the only 
one to record a shrinkage in shipments 
during the last fiscal year by 21,226,211, 
against 26,489,264 gallons; but the same 
unfavorable showing marked every 
item in the Philadelphia mineral oil 
export record. The naphtha shipments 
from New York scored a substantial 
gain, 102,369,877, as compared with 
61,996,344 gallons, but the heaviest pro- 
portionate increase is credited to Sa- 
bine, on the Gulf coast, with 8,685,726 
gallons for the last fiscal year, and 
1,390,723 gallons for the previous twelve 
months. 

As we had occasion to note in last

week’s issue, the close of the fiscal 
year marked an insignificant gain in 
the exports of illuminating oil, 1,019,- 
871,077 gallons, with a valuation of 
$58,508,722, as against 1,010,416,363 gal- 
lons ($56,660,303), a bare .936 per cent. 
in quantity and 3.26 per cent. in value. 
These returns are all the more perti- 
nent at this time by reason of a de- 
cline of fifteen points in the illuminat- 
ing oil export schedule last Wednes- 
day. The product, how- 
ever, continues the mainstay of the 
foreign trade, the later figures indicat- 
ing 63.37 per cent. in quantity and 
56.72 per cent. in value of the total 
petroleum shipments. Of the illumi- 
nating oil figures by ports a material 
against New York, 
584,153,267 gallons for the last fiscal 
year and 620,245,011 gallons for the pre- 
vious twelve months. Philadelphia, 
in second place, sustained a setback 
from 281,942,376 to 261,310,807 gallons. 
San Francisco presented the _ best 
showing during the last fiscal year, 
rising to third place with 87,078,947 gal- 
lons, as compared with 39,422,799 gal- 
lons, thereby crowding out Sabine, 
which closed the last fiscal year with 
82,307,533 gallons, as against 65,907,311 
gallons the former year.

The gain in residuum exports during 
the last twelve months surpasses that 
of any of the other petroleum -prod- 
ucts except the naphthas. The per- 
centage increment in residuum was 
39.2 in quantity and 21.1 in value. The 
comparative figures are 152,191,026 gal- 
lons and $3,984,955 for 1911-1912 and 
109,328,174 gallons and $3,289,773 for 1910- 
1911. On the basis of the later data the 
exports of residuum represented 95 pet 
cent. in quantity and 3.9 per cent. in 
value of the total mineral oils, The 
most impressive showing in the re- 
siduum data by ports during the last 
fiscal year is in the shipments from 
San Francisco, with a gain from 
4,663,373 to 35,206,713 gallons. The New 
York ‘record is also creditable, in- 
creasing from 25,507,571 to 62,654,283 
gallons. Philadelphia and Sabine com- 
parisons are disparaging, the former 
by 21,745,144, against 29,783,661 gallons, 
and the latter by 42,417,225, against 
49,265,117 gallons. 

Details of the lubricating and paraf- 
fine oil exports merit favorable con- 
sideration as indicating a growth in 
the movement during the last fiscal 
year of 15.3 per cent. in quantity and 
17.2 per cent. in value. Within the 
twelve monthe ending June there were 
shipped 193,876,913 gallons, valued at 
$24,764,331, as compared with 168,022,702 
gallons ($21,122,249) for the previous 
fiscal year. In their relation to the 
whole the lubricating products on the 
recent returns stand 12 per cent. in 
quantity and 24 per cent. in value. 
New York has surpassed its former 
record in the exports of the lubricants, 
with a total of 132,694,077 gallons 
($18,024,793), as against 106,453,144 gal- 
lons ($14,874,331). Baltimore scored a 
material increase, 9,429,231 from 6,151,- 
554 gallons, while Philadelphia receded 
from 53,507,145 to 50,001,027 gallons. 


In the record of crude oil shipments 
for the last two fiscal years we find 
somewhat of an anomalous situation. 
Despite a decline in quantity from 
121,864,136 to 110,814,327 gallons there 
was an appreciable increase in value 
of the later exports, $3,882,503, as 
against $3,550,386. These statistics rep- 
resent a loss of 9.8 per cent. in quan- 
tity and a gain of 9.3 per cent. in 
value. Every port within the official 
classification shows a decreased out- 
let of crude oil during the last fiscal 
year, with the exception of Baltimore, 
where there’ was. an increase from 
40,023,441 to 54,159,101 gallons. On this 
showing Baltimore wrests first place 
in the country’s crude exports from 
San Francisco, which contributed to 
the general total 48,132,691 gallons, as 


compared with 65,029,876 gallons pre 
viously.

She is the sixth vessel constructed by 
the Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Company for the Bull Line. 
The Carolyn is constructed after the 
Isherwood system of longitudinal fram- 
ing, with electric lights, wireless tele- 
graph and all other modern improve- 
ments. Her capacity is 5,100 tons dead 
weight. 


The Barrett Manufacturing Company, 
of Philadelphia, has made an otter tu 
the Department of Wharves, Docks and 
Ferries of Philadelphia to concentrate 
its export shipments from that port if 
the department will deepen the channei 
in the Schuylkill River at Gray’s Ferry 
to at least 22 feet. It is 18 feet deep 
at present. This company operater 
several plants in Philadelphia and 
ships most of its products by rail for 
export. Plans under way contemplat« 
the acquisition of a fleet of 10 vessels 
to be operated directly from the com- 
pany’s plant along the Schuylkill River 
to ports in Europe, and it is with this 
expansion in view that the company 
asks the Co-operation of the authori- 
ties of Philadelphia. 


Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
speaking On the agricultural appropria- 
tion bill at Wasnington, said the ap- 
pearance of the army worm in nearly 
every Southern State was threatening 
devastation of grain, hay and cotton 
crops of many sections. He said un- 
less immediate steps were taken to 
eradicate the worm, the loss would be 
large. Senator Smith said that Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson had _in- 
formed him there was ample provision 
in the agriculture bill to enable him to 
send experts to aid the Southern farm- 
ers in combating the insect, but he 
could not take such steps until the 
bill is passed. The Senator urged that 
any difference betwe n the two houses 
on the bill should be adjusted in order 
to meet the emergency, 


The plant of the Moore Brothers 
Glass Company at Clayton, N. J., was 
sold at receiver’s sale on July 18 to 
Attorney Joseph J. Summerhill, of 
Woodbury, N. J., for $725, subject to 
existing liens. The sale includes all 
the real estate, franchises and every- 
thing owned by the company, with the 
exception of the cash in the hands of 
the receiver, William M. Pierce. It 
is understood that the liens amount to 
about $208,000. It is reported that Mr. 
Summerill represents a committee of 
bondholders, consisting of. Edward C. 
Leeds, Joseph B. Best, Harry Stille, 
Joseph J. Summerill and George W. 
Dickensheets, At the conclusion of the 
sale it was stated by one of the bond- 
holders that the plant will be offered 
for sale for a time, and if ndt sold 
would be operated by the purchasers. 
The company has one of the best 
equipped glass plants in New Jersey, 
with 90 dwelling houses, a modern 
electric light plant with a 20-year 
franchise for lighting the berough, a 
large department store, farm, machine 
shop and sawmill.

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Thomas W. Phillips. 


Following an iliness of more than three 
months, ‘shomas W. Pmu.lips, widely 
known as an ol and gas prouucer, died 
at his home at New Castle, Pa., on July 
zl. Ine was 77 years of age. Mr. Phillips, 
in aduition to the oil inaustry, in which 
he engaged shortiy after tne drilling of 
the Wraunxe well, was also prominently 
identitied with other lines of business. 
His earliest operations were conducted 
in connection with his three brothers, 
Isaac N., Charles M. and John T., under 
the name of Pnhil.ips Brothers. The firm’s 
activities were devoted entirely to one 
branch of the business—that of producing, 
with the exception of a flyer taken in 
pipe lines in 18/3, when the firm met with 
disaster, ‘The business was reorganized 
in 1815, but the firm was not again tempt- 
ed to depart from ‘its time-honored policy, 
although midway in the career of Thomas 
W. Phillips gas became valuable as a 
fuel, and was promptly and successfully 
added to the line of his activities, 

Much as Mr. Phillips had to say in 
excoriation ot trusts, his greatest advan- 
tage was derived from the creation of a 
cestui que trust, created and entered 
into on March 15, 1875, several months after 
the tai.ure of the firm of Phillips Broth- 
ers, partly as a result of the Jay Cooke 
panic, but more especially the result of 
a decline in oil, due to overproduction. 

The parties to this trust were the wives 
of the four members of the original firm 
who jointly contributed $100,0W to the 
fund to enable the firm to remain in and 
conduct an oil business under the pro- 
tection of the court, with a view to dis- 
charging the firm’s debts. The trust pro- 
tected the firm from the exacting cred- 
itors for tourteen years, when the claims 
had finally been discharged. The _ trust 
came to an end March 8, 1889, by David 
Osborn, trustee, assigning to T. W. Phil- 
lips “ali the lands in fee simple, all lease- 
hold estates, oil wells, machinery, etc., 
in the counties of Venango, Clarion and 
Butler, in which the said trust has any 
title, interest or claim, whether the same 
be in the name of E. 1. Agnew or E. I. 
Agnew, agent, or in my name as agent 
or in my Name as above.” 

So ended the celebrated Philiips trust, 
the advantages whereof were not merely 
great, but perhaps incalculable. Mr. 
Phillips was the president of the Phillips 
Oil and Gas Company, of Butler, Pa.; 
president of the Citizens’ National Bank 
ot New Castle, Pa., and a_ trustee of 
Bethany College of Bethany, W. Va., and 
of Hiram Col.ege, Hiram, Ohio. He was 





also identified with numerous other in- 
stitutions. He was a life-long Repub- 
lican, and as a member of the Fifty- 


fourth Congress, fathered the bill creat- 


ing the Bureau of Corporations, which 
began the agitation for the control of 
trusts. Mr. Phillips’ estate is valued at 


$4,000,000, 





John A. McDonald. 


Judge John A, McDonald died at his 
home in Kansas City on July 21 from a 
stroke of paralysis. He was 77 years old. 
Judge McDonald was born in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, England, March 20, 1835, At the 
age of 15 he came to this country, locat- 
ing in New Orleans, where he worked 
as a painter. After the close of the Civil 
War he went to Kansas City, and in 1869 
established the McDonald Paint and Glass 
Company. In 1888 he was e.ected Judge 
of the Jackson County Court and served 
for four years. He is survived by six 
children. Mrs. McDonald died in 1911.

New York post office inspectors ar- 
rested last Monday a man who gave the 
name of Roe S, Huff and who had been 
purporting to conduct for a month a 
wholesale drug business from a small of- 
fice at 101 Beekman street under the 
name of the Liberty Drug Company. 
After being haled before United States 
Commissioner Shieids on the complaint 
of Post Office Inspector E. E. Hoss, Jr., 
who preferred a charge against him of 
having used the mails to defraud, Huff 
was sent to the Tombs in default of $1,500 
bail to await examination on July 30. 


Huff told the post office authorities 
that he came from Wisconsin. He is 
known to have rented an office at the 


street address toward the end 
His office equipment consisted

of June. 


of a roll top desk and a chair. He vis- 
ited his office every morning, but re- 
mained there only an hour or two. His 


extensive correspondence excited the cu- 
riosity of the postal authorities, especially 
after they had learned of his efforts to 
obtain drug products from manufacturers 


on credit, and they began an investiga- 
tion, They soon discovered that Huff 
had ordered goods valued at $300 from 
the Merrimac Witch Hazel Company, of 
Ma‘den, Mass., for which he had failed 
to account. Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Boyle stated, when Huff 
was arraigned, that inquiries and com- 


plaints had been made against the latter 
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by many manufacturers of drug and toilet 
articles. 

When a representative of one of the 
commercial agencies visited Huff a fort- 
night ago, the proprietor of the Liberty 
Drug Company retused to make a report 
with regard to his financial standing or 
to furnish any references, stating that 
he did not desire any credit or mercantile 
rating. It was discovered, however, that 
he had observed the requirements of the 
law to the extent of filing the name of 
his company and his own name jas pro- 
prietor thereof in the County Clerk’s of- 
fice, 
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Union Petroleum Co.’s Plant Al- 
most Destroyed by Fire. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Philadelphia, July 24, 1912. 
The extensive plant of the Union Petro- 
leum Company, a.ong the Delaware 


River at Marcus Hook, below this city, 
was almost entirely destroyed by fire 
early this morning, the total loss being 
estimated at $400,000, partly covered Dy 
insurance. The big tank steamship Trin- 
idadian, moored near the wharf, was also 
destroyed, while much adjoining property 
was damaged. ° 

The fire, which was of unknown origin, 
was discovered shortly after 1 o’clock in 
the canning house, and within a short 
time, aided by a high wind, had com- 
pletely enveloped the barrel house, tin 
can factory, several sma.l oil tanks and 
the 400 feet of covered wharf, all of which 
were destroyed. Then the leaping flames 
reached the Trinidadian, owned by the 
Barber Asphalt Company, moored close to 
the wharf and partly filled with refined 
petroleum taken aboard yesterday at the 
Sun Oil Company’s plant. She was burned 
to the water’s edge, although fire tugs 
played streams of water all over her. 


The firemen from Marcus Hook, aided 
by companies from Philadelphia, could 
do little in saving the buildings already 
on fire, and so devoted their efforts to 
saving the adjoining property of the Sun 
Oil Company. The latter, to prevent the 
burning oil from washing on its property, 
hurriedly built a bulkhead extending 40 
feet into the water. The Union Com- 
pany’s plant was composed of numerous 
buildings, including the big frame can 
factory in which the flames started. One 
by one the huge storage tanks exploded, 
hurling their iron coverings and timbers 
high into the air and out into the water. 
The crew of the Trinidadian escaped with 
little more than their clothes.

Nelson Z. Graves Co.’s Plant Burned. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Philadelphia, July 25, 1912. 
A fire that raged for three hours this 


morning in the varnish factory of the 
Nelson Z. Graves Company, at Twelfth 
and Linden streets, Camden, N. J.. caused 


a loss of $25,000 and gave the Fire De- 
partment of the city one of the hardest 
fights in its experience. The fire was 
discovered shortly before 5 o'clock in a 
one-story brick building used as a pack- 
ing house. From it the flames communi- 
cated to the larger building, used for 
storage purposes. Both were totally de- 
stroyed, but the firemen managed to save 
the remainder of the plant, which covers 
several acres. The larger building was 
only completed recently and was filled 
with manufactured goods. Tt was of 
brick, three stories high and was 100 by 
150 feet in dimensions. 

The fire was of unkown origin. In 1909 
the same plant was swept by fire, caus- 
ing a loss of $75.000. The burned building 
will be immediately rebuilt.

New Record in 1911 United States 
Petro'eum Or tput. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 29, 1912. 

The United States Geological Survey an- 
nounees to-day that the vroduction of 
petroleum in the United States during 
1911 surpassed the record made in 1910 
with an increase of nearly 11.000,000 bar- 
rels. The total for 1911 is given at 220.- 
149391 barrels. against the production tn 
1910 of 209,556.248 barrels. 

The foregoing figures are taken from 
an advance notice of the fall revort being 
made by Dr. David T. Dav, of the Sur- 
vey, on the petroleum production of the 
country which report. the officials of the 
Survey state, will not be ready for publi- 
cation for many weeks. So much of the 
total figures regarding the 1911 production 
as are found available in Dr. Day's re- 
port, as it has been prepared un to this 
time, although not ready for publication. 
are given in a statement prepared by the 
Survey officials which among other things 
savs!i— 

“The total production of the world also 
surpassed all previous records, amounting 
to over 345,000,000 barrels, and of this the 
United States produced more than 68 per 
cent. The value of this enormous output 
of oll in the United States for 1911 was 
$134.044,752, the average price being 60.8 
cents a barrel.”’ 

Accomnanving this bulletin by the Sur- 
vey are the following figures, showing the 
total production of netroleum in barrels 
each year from 1901 for comnarative nur- 
poses to show the steady rise in the total 
production of petroleum in the country:—

The officials in this preliminary review 
of the statistics compiled by Dr. Day say 
that ‘“‘the increase for the year was 
caused principally by the gain in Califor- 
nia, which was by far the largest vro- 
ducer, its output being over 81,000,000 bar- 
rels. Another factor in the increase was 
the discovery of oil at Vinton, La.. and 
the comparatively new Caddo field in 
Louisiana also grew in importance. A 
find of high-grade oil at Electra, in North- 
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ern Texas, was another notable event of 
the year. 

“Oklahoma, with a production of more 
than 56,000,000 barrels, extended its field 
well into Osage and Pawnee counties, and 
oil was discovered still farther west, in 
Kkay county, considerably increasing the 
mid-continent yield All these gains in 
the mid-continent field, however, were off- 
set by the declines in Illinois and States 
farther east; in short, all fuel oils in- 
creased and refinery oils declined. An- 
other feature, the influence of which is 
being felt in 1912, was the increase in 
transporting and refinit.g capacity, which 
in spite of the general increased yield of 
the country led to a drain on stocks in 
the mid-continent field, and the result has 
been a general increase in the price of 
crude oils for refining. 

“With a gain in production of nearly 
11,000,000 barrels, and with an increase in 
price at the end of the year, it is evident 
that an unusual condition in the oil mar- 
ket existed. The three commodities of 
general market value to be considered in 
connection with crude oils are gasoline, 
kerosene and residuals, the last suitable 
for fuels in the West and for lubricants 
and wax in the East. In the trade ‘naph- 
tha’ is the name generally applied to oils 
lighter than kerosene as distilled from 
erude oil, but by the public the term ‘gas- 


oline’ is applied to the light fraction of 
the oil suitable for internal combustion 


engines. In fact, when crude naphtha is 
eer it is for the most part sepa- 
rated so as to yield gasoline and lighter 
or heavier kerosene. It is a matter of in- 
terest that the demand for gasoline has 
become so imperative that little or none 
is now allowed to lower the safety of lamp 
oils; the latter have therefore greatly im- 
proved in character. 

“In the production for 1911 California led 
off with 81,134,391 barrels; Oklahoma took 
second place with 456,069,637 barrels; Illi- 
nois was third with 31,317,088 barrels, and 
Louisiana was fourth with 10,720,420 bar- 
rels. The prices of the different oils va- 
ried greatly, ranging from 47 cents to 
$1.32 a barrel. Thus, while the production 
in Pennsylvania was only 8,248,158 barrels, 
its value was $10,894,074, whereas Louisi- 
ana, which produced 10,720,420 barrels, re- 
ceived for it only $5,668,814. 

“The greatest increases in production in 
1911 were in California, 8,123,831 barrels; in 
Oklahoma, 4,040,919 barrels, and in Louisi- 
ana, 3,879,025 barrels.

Announcement was made in Baltimore 
last week of the purchase of four Nor- 
Weyian steamers to be converted into oil 
and asphalt carriers. The vessels are the 
Fritzoe and Fornebo, owned by Fernley 
& Eger, of Christiania, and the Borg- 
stand and Chr. Knudsen, owned by G. 
Kiitudson, of Porsgrund. The names of 
the purchasers have not been made pub- 
lic. The transaction was completed 
through the firm of Houlder, Wire & 
Boyd, of New York, where the craft are 
to be delivered. They will be converted 
into tank steamers and changed from coal 
to oil burners. All are to be placed un- 


der British registry. The vessels, when 
ready, will be turned over to the United 


States Oil and Refining Company of Balti- 
more, on an eight-year charter at 1,200 
pounds a month.. The Fritzoe, which 
sailed from Baltimore for Cuba on the 
13th inst. to return with a cargo of iron 
ore for the Maryland Steel Company, will 
then be delivered at New York. All four 
vessels are to be used in the transporta- 
tion of oil and crude asphalt from Tux- 
pan, Mexico, to Baltimore. The Fritzoe 
was built at West Hartlepool in 1907. She 
registers 2,537 tons net, is 360 feet 3 inches 
long, with 51 feet 3 inches beam and 26 
feet 2 inches depth of hold. The Fornebo 
was built at Middlesboro in 196, registers 
2.499 tons, is 360 feet long, with beam of 
52 feet and 25 feet 7 inches depth of hold. 
The Chr. Knudson, built at the same yard 
the year before, registers 2,489 tons, is 360 
feet long, with 51 feet 1 inch beam and 25 
feet 9 inches depth of hold. The Borg- 
stad, also built at Middlesboro, is now in 
process of conversion at New York. She 
registers 2,531 tons, is 360 feet 3 inches 
long, 51 feet 3 inches beam and 26 feet 
3 inches deep.

tories.

Baltimore, July 2, 1912. 


From Lancaster, Va., comes the report 
that William J. Payne, of Richmond, Va., 
has succeeded in acquiring the ten fish 
factories regarded as necessary for the 
success of his plan of consolidation, and 
that the merger will become effective 
soon, One of the latest plants to come in 
was the Eubank-Tankard Fish Guano 
Company, which sold its extensive fac- 
tory at Kilmarnock Wharf, with fishing 
steamers and other appurtenances, at a 
price said to have been per share, 
this being the highest figure given, ac- 
cording to the report, for any of the es- 
tablishments secured by the syndicate. 

The plan is to put the ten factories ac- 
quired under one management and estab- 
lish a large’ factory for mixing the fish 
scrap with other crude materials and thus 
turning out a finished fertilizer product. 
The oil obtained from the fish is to be 
refined and disposed of to the trade. 
Heretofore all of the products of the 
menhaden fisheries have been sold in a 
crude state It is also the renorted in- 
tention of the syndicate to fit out a large 
yard for the construction and repasiring 
of the vessels used in the fishing indus 
trv, the site most favorably considered 
for the purposes of a ship vard heing 
near the mouth of the Rappahannock or 
Great Wicomico rivers. 

The incentive for the merger is found 
in the reports of big profits realized in 
the fishing industry. Last vear, accord- 
ing to a statement published, was one of 
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the most profitable in the history of the 
mennhauen lidsticritS, SOme UO.

Dr Wiley’s Successor May be 
Appointed Soon. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 26, 1912. 
Although there is no confirmation of 
the subject from any source that should 
be authoritative, there has been consid- 


erable discussion here during the past 
week of the possibility that President 
Taft may at an early day send to the 
Senate the nomination to succeed Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley as chief of the Bureau 
of Chemistry. The present rumors deal 
very extensively with the name of Dr. 
James H. Beal, of Scio, Ohio, 


Perhaps the strongest reason given for 
the persistent rumor in connection with 
the name of Dr. Beal is the fact that 
President Taft seems on many occasions 
just now to be very anxious to deal lib- 
erally in the matter of appointments with 
Republicans in Ohio. This fact has had 
the effect to give the mention of Dr. 
Beal’s name considerable prominence. 


The information brought here regardirg 
Dr. Beal is that he has been for many 
years actively engaged in teachine and 
original research in pharmaceutical and 
chemistry matters in the Scio Col.ege in’ 
Ohio; also that he was a member of the 
State Legislature at one time and was 
actively interested in pure food and drug 
legislation and liquor bills. 


According to the comments made a 
couple of weeks ago by Secretary Wil- 
son, of the Denartment of Agriculture, 
it was then thought that President Taft 
would defer the selection of Dr. Wiley’s 
successor until after the November elec- 
tions. One reason given for that was the 
fact that the department officia’s enter- 
tained the onvinion that the Board of Food 
and Drug Inspection, with Dr. Doolittle 
acting as chairman of the board and 
chief of the Bureau of Chemistrv. has 
been doing exceptionally good work. and 
that there is no reason for partiewlar 
heste in making the selection of Dr. 
Wilev's successor. The names of Drs 
Doolittle and Birelow. of the Bureau of 
Chemistry. and Dr. Alsberg. of the Bu- 
reau of Plant Industry, continue to be 
mentioned prominently in  connectien 
with this place, in addition to several 
State chemicts and pure food commis- 
sioners in different parts of the country.

Federal Paint Legislation, 
SENATOR HEYBURN DISCUSSES HIS 
BILL—MEASURE MAY BE CONSID- 

ERED AT DECEMBER SESSION.

Washington, July 26, 1912. 


After having spent the entire session in 
consideration of other matters, and with 
no action whatever with reference to the 
bill providing against adulteration and 
misbranding of va‘nts. the Committee on 
Manufactures of the United States Sen- 
ate, of which Senator Hevburn. of Tdaho, 
is chairman, has concluded to bold no 
more meetings at the vresent session, 
and this bill, together with manv others, 
will go over until the session of Congress 
in December. 


In speaking with your corresvondent 
of the conditions with resvect to the pure 
paint bill, Senator Hevburn confirmed a 
statement that he made in the hecinrine 
of the present Coneress rerardine the 
apparent want of interest disnlaved by 
the paint manufacturers ard dealers in 
the provosed legislation. Senator Hev- 
burn adverted to the constitutional aves- 
tion that has heen raised bv the leading 
lawvers of the Senate regarding the nower 
of Congress in dealing with matters of 
this kind affecting interstate commerce. 
Senator Heyburn said:— 


It is my purpofe to have a meeting of the 
Senate Committee on Manufactures itmme- 
diately after the beginning of the next ses- 
sion of Congress. at which session of the 
committee an effort will be made to bring 
out the paint bill with a favorable report, 
and all other matters that are pending be-

There has 
omy one consistent buyer here for 
months. No. 2 seed is in good request 
and seils well up to No. 1 price. In fact, 
several times during the week there were 
sales of the former posted | at better 
prices than No, 1 brought. There 
steadiness, however, to ho grade, 
prices for it vary greatly, running any- 
where from $1.25 to $1.9 per bushel, ac- 
cording to condition and quality. | ; 
Seed to arrive maintains its position of 
lc. under the spot. Offerings of to ar- 
rive have dwindled until they have prac- 
tically disappeared. It is expected also 
that there will be fewer offerings than 
usual this year of new flax to arrive as 
the crop matures because of the danger 
the se.ler runs in not being able to de- 
liver seed that will come up to contract 
grade. In other years new seed has 
been received here from Southern, points 
about the middle of August, and offerings 
to arrive were coming in along about 
this time. This made the price of to ar- 
rive seed less firm, and it was frequently 
quoted at 10c. below spot. Traders, how- 
ever, this year look for to arrive seed 
to maintain its present basis, at least for 
some weeks yet. ; 
The option market has, been operating 
along about the same lines as the cash. 
The prospect of a large crop naturally 
has a bearish influence, but future option 
prices have not declined fast enough to 
meet buyers’ views. To make matters 
worse, early in the week there was a 
noticeable advance in foreign cables, and 
our futures advanced a little in sym- 
pathy. This advance has since been fair- 
ly well maintained on continued strong 
reports from outside markets, z 
Crushers are no doubt buying a little 
future seed as hedges against oil sales, 
but it is more than probable that spec- 
ulators have been the most active since

and make a profit. The lighter move- 
ment of seed in the Northwest, combined 


with a withdrawal of the selling pres- 
sure, was, after all, perhaps the chief 
factor that gave stability to the local 
markets. Duluth reported early that 
there was more inquiry than seed, but 
this became less apparent as the week 
advanced. Both buyers and sellers are 
now awaiting developments. : 
When the receipts at Minneapolis 
Duluth are taken into consideration the 
truth of the old saw that ‘a short crop 
has a long tail’? becomes very apparent. 
For months shippers’ reports from the 
interior have been that farmers and ele- 
vators, have about scraped the bottoms 
of their bins trying to get a little flaxseed 
to send in to terminals. And yet re- 
ceipts come forward regularly each week 
and are astonishingly large. last week 
Minneapodis received 120,800 bushels and 
shipped 28,600.

LINSEED OIL, 

Current trade in oil for prompt ship- 
ment is satisfactory. Individual pur- 
chases are perhaps small, but there are 
so many buyers in the market that trade 
assumes a healthy aspect. The mills here 
are running stronger than they have for 
a number of years, and their daily ship- 
ments are remarkably heavy for the sea- 
son. There are, of course, iany prices 
being quoted for prompt shipment oil 
but the general asking price here for 
the week ranged between 64c. and 67e, per 
gallon in car lots f. o. bh. Minm tpolis: 

Trading in future shipment oil has not 
been so active this week. Flax futures 
have not declined as rapidly as oil consu- 
mers had expected, and consequently they 
are dissatisfied with ruling quotations on 
deferred shipment oil. There has been a 
marked falling off in inquiry, buyers ap- 
parently preferring to await deve’op- 
ments. Local crushers say they could 
not manufacture oil, based on future op- 
tions, at anywhere near the prices they 
hear of oil being booked at in Eastern 
territory. New crop shipment oil is 
quoted at 58@59c. per gallon f. o. b. Min- 
neapolis in car lots. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAT, 

Export inquiry for cake is good. Im- 
porters are bidding on good sized quan- 
tities for all shipments up to January 
next, and prices on the whole are fairly 
satisfactory, Lack of inquiry for future 
shipment oil, however. limits the quantitv 
available for sale, and manufacturers are 
forced to refuse many of the offers. In 
fact, only a small percentage of the total 
can be booked. Rains and cooler weather 
on the Continent late in the week created 
a bearish feeling, and for fall shipment 
cake buyers will not now pay as much 
as they were willing to a week ago. 
Prompt of August shipment cake is 
quoted at $30 per ton f. o. b. Minneanolis 
and September-January nominally at $29. 

Domestic inquiry for linseed oil meal is 
reported #s light but satisfactorv for the 
season. Crushers do not look for heavy 
consumption of oil meal at this time of 
year, and current buving is, if anything, 
more than normal. It is not, of course.

the current output, but mills have enough 
export trade to absorb the surplus.

The trading has not 
been particularly active, for crushers are 
not buying a great deal now; neither is 
there much offered for sale. Crushers 
are keeping up their waiting attitude, 
anticipating much lower prices after the 
crop begins to move in large volume, 
and they do not care to buy any more 
seed than they actually must have for 
their present requirements at present 
prices. At the same time little has been 
coming in. It is believed by Duluth brok- 
ers*that this is mainly due to the fact 
that the farmers have not much to bring. 
Weeks ago the flaxseed that was being 
received at Duluth and Minneapolis was 
believed to be about the last scrapings 
of the farmers’ bins. Much of it was 
even then coming in sacks, many of the 
shipments being in less than carload 
quantities.

Receipts for the 
week made a total of 30,500 bushels, show- 
ing a fair increase for the week, ‘instead 
of the seasonable falling off that could 
be expected at this season, and exceeding 
arrivals for the corresponding week last 
year by more than 27,000 bushels. This 
was taken as conclusive evidence of an 
urgent desire om the part of holders in 
the interior to dispose of their supplies 
before prices at market points became 
more sharply oppressed by glowing crop 
prospects, and ultimately’ large receipts 
of new crop seed. Shipments for the 
week aggregated only 1,000 bushels, which 
were part of Wednesday’s arrivals and 
were billed through on a previous’ con- 
tract, So far as the open market here 
was concerned, it was an unknown quan- 
tity. No flax was offered for sale: there 
was no demand. and not the leas t inter- 
est was evinced. Local crushers either 
had seed come to them direct from out- 
side points, ar supplied their needs from 
reserves in store. Sentiment continued 
bearish, with comparatively liberal and 
steadily increasing stocks in the North- 
west. at a time when said _ holdings 
should be approaching a state of deple- 
tion, offsetting any bullish construction 
that could be placed on weather and crop 
reports. A little apprehension in regard 
© the final Satisfactory consummation of 
the crop year was occasioned early in 
the week by a forecast of cold weather 
in the Northwest, but the predicted low 
temperatures did not materialize and 
subsequent reports were so monotonously 
favorable that whatever ‘little firmness 
was derived at the outset was soon lost 
and the finish found prices once more 
tending steadily downward.

Foreign crop advices were generally fa- 
vorable, and exports of flaxseed from 
Argentina made a substantial increase, 
aggregating 871,000 bushels, compared with 
113,000 bushels the previous week and only 
233,000 bushels for the corresponding week 
last year. Indian exports, on the other 
hand, were much smaller, being only 
18,000 bushels, as contrasted with 818,000 
bushels the foregoing week and _ 255,000 
bushels a year ago. Total exports from 
Argentina for the year to date were 14,- 
502,000 bushels, as contrasted with 11,760,- 
000 bushels for the corresponding period 
in 1911, an increase of 2,742,000 bushels in 
favor of this year. 

LINSEED OIL. 

An unsettled market was_ experienced 
for linseed oil at Chicago this week, and 
there appeared to be some doubt as to 
actual market values at the close. One 
of the largest producers in the city quoted 
car lots of raw linseed oil at 66c, a gal- 
ion, but many of the smaller concerns 
were still asking 67c. a gallon. The same 
disparity existed in quotations on barrel 
lots, single barrels of raw oil being quot- 
ed at 71@72c. a gallon, and boiled at 72 
ie. a gallon, with 1c. a gallon discount 
on lots of five barrels or more. The trade 
was quiet, and offerings, while not large, 
were rather in excess of immediate re- 
quirements, which led the trade to expect 
further recessions in values. All of the 
business transacted was in spot goods, 
and chief inquiries were for small lots, 
needed to meet immediate requirements 
of the jobbing trade. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

First signs of weakness seen in the 
market for linseed oil cake at Chicago 
were discerned this week, when prices 
took a downward drop of $1.a ton. Trade 
was not active, but it still compared well 
with that of recent weeks, and the re- 
cessions came largely in sympathy with 
the declines in prices of linseed oil and 
other allied products. Closing quotation 
was at $31@31.50 a ton f. o. b. Chicago, 
with not much property being urged on 
sale at the price, although the demand 


was quiet.

Flax Crop Reported Spotted. 


(Special to O'l, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 











Minneapolis, July 24, 1912. 

Elevator interests are beginnine to re- 
ceive reports from their agents of wilt 
showing up in the flax fields. They are 
not confined to any one section, but are 
seattered all through the three North- 
western States. The wilt is showing up 
chiefly on old land where flax was for- 
merly raised. One station reports the 
probable damage at about 10 per cent. 
Cut worms are also said to have done 


considerable damage to late-sown flax in 
South Dakota, especially in Sargent and 
Brown counties, 

When the total acreage is taken into 
consideration, however, it is seen that 
these reports are not of vital importance. 
There are just as many, or more, glow- 
ing reports being received daily, but at 
the same time they do detract something 
from the outlook. 

With the plant in so many different 
stages of growth it is not surprising to 
tind a wide variance of opinion in regard 
to its condition, Some late-sown flax is 
just beginning to show up above the 
vround, whiie in other parts fields of flax 
can be seen in blossom. Where the plant 
is far enough advanced so that an esti- 
mate of the yield can be guessed at, the 
results are satisfactory. Kenyon, Minn., 
estimates the average yield there at 15 
bushels and Montevideo, Minn., 17 bush- 
els. South Dakota estimates run all the 
way from 2 to 18 bushels per acre, while 
North Dagota ranges between 6 and 20 
bushels. 

It is still much too early to get any 
definite information, and little depend- 
ence can be placed on the many crop 
reports received. This much is known for 
certain, however, that from the present 
acreage and condition the flax crop this 
year promises to be much larger than 
for several years past.

French Pure Food Law Regulations. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 





Washington, July 26, 1912. 

The foreign tariff section of the Bu- 
reau of Manufactures is advised from of- 
licial i#rench sources that the Minister of 
Agriculture of France ‘thas promulgated 
a Presidential decree of April 15, 1912 
containing regulations made under the 
provisions of article 11 of the pure food 
law, August 1, 1995, as modified by the 
law of August 5, 198. The decree deals 
with the use Of preservatives and coloring 
matter in food products, the employment 
of tin for receptacles and soldering and 
of paints and varnishes for the exterior 
treatment of receptacles for food prod- 
ucts, the marking and designation of va- 
rious meat products, canned vegetables 
and sardines, and with all attempts to 
mislead by means of incorrect statements 
regarding weight, quality, origin or vol- 
ume of the goods involved. 

“A joint order of the Ministers of Agri 
culture, Interior and Commerce and In- 
dustry, dated June 28, 1912, and relating 
to articles — l-4 of the preceding decree 
contains a iist of coloring substances per. 
mitted to be employed in the preparation 
of foods and beverages, and gives detailed 
information regarding the employment of 
various metals for the manufacture of 
receptacles for food products and the 
soldering of such receptacles, And the use 
ot preservatives in foods,” ks

Saturday Noon, July 27, 1912. 


Generally speaking, the market has 
been more reflective of seasonable in- 
flaences during the week, Put manu- 
tacturers and dealers, as a rule, are 
reconciled to the abating tendency of 
buying interest, as trading has main- 
tainea a satisfactory condition to a 
later period than usual, and in many 
quarters the average for the season, it 
is declared, has been fully sustained 
if it has not surpassed that of former 
years. Influences governing certain 
basic materials are calculated to in- 
duce more or less of a policy of caution 
as to forward operations, but the trend 
of sentiment as to fall business does 
not seem in any way disparaged. Pig 
lead has followed an even course so 
far as the leading interests are con- 
cerned, but outside sellers continue to 
realize under the ruling prices. The 
lead products maintain a generally 
firm tendency, although the demand 
has shown more or less irregularity. 
Improvement was noted in the move- 
ments of zincs. The most definite de- 
velopment of the market so far as 
prices are concerned has been the firm- 
er position of Paris green, which is 
justified on the basis of increased cost 
of arsenic and blue vitriol, and a bet- 
ter demand for the product has been 
noted in the South. Other dry colors 
were uneventful. Varnish gums main- 
tained their favorable status, and there 
has been a disposition to name higher 
prices for the lower grades of Manila, 
as well as for Batavia damar, in con- 
sequence of a temporary scarcity and 
the effect of primary advices. In the 
miscellaneous list there has been noth- 
ing to invest the market with new in- 
terest, and business has been generally 
reported as of a routine character at 
unvarying price schedules. Complete 
reviews, of the linseed oil and naval 
stores markets will be found on pages 
21 and 24, respectively. For a review 
of the Western seed and oil markets 
see page 12. A complete prices cur- 
rent will be found on page 39, second 
column. Comment on most important 
items in the paint trade follows:— 


Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Ete. 


PIG LEAD.—The market hag held an 
even course over the week, and the rul- 
ing spot basis may be repeated as 4.75c. 
There has been, however, the same dis- 
position on the part of outside holders 
to realize below this quotation, and it 
is conceded that they are able to at- 
tract some business, but the effect of 
this competition is minimized in the 
leading quarters. The sentiment of the 
local trade appears to have undergone 
a more hopeful change in line with a 
betterment in fields to presage an im- 
proved consumption of the metal. The 
St. Louis market has been described 
as generally dull, but still on the basis 
of 4.60c. London was higher by 1s. 3d. 
on Wednesday, bringing the market to 
£18 lls. 3d. and a turther advance of 
Is. 6d. was noted on Friday. 

WHITE LEAD.—A continued firm 
tone has dominated white lead under 
the influence of the pig lead market, 
but trade reports on the product are 
somewhat at variance. Some dealers 
regard prevailing conditions as fully 
satisfying the seasonable expectations, 
while others describe the situation as 
spasmodic, with chance for consider- 
able improvement. There is little doubt 
that the linseed oil uncertainty still 
exercises an influence upon the white 
lead market, although the opinion is ex- 
pressed that the paint trade is not suf- 
ficiently covered to hold aloof much 
longer. Recent developments in the 
English pig lead situation contribute 
well to the support of English lead in 
oil on spot. A good demand has .been 
reported for the latter, but the con- 
tinued labor troubles abroad place a 
premium on the shipment of supplies. 

RED LEAD.—No change in the posi- 
tion of red lead has been noted during 
the week, and while the season still 
has a tempering effect upon trading, it 
is held in some quarters that the aver- 
age is being well maintained. Prices 
are steady at 7@7'éc. for domestic and 
8%@9c. for foreign. 

LITHARGE.—In this item conditions 
have continued of an even character, 
and the volume of passing business is 
entirely in accord with seasonable in- 
fluences. However, it suffers no dis- 
paragement with the trade of the same 
time a year ago. Quotations are firm 
on the basis of 7@7%c. for American. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—A quiet mar- 
ket continues to prevail, and the course 
of the week has developed nothing of 
tangible interest. Prices may be re- 
peated as 8%@10c, for domestic and 
12%@13c. for foreign. 

ZINCS.—The movement in zincs con- 
tinues satisfactory in the local trade, 
and besides the steady distribution on 
contracts improvement is noted in new 
inquiries. The current volume of busi- 
ness is said to surpass the seasonab!'e 
average. The tone of the market re- 
mains generally firm under basic con- 


ditions, but quotations have been sub- 
jected to no, late change, being re- 
peated as follows: —54%@6\e. for 
American process; 7@7%ec. for Frenen 
process, red seal; 74%@7%c. for French 
process, green seal; 8@8\4c. for French 
process, white seal, according to qual- 
ity. German brands (French process) 
are as follows:—Red seal, 7%@8%%c.; 
green seal, 84@8%c.; white seal, 9@

BLACKS. 


A noteworthy diminution in the 
absorption by the paint trade and only 
moderate takings by the cement in- 
dustry have characterized business, in 
blacks within the week. Even the pur- 
chasing by cement interests has been 
confined to a few selections, but pres- 
ent conditions are considered normal 
at this season of the year. Prices re- 
main unchanged as follows:—3@5c. for 
bone and drop, 5@8c. for wax, 6%@8c. 
for carbon gas, 4@10c, for l!ampblack, 
$21@25 per ton for mineral blacks. 

BLUES. 

Aside from the sale of odd lots the 
market for blues has been at a stand- 
still during the interval. ‘There have 
been no price changes, quotations re- 
maining at 4@6c,. for celestial, 30@31c. 
for soluble, 380@31lc. for Chinese, 5@ 
l5e, for ultramarine. 

BROWNS. 

Deliveries on outstanding contracts 
continue to be made in a routine way, 
but few new orders have been placed. 
Prices have been well maintained, how- 
ever, and sellers now quote 8@9c. for 
Italian sienna, burnt and powdered; 
24%4@3c. for American, burnt and pow- 
dered; 2@2%c. for American umber, 
burnt and powdered, 3%@3c, for Tur- 
key umber, burnt and powdered; 24%@ 
3%c. for Vandyke brown, 2%@4c, for 
soluble, according to quality and quan- 
tity. The following bids were received 
on Wednesday by the general purchas- 
ing officer of the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission, at Washington, D. C., on 300 
pounds of burnt umber in oil:—Bid 44, 
$39, 30 days; 55, $33.60, 30 days; 73, 
$30, 30 days; 88, $40.50, 21 days. 

GREENS. 

As a result of the seasonably aug- 
mented demand and the great scarcity 
of immediately available supplies, sup- 
plemented by the upward trend of 
values for arsenic and blue _ vitriol. 
Paris green has been advanced sharply 
within the week, sellers having raised 
their prices a full cent to a basis of 
13c. in quantities of 10,000 pounds or 
more in arsenic kegs. The higher 
prices for this commodity have not 
caused any slackening of the demand, 
which continues very active. Revised 
prices on Paris green are:—In quan- 
tities of 10,000 pounds or more, arsenic 
kegs, 13c.; 100 to 175 pounds, 13%%c.; 14, 
28 and 56-pound kits, 14%4c.; 2 and 5- 
pound boxes, 15c.; 1-peund boxes, 16c,; 
half-pound boxes, 17c. and quarter- 
pound boxes, 18c. For quantities 
smaller than 10,000 pounds, %e. to 3%e.

House Passes Bill t> Create Com- 
mission of Industrial Relations. 


Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 26, 1912. 
The bili for the creation of a Commis- 
sion of Industrial Relations, which has 
passed the House of Representatives, is 
designed to prove of considerable signi- 
ficance to the general commercial and 
industrial interests of the country as 
tending toward the conciliation of labor 
disputes and the. promotion of better re- 
lations on the whole between employers 
and employed. The more material provi- 
sions of the bill follows: 


That a commission is hereby created to be 
called the Commission of Industrial Relations. 
Said commission shall be composed of nine 
persons, to be appointed by the President of 
the United States, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, not less than three of 
whom shall be representatives of organized 
labor. The Department of Commerce and La- 
bor is authorized to co-operate with said com- 
mission in any manner and to whatever extent 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor may 
approve. 

That the commission is authorized as a 
whole, or by sub-committees of the commission, 
duiy appointed, to hold sittings and publie 
hearings anywhere in the United States, to 
send for persons and papers, to administer 
oaths, to summon and compel the attendancte 
of witnesses and to compel testimony. 

That the commission shall inquire into the 
generai condition of labor in the principal in- 
dustries of the United States, including agri- 
culture, and especially in those which are car- 
ried on in corporate forms; into existing rela- 
tions between employers and employes; into 
the effect of industrial conditions on public wel- 
fare and into the rights and powers of the 
community to deal therewith; into the condi- 
tions of sanitation and safety of employes and 
the provisions for protecting the life, limb and 
health of the employes; into the growth of 
associations of employers and of wage earners 
and the effect of such associations upon the 
relations between employers and employes; 
into the extent and results of methods of col- 
lective bargaining; into any methods which 
have been tried in any State or in foreign 
countries for maintaining mutually satisfac- 
tory relations between employes and employ- 
ers; into methods for avoiding or adjusting 
labor disputes through peaceful and concilia- 
tory mediation and negotiations; into the scope, 
methods and resources of existing bureaus of 
labor and into possible ways of increasing their 
usefulness, The commission shall seek to 
discover the underlying causes of disatifaction 
in the industrial situation and report its con- 
clusion thereon, 

rhe sum of $100,000 was appropriated for the 
use of the commission for the fiscal year end- 
ing. June 30, 1918,

Careless Methods of American Drug 
Exporters. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 26, 1912. 
Some interesting information is given 
in a report which Consul Magill makes 


from Guadalajara, Mexico, regarding the 
mistakes that are made by American 
shippers of commodities into Mexico. The 
interesting feature of Mr. Magill’s report 
is that it refers specifically to the drug 
business and shipments of drugs and 
druggists’ compounds into Mexico under 
conditions which, he states, are calculated 
to bring about confusion and difficulties 
in the export business in these commodi- 
tics to Mexico. Mr. Magill in this report 
says:— 


An American drug company of this city has 
been engaged in the wholesale and retail drug 
business for the past ten years, during which 
time its purchases averaged $38,000 worth of 
drugs, etc., two-thirds from Europe and one- 
third from the United States. During all that 
time its shipments from Europe have never 
been fined by the Mexican custom house, while 
those frgm the United States are frequently 
fined, due usually to carelessness, indifference 
or ignorance on the part of some one in the 
shipping department of the American export- 
ers, The proprietor cites two instances:— 

On a shipment of bottles from a New York 
concern the weight of the shipment was ex- 
pressed in pounds on the documents, while 
on the package it was expressed in kilos, and 
neither weight agreed with the weight of the 
Mexican custom house or the railroad; in con- 

sequence whereof a fine of double duties was 
assessed and collected, From another New 
York concern came a shipment in which the 
document weights did not agree with Mexican 
custom house weights, resulting in a fine.

Appellate Division Decides for Tuska 


Interests in Fertilizer Suit 


An appeal from a decision of. the New 
York Supreme Court ordering the chemi- 
cal and fertilizer house of Heller, Hirsh 
& Co. to pay to Gustave R. Tuska and 
to the estate of Samuel A. Tuska $18,000 
claimed by them as their share of the 
money received from the sale of the At- 
lantic Fertilizer and Oil Company has 
resulted in the affirming by the Appel- 


late Division of the original order. The 
Appellate Division’s decision was ren- 
dered on July 19. Heller, Hirsh & Co., 


however, have appealed again, this time 
to the New York State Court of Appeals. 
and it is unlikely that final adjudication 
of the suit will be reached until late in 
the year. 

As owners of approximately a one-fifth 
interest each in the bonds of the Atlantic 
Fertilizer and Oil Company, which was 
sold two years ago to the Independent 
Fertilizer Company, Gustave R. Tuska 
and the estate of Samuel A. Tuska

Fertilizers Enriched Canadian 
Crops, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Toronto, Canada, July 26, 1912. 


The Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, 
in an exhaustive inquiry into agriculture 
generally, discovered a remarkable proof 
of the value of commercial fertilizers, 
particularly gypsum and lime, which in- 
crease the value of the product per acre 
20 per cent and upward. In Nova Scotia 
when fertilizers were used wheat pro- 
duced $24.33 per acre; oats, $22.50, and 
barley, $23.87, whereas where fertilizers 
were not used the values were $20, $18.71 
and $17.9. The work involved in the 
application evidently produced profitable

pany. Previously to 1907 he was engaged 
in manufacturing cooperage and cooper- 
age material, fifteen years in Texas and 
Arkansas, and four years in Kentucky, 
and served for one year as president of 


the Tight Barrel Stave Manufacturing 
Association. Mr. MckKee’s home is in 
Atlanta, where he went from Louisville 


two years ago. in a recent letter to the 
Reporter Mr. McKee wrote that he 
realized the responsibility attached to the 
leadership of the Cottonseed Crushers’ 
Association of Georgia, with an equal 
recognition of the unusual opportunities 
for the development of the cottonseed 
products of the State, in which a marked 
period of progress was evident among 
those interested in the cause of the in- 
dustry, 


sought to compel Heller, Hirsh & Co. to 
pay to them their portion of the money 
which this firm received for itself and 
as trustee for the Tuska interests. Suits 
were brought by the estate of Samuel A. 
Tuska and by Gustave A. Tuska and tried 
before a jury in the Supreme Court. 
Judgments were entered against Heller, 
Hirsh & Co. amounting to $18,000 in May, 
1911, and the firm thereupon asked for a 
new trial. The court denied the firm’s 
motion, whereupon it appealed from this 
decision to the Appellate Division. 
Before becoming part owners of the se- 
curities of the Atlantic Fertilizer and Oil 
Company, the Tuska interests owned a 
one-fifth interest, each in the bonds and 
capital stock of a corporation known as 
the Fisheries Company. On April 29, 1908, 
Gustave R. Tuska and the executors of 
the Samuel A. Tuska estate entered into 
an agreement whereby they pledged 
themselves to purchase from the credit- 
ors’ committee of the Fisheries Company 
certain property consisting of real estate 
at Promised Land, L. I., and at Cape 
Charles, Va., for use as fishing plants 
and fertilizer sites for extracting oil and 
making fertilizer from fish, in exchange 
for their securities of the Fisheries Com- 











pany and certain other stocks and bonds. 
it was stipulated in this agreement that 
title to the property should be taken in 
the names of James E. Heiler and 
Adolph Hirsh in trust for the three par- 
ties to the agreement. This agreement 
also provided that, if the property should 
be sold, the net proceeds, after certain de- 
ductions were made for expenses and 
advances and for certain other payments, 
should be divided among the three par- 
ties in proportion to their holdings of 
bonds and that, upon demand of Heller, 
Hirsh & Co, and one of the other bene- 
ficiaries, the property shouid be conveyed 
by this firm to corporations ‘‘to be created 
for the purpose of distributing the in- 
terests of the several beneficiaries but not 
to carry on business.”’ 

In pursuance of the terms of this agree- 
ment, the Atlantic Fertilizer and Oil Com- 
pany was incorporated in December, 1908, 
to take over the property. Heller, Hirsh 
& Co., as trustees, had previously dis- 
posed of the property at Cape Charlies 
and certain other pieces of property 
owned in common by the Tuska interests 
and themselves. This firm then executed 
on April 1, 1909, a conveyance and trans- 
fer of the Long Island property and of 
the remaining property to the Atlantic 
Fertilizer and Oil Company which au- 
thorized the issuance of $100,000 in stock 
and $200,000 in bonds. Only 100 shares out 
of the 1,000 authorized shares were issued. 
Heller, Hirsh & Co. paid for the issued 
Shares and held all, except one share 
which was issued in the name of James 
E. Heller, Adolph Hirsh and Bernard 8. 
Hel.er, in order to qualify them to act 
as directors. It was also provided that 


Gustave R. Tuska and the Samuel A. 
Tuska estate should be represented by 
one director in the company’s Board of 


Directors. Just before the incorporation 
of the Atlantic Fertilizer and Oil Com- 
pany an agreement was executed between 
T. S. Meadows and the Atlantic Company 
in which the company set forth the fact 
that it was about to purchase the prop- 
erty in question ‘‘at the instance and re- 
quest of Mr. Meadows and with a view 
to establishing a fishing and fertilizer and 
oil manufacturing business.’’ This agree- 
ment also recited that the company 
would need funds for rebuilding its build- 
ings and plant and for improving and 
repairing its steamers and for operating 
and conducting its business, and that Mr. 
Meadows had agreed to advance the nec- 
essary funds to the extent of $75,000 for 
said purposes on the company’s promis- 
sory notes. Mr. Meadows thereupon un- 
dertook to sell the property of the com- 
pany at a price satisfactory to it in con- 
sideration of which he was to receive one- 
half of the amount realized by the com- 
pany on the sale over and above $200,000, 
the amount for which its bonds and 
mortgage were to be executed, plus the 
amount expended by the company for im- 
provements and repairs ‘“‘and the ex- 
penses incurred’’ by said company “‘in its 
incorporation and for taxes and legal ex- 


penses.”’ It was further provided that 
during the times when the plants were 
operated, the business was to be con- 


ducted under the management of a com- 


mittee composed of James E. Heller, 
Adolph Hirsh and Mr. Meadows. 
On March 28, 1910, it was developed in 


the trial of the suit, Mr. Meadows told 
Messrs. Heller and Hirsh that he had an 
opportunity to sell the property, but that, 
as he probably would be interested him- 
self in the purchase, he would therefore 
waive his claim to a commission for ef- 
fecting the sale and thereby obtain a 
lower selling price. On June 7, 1910, an- 
other agreement was entered into for the 
sale of the company to the Meadows in- 
terests, but before this agreement was 
executed Heller, Hirsh & Co. claimed the 
5) per cent. of the profits of the sale 
which Mr. Meadows originally was to 
have receivel as his commission, contend- 
ing that this claim had been transferred 
to it. Gustave R. Tuska and the Tuska 
estate contended that in fixing a selling 
price to Mr. Meadows after he had de- 
cided not to act as broker or to claim 
commissions, the entire net profits of the 
sale should be divided between all three 
original parties in proportion to their 
respective interests in the property as 
represented by their bond holdings. 

The judgments of the lower court 
against Heller, Hirsh & Co. have been 
bonded by that firm pending the outcome 
of the appeal to the Court of Appeals. 
No appeal has been taken in ‘the Gustave 
R. Tuska case, as it has been stipulated 
that the decision in the case of the Sam- 
uel A. Tuska estate shall be binding in 
both instances.

The third 
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John Beattie Dead. 


John Beattie, a prominent master paint- 
er of this city, died at his home, at 234 
West Forty-sixth street, this city, last 
Friday night of intestinal indigestion. He 
was in the sixty-ninth your of his age. 

Mr. Beattie started in the painting busi- 


ness as a young man and built up one 
of the largest painting and decorating 
establishments in this city. He was prom- 


inently identified with master painters as- 
sociations; he was elected president of the 
International Association of Master House 


Paints and Decorators of the United 
States and Canada at the meeting held 
in Boston in 1891, and was re-elected a 
year later at the convention held in St 
Louis. He was elected president of the 
New York State Association of Master 
Painters in 1889, and in 1908 and 1909 he 
was called upon to again serve that or- 


ganization in the same capacity. Mr. 
Beattie was prominently identified with 
the building trades of New York, and at 
the time of his death was a member of 
the Arbitration Committee of the Build- 
ing Trades Employers’ Association, rep- 
resenting on that committee the interests 
of the master painters of this city. 

Few men enjoyed as wide an acquaint- 
ance as did Mr. Beattie; he was a man 
of keen judgment, and his advice was 
sought by both young and old and was 
‘always freely given. He was prominent- 
ly identified with the Methodist-Episcopal 
Church, conducted an earnest workers’ 
sible class in the Union Methodist 
Church, whieh was very largely attended 
by men and women in every walk of life. 

Mr. Beattie was of a kind and lovable 
character, and his death will be mourned 
by hosts of friends. He is survived by 
his widow and two daughters, Mrs. Henry 
L. Kehrl, whose husband organized and 
was the president of the Newark Varnish 
Works at the time of his death, and Mrs. 
George L. Mitchell, the wife of the presi- 
dent of the Mitchell Varnish Works of 
Camden, N. J.

Sources and Fields of Creosote 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 26, 1912. 


The Forest Service of the United States 
Department of Agriculture has just pub- 
lisned a monograph on commercial creo- 
sote with special referenee to the Utiliza- 
tion of creosotes in the prevention of 
wood trom decay. This document was 
prepared for the Forest Service by Car- 
lille P. Winslow, in charge of the forest 
products laboratory. 

The discussion of the production of 
crevsotes, the sources of tars and the dis- 
tiation of creosote from tars, the re- 
quirements of wood-preserving oils, and 
the various kinds of coal-tar creosotes, 
water-gas-tar creosotes, wood tar and 
mixed coal-tar creosotes are presented in 
this document with a summary covering 
the prevailing prices and consumption of 
creosotes in the country. In outlining the 
purpose of the study of these subjects, 
the author of the document says:— 

Because of the present lack of knowledge of 
the properties of all of the various creosotes 
which may be produced, the terms, definitions 
and classifications proposed and used in this 
publication are subject to criticism and possi- 
ble future modification. The limits described 
for the several classes are based on physical 
and chemical properties possesed by creosotes 
produced from the sources, or by the methods 
specified. It is possible that creosotes from 
other sources may be found to possess similar 
properties, yet no other method which will in- 
dicate the source more satisfactorily than that 
discussed in this publication is now known to 
the Forest Service. 

The quoted prices per gallon of creo- 
sotes range from 12 to 15 cents per gal- 
lon, the lower prices prevailing in the 
Eastern and Southern States and the 
higher prices in the States west of the 
Mississippi River. The consumption of 
creosotes in the country is given at 18,- 
184,000 gallons of domestic creosote in 1910, 
and imports to the amount of 46,081,000 
gallons’ Referring to the reasons for the 
conditions existing in the domestic and 
import trade in creosotes, the following 
statement is made:— 


In Europe the refinement of coal tar is con- 
ducted largely for the production of coal-tar 


dyes, and this does not interfere with the pro- 
duction of a good grade of creosote. On the 
other hand, in the United States where the 
prime object is the production of pitch, the 
only creosote produced is that which will not 
interfere with the character or amount of the 
pitch. Furthermore, by-product retorts are 
more extensively used throughout Europe than 
in this country, where lage quantities of coal 
are coked in the beehive ovens with a loss of 
-_ possible by-products. 


here is no reason to doubt that more than 
enough creosote might be produced in the 
United States to supply the present demand. 
Statistics published by the Geological Survey 


show that in 1909 practically 60,000,000 gallons 
of tar were produced in the manufacture of 
coke in by-product coke ovens, and although 
are at hand showing the tar pro- 
the gas house plants for that year, 
production of gas-house tar in 1907 
1908 was greater than that from the by- 
uct coke ovens. It is safe to assume, 

f . that the total amount of coal-tar 
produced in 1909 was at least 100,000,000 gal- 
lons. Assuming that 5 gallons of tar will pro- 
duce one gallon of creosote, the total amount 
of coal-tar creosote which might have been

produced is approximately 20,000,000 gallons, 
or about 50 per cent. more than-the- domestic 
creosote consumed that year. This possible 
production could be further vastly increased 
by the wider use of the by-product retorts. 
The average yield of tar from the bituminous 


coal coked in the by-product ovens in 1909 was 


6.4 gallons per short ton; the approximate 
quantity of bituminous coal coked in the bee- 
hive ovens during that year was 51,000,000 
short tons. Had this coal been coked in by- 
product ovens, approximately 326,000,000 gal- 
lons of tar might have been produced, or an 
amount sufficient to provide more than 
65,000,000 gallons of coal-tar creosote, This 


amount exceeds the total consumption. for 
that year by more than 13,500,000 gallons. 

The Geological Survey reports the production 
of 9,168,834 gallons of oil and water-gas tars 
in 1908, but the report states that ‘‘most of the 
tar is used for fuel at the works, no record 
being kept of the output.’’ Substantiating this 
theory, it is then stated that ‘‘in addition to 
the amount above listed over 5,500,000 gallons 
were reported in 1908 as made and not sold.”’ 
Only recently has oil-tar creosote been mar- 
keted under that name, Statistics of the pro- 
duction or consumption are not available, but 
o is undoubtedly much in excess of the figures 
given. 

Wood-tar creosotes do not at present .rank 
in importance with the coal-tar creosotes. - Al- 
though the quantity of wood tar produced in 
1909 was approximately 20,000,000 gallons, an 
amount capable of yielding 2,000,000 gallons of 
creosote, a large portion of this tar was con- 
sumed as fuel, and the quantity of wood-tar 
creosote actually produced was much less than 
the possible production.

Good Whale Catches in Canada, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Toronto, Canada, July 26, 1912. 

Reporting good catches at all four of 
the whaling stations located in British 
Columbia waters, and a splendid run of 
whales off the coast, the steamer Gray, 
Captain Shadworth, of the Canadian 
North Fisheries Company, returned to 
Victoria this week with a full cargo of 
whale oil from the station. Captain Shad- 
worth reports the Sechart station as hav- 
ing the largest catch, over one hundred 
whales. being taken by the little whalers 
operating out of there since the season 
opened. Naden Harbor is following the 


west coast station closely and had ninety- 
seven when the Gray left. The whalers 
at Kuyquot have harpooned seventy-five 
mammals, and_at Rose Harbor forty- 
seven have fallen to the deadly aim of 
the gunners. The whales are running 
well now at al] stations, and the cat¢hes 
will be greatly augmented during the 
next few weeks. During the early part 
of the season, owing to rough weather, 
the whalers met with little success, but 
with the advent of summer the whales 
have become more numerous and the lit- 
tle steamers never returned to their home 
stations without one or two of the big * 
mammals in tow. .The largest. whale 
taken so far this season was a sulphur 
bottom measuring ninety feet, which was 
eaught at  Kuyquot. Several sperm 
Whales have also been captured.

The feature in the market for linseed 
oil during the past week was an easier 


1912. 


undertone on spot and nearby de- 
liveries. Early in the week leading 
crushers were doing business on the 


69c, per gallon basis for car lots, but 
with the demand very quiet a decline 
of le. was noted towards the close. 
Actual sales of car lots were reported 
at 68c. per gallon for raw oil, spot de- 
livery, and this was the nominal quo- 


tation up to the close on Saturday. 
Trading was quiet, as concerns new 
business, but dealers were busy de- 


livering on contracts. A fair demand 
was in evidence for less than car lots, 
and business was put through at 69@ 
70c. for 5 and 10 barrels, spot delivery. 
With July and September seed holding 
comparatively steady, dealers were not 
anxious to push business for August 
and September oil, and while the spot 
quotation could be shaded slightly on 
Monday and Tuesday, holders were 
quoting. 68c. in these positions on 
Saturday. 

October was available as low as 64c. 
per gallon. Inquiries for futures were 
numerous, but crushers were reluctant 
to quote under 59c. per gallon for No- 
vember forward, as the price of flax- 
seed has shown no further weakness, 
A contract was closed late in the week 
at 58c. per gallon with linoleum man- 
ufacturers. 

The falling off in the receipts of seed 
at Minneapolis and Duluth has given 
support to the market in the nearby 
positions, but trading was only mod- 
erate from crushing interests. Crop 
advices were generally favorable, but 
new crop seed held fairly steady, as 
erushers were forced to take hold as 
a hedge against the sales of oil in the 
distant months. The foreign oil and 
seed markets show little change for 
the week on smaller shipments from 
the Argentine and India. The exports 
of flaxseed from Argentine for the 
past week were 400,000 bushels to the 
Continent and 53,000 bushels to Eng- 
land. The total exports from India 
for the week were 323,000 bushels con- 
signed to the Continent and England.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


With business quiet in all quarters, 
linseed cake and meal closed the week 
slightly lower. Inquiries from foreign 
sources were practically out of the 
market for prompt shipments, with 
very little interest noted in futures at 
the prices now prevailing, which were 
considered high from a consumer’s 
standpoint. The outlook for crops in 
general is favorable, which also tends 
to curtail the demand. Foreign mar- 
kets were quiet, but prices were well 
maintained. The closing prices in 
New York were nominally $31.50 per 
ton for cake and $32.50@33 per ton for 
meal, 


COTTONSEED OIL. 


The week occasioned little of new in- 
terest in cottonseed oil, aside from the 
continued downward drift of prices. 
The revision, however, was not as 
severe as noted in our previous report, 
and there was less evidence of aggres- 
sive selling on the part of holders. It 
is believed in many quarters that the 
recent heavy liquidation has cleared up 
the situation materially, and the fact 
that holdings have passed from weak 
into strong hands is considered a point 
in the market’s favor at least. Con- 
sumers have remained indifferent, and 
while improvement in the extent of in- 
quiries is reported in some quarters, 
there was little trace of important buy- 
ing by the compound lard trade. 

Absence of consuming demand has 
left the buying power of the market 
chiefly to speculative interests and ex- 
tensive short covering has kept prices 
from breaking wide open. Advances in 
cotton and strength in pure lard have 
so far passed without appreciable in- 
fluence, although the technical position 
of oil is such that the market ought 
to respond. It is contended that oil on 
a 64@6c. basis offers intrinsic value, 


with lard commanding 10%4@10%c. 
Consumers, however, assert that it is

easier for lard to decline than for oil 
to advance, and are, therefore, content 
to buy oil only when necessity requires. 

As far as the export situation is con- 
cerned, conditions are similar to those 
in domestic trade. Inquiries have in- 
creased, but there has been no im- 
portant expansion of foreign business. 
Liverpool advices indicate a quiet mar- 
ket with prices barely steady. Our Rot- 
terdam correspondent writes there is 
very little interest in new crop oil 
(butter) and bids of 39 florins are be- 
ing vainly solicited. Export shipments 
from this port for the week amounted 
to 2,552 barrels, from other ports 1,654 
barrels, making a total of 4,206 barrels. 
These compare with 7,485 barrels for 
the previous week. Total exports for 
the crop year to date amount to 941,228 
barrels, compared to 547,242 barrels for 
the corresponding period in 1911. 

Activity in crude oil has continued 
along limited lines, with transactions 
confined entirely to Texas. Mills are 
not anxious to offer extensively until 
seed prices are established, while buy- 
ers show no desire to operate, owing to 
the inactive extent of consyming de- 
mand. Sales in Texas have been re- 
ported on the basis of 39%@40c. tor 
September delivery. October-Decem- 
ber sales have been effected at 36%4c. 
The lateness of the cotton crop is pre- 
venting operations in the Carolinas, 
Georgia and the Southeast in general, 
as Well as in the Valley.

At 
primary points supplies are said to be 
passing into factors’ hands, but there 
is no attempt to check the, decline. 
That stocks are being accumulated by 
strong interests is the opinion in trade 
circles, but there is no indication of a 
bull movement at present.

There 
is also a deficiency of 2,500 casks of spirits 
for the month of July as compared with re- 
ceipts for July of last year up to the same 
date. For the season receipts at Savannah 
have shown a falling off of 6,533 casks as com- 
pared with figures for last season up to this 
date Shipments of spirits for the week have 
been very good, being 7,511 casks, as against 
965 casks last year for the same week, of 
which 6,425 casks were foreign and 1,086 do-

ROSIN.—During the past week rosins have 
been’ in good request and prices have become 
slightly better for the highest and the lowest 
grades. W. W. closed the week at $7.65, the 
highest price for the top grade since the 
opening month of the season, except on May 
30, when this grade sold at $7.75. All the 
grades from W. G. down the line through E 
suffered declines from 5c. to 35c. per 280 
pounds. ‘The changes in prices for the week 
are as follows:—Advances—W. W., 15c.; D 
and B, 5c. each. Declines—W. G., 10c.; N, 
35e.; M and K, 15c.; I, H, Gand F, 10c., and 
E, 5c Receipts of rosin for the week have 
been 3,963 barrels short of last year for the 
same period, and for the month of July a 
shortage of 7,758 barrels, as compared with 
last July up to this time. The deficiency in 
receipts at Savannah for the season is now 
21,415 barrels, as compared with figures of last 
season up to this date. Shipments of rosin 
for the week were 14,387 barrels, against 9,617 
barrels for the same week last year, of which 
7,000 barrels were foreign and 7,387 domestic. 
Stocks at Savannah are now 106,726 barrels, 
against 120,570 last year, a deficiency of 
13.844 barrels.

LARD, TALLOW, STEARINBS, ETC. 
LARD. 


The market has pursued a compara- 
tively steady course, although trading 
has continued along limited lines. 
Smaller receipts of hogs at Western 
packing points appears to have offset 
the late decline in corn and lard inter- 
ests have been able to maintain their 
strong position without much difficulty. 
There was no appreciable improvement 
to the cash demand and local trans- 
actions were small and confined mostly 
to actual wants. Export shipments for 
the week amount to 6,669,490 pounds, 
compared to 8,888,300 pounds in 1911. 
Compound lard has remained quiet, 
with prices easier in sympathy with 
cottonseed oil. At the close compound 
was held at 8%@8%c. Pure city lard 
commanded 104%@10%c,, and prime 
Western 10.40@10.50c. on spot. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, July 25, 1912. 


Opening dull and disheartened, the specula- 
tive trade in the market for lard at Chicago 
gradually gathered volume and closed active 
and firm at an advance of 12%@17T%c. from last 
week's final figures. Offerings were fairly 
liberal at the opening of the period and prices 
had a heavy undertone, with lack of outside 
buying interest a detrimental factor. Later in 
the week foreign advices took on a more bull- 
ish tone, exports for the week showed an in- 
crease of 177,000 pounds over shipments abroad 
the corresponding week a year ago, buying here 
on foreign account was of better charaeter and 
hog prices throughout the East and West made 
substantial gains. These developments caus 
a scamper to cover among shorts and induced 
sufficient new investment buying to turn the 
downward trend of values into a strong up- 
ward movement. The market still had to con- 
tend with steady liquidation by packers, who 
appeared to be anxious to lighten their heavy 
holdings or at least put a stop to the steady 
accumulations which have been going on dur- 
ing recent months, but it absor the property 
handily and all recessions were followed by 
rallies that more than wiped out losses. 

Although July showed the maximum gain 
for the week—i7%c.—there was comparatively 
little trade in that option, interest centering 
largely in September and October deliveries, 
with @ modertae volume of business in Jan- 
uary. Chiefly instrumental in bringing about 
the change in sentiment in the market for 
lard was the noticeable shrinkage in market- 
ings of live hogs. This, with the advance in 
prices to the highest point touched since last 
April, led traders to believe that the long- 
expected depletion of hog lots was at hand, 
and many who had given up their holdings on 
the recent slump were quick to reinstate their 
lines. During the week hog values climbed 
to $8, and, passing that mark, rose to within 
a fraction of the year’s highest figures. In 
spite of this upturn, the Eastern shipping de- 
mand continued exeeptionally broad and urgent, 
denoting, the trade believed, a brisk consump- 
tive demand for pork products in the East 
and indicating depleted stocks there. 

Exports for the week totaled 7,252,000 pounds 
and foreign advices were generally favorable 
to holders. The domestic cash demand showed 
some improvement and shipments were on the 
increase, although still much smaller than at 
this time last year. At the close round lots of 
regular prime steam lard were quoted at 
$10.52%, or the same as July, with small odd 
lots: at a discount of 5@10c. Loose lots were 
in small supply and fair demand at 65c. under 
the September price of $10.65. Leaf lard met 
with a fair inquiry and was, ngly offered 
at $9.62%, while neutral was in lirnited re- 
quest and steady at $19.87%@11 for No. 1 and 
$10.37144@10.50 for No. 2. 


TALLOW. 


Although no important transactions 
have been reported, the undertone of 
the general market has been easier 
and there appeared to be more ag- 
gressiveness on the part of sellers.

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS. 


CHINA WOOD OIL.—There were nv 
new features to the market for China 
wood oil in the past week. The de- 
mand for spot oil was quiet as con- 
sumers were not disposed tu take hold 
in anything but a small way on the 
basis of prices quoted. Prices still 
show a wide range, owing to the dif- 
ference of opinion as regards the qual- 
ity of the oil. Some sales were noted 
at 8%c. per pound, and oil at even 
lower figures was available. However, 
large interests were firm in their views 
and refused to consider anything under 
9@10c. per pound on both spot and 
nearby deliveries. Advices from pri- 
mary markets note a firm undertone, 
and on small offerings China wood oil 
for prompt shipment was quoted from 
8% to 8%c. per pound. Inquiries for 
futures were on the market, but prices 
do not meet the views of consumers. 

COCOANUT OILS.—While the mar- 
ket was a shade easier abroad, spot 
prices in all descriptions of cocoanut 
oil held fairly steady during the in- 
terval. Supplies on hand were mod- 
erate, which was the bullish factor in 
the trade, as the demand continues to 
be quiet from all quarters. Cochin oll 
for spot delivery shows a higher range, 
dealers refusing to consider anything 
under 9%c. per pound, with some hold- 
ers asking up to 10c. Sales were re- 
ported at 9%c. per pound, spot de- 
livery. Futures were on a parity with 
the spot market in most instances, but 
9%ec. was available for August-Sep- 
tember. Ceylon stock was quotably 
unchanged on the 85%c. per pound basis, 
but it was possible to shade this price 
slightly on oil underway. For futures 
the nominal quotation was 8%c, Lon- 
don quoted Ceylon cocoanut oil on 
Friday at £35, equivalent to £35 10s. 
per ton, c. i. f. New York. Copra was 
quiet and featureless. The market 
abroad was slightly lower, but not so 
as to effect values locally. Dealers 
were asking 8%c. per pound. 

CORN OIL.—Early in the week lead- 
ing interests lowered the price of corn 
oil 10 cents, making the quotation $5.80 
per 100 pounds for car lots and $5.85 
per 100 pounds for less than car lots. 
At the decline business picked up ma- 
terially from all sources, and continued 
to be fairly active up to the close on 
Saturday. The undertone was steedy 
on this basis an@ smaller dealers were 
not inclined to shade this figure even 
on odd lots. Inquiries from foreign 
sources were noted, but the export 
business has not been up to _ ex- 
pectations, due to the low position of 
competitive oils, 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, July 25, 1912. 

Corn oil at Chicago this week continued to 
mect with an active inquiry from soap manu- 
facturers and with a moderate call from pro- 
ducers of paint. The market was adversely 
affected by sharp recessions in prices of al- 
lied and competitive products such as linseed 
and cottonseed oils, however, and prices de- 
clined in sympathy with the latter, closing at 
a net loss of 20c. a hundred pounds from last 
week's final figures. Production was sufficient 
to meet all requirements and prevent the ac- 
cumulation of orders, but there was no surplus 
oil on the market and values were iigidly ad- 
hered to. Taken altogether, it wue a govud, 
healthy and animated market. with a gener- 
ous production and unstinted consumption at 
the prices. Closing values made bulk corn oil 
in tank cars $5.05 a hundred pounds, as con- 
trasted with $5.25 a hundred poun’s a weex 
ago. Smaller quantities were corresponding!) 
reduced and closed with car lots in barrels at 
$5.45 a hundred pounds; lots of six barrels or 
more, $5.50 a hundred pounds, and lots of one 
to five barrels, $5.55 a hundred pounds. 

PALM OIL.—The market for palm 
oil was again quiet so far as\new busi- 
ness was concerned, but withthe for- 
eign markets holding steady prices 
closed the week unchanged. Trading 
has been of the same quiet sort that 
has characterized the market for the 
past two months, but a fair amount of 
oil has been going into consumptian as 


the tin plate mills use from 3 to 5 tons 
every week during the busy season. 
Sales of Lagos were noted at 6%c. per 
pound, with prices quoted ranging 
from 6% to 7c., according to quality and 
dealer. Strictly prime red palm oil 
was available from 6% to 6%e. per 
pound, with some off grades quoted 
under these figures. Commercial 
grades were in the market from 6c. to 
6%4c. per pound. Futures were quoted 
from % to %c. under the spot level 
on all grades, and some contracts were 
closed for fall deliveries. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—Conditions 
governing the situation were without 
noteworthy changes. Business was 
quiet, with consumers taking hold only 
in a small way so as to meet current 
requirements. There has been a fair 
demand abroad, which tends to hold 
values steady. The local market was 
generally on a parity with London, but 
some dealers were slightly under this 
level in order to move stocks. Quota- 
tions ranged from 8.20c. to 8.60c. per 
pound, according to grade and quan- 
tity. 

PEANUT OIL.—Only routine busi- 
ness was transacted in the market for 
peanut oil during the past week. 
Price changes were within narrow com- 
pass abroad, holding quotations steady 
locally. Soap manufacturers have been 
using substitute oils to a large ex- 
tent during the past season, which ac- 
counts in a large way for the lack of 
demand which has been prevailing. 
Closing prices on Saturday were 64%@ 
7c. per pound for so0ap-making oil, 
according to quality. 

OLIVE OIL.—Aside from a firm un- 
dertone, there was no feature to the 
market for olive oil. Trading was sea- 
sonably active, but with supplies lib- 
eral, dealers were not general in meet- 
ing the advances which have been 
noted abroad for the past two weeks. 

Sales of denatured oil were reported 
at 72c. per gallon, which is about 8 
cents per gallon lower than the highest 
figure quoted. Advices from primary 
centers were strong, with prices trend- 
ing upward. Denatured olive oil was 
available from 72c. to 80c. per gallon 
at the close on Saturday, with large 
interests holding out for the high prices 
in several instances.

RAPESEED OIL.—On small supplies 
in. dealers' hands quotations for rape 
oil were well maintained on all descrip- 
tions.

Sales were put 
through of refined oil at 69c. per gallon 
in a large way, with several dealers 
holding out for 70c. There was some 
oil offerings around 68c, per gallon on 
this grade. Blown rapeseed oil was 
available from 73c. to 75c. per gallon, 
according to dealer, with filtered stock 
nominally quoted at 64@65c. Lubricat- 
ing oil and rubber manufacturers’ were 
taking hold freely. French refined was 
quiet and featureless, with small lots 
changing hands on the 80c. per gallon 
basis. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—Price changes ir 
the soya bean trade were within nar- 
row compass during the interval, with 
the tendency toward lower levels, ow- 
ing to the absence of buying. Business 
has been put through at 6.40c. per 


pound, spot delivery, with dealers 
offering freely at 6%@6%%c. With 
cheaper linseed oil in view for the 


coming season, paint manufacturers 
were not interested in futures. There 
was a good demand abroad, however, 
which tends to hold prices at the levels 
quoted. Soya bean oil in Hull ad- 
vanced from 26s. 9d. per cwt. in bulk, 
to 27s. 3d. per cwt., during the week.

ANIMAL AND FISH OILS. 


COD OIL.—The market for cod oil 
developed no new features during the 
interval. Trading was quiet, with con- 
sumers taking hold so as to meet 
present wants only. Offerings on the 
other hand are moderate, especially 
Newfoundland steck, which  helds 
steady in all quarters. For prime steck 
Newfoundland oil dealers were asking 
50c. per gallon, but odd lots were moy- 


ing at 49c. Domestic cod oil was un- 
settled and prices quoted ranged from 
46 to 48c. per gallon. 


DEGRAS OIL.—Only a moderate de- 
mand was in evidence for degras oil 
during the past week, but prices ruled 
steady on all grades. Sellers’ ideas 
were firm, as very little stock is com- 
ing forward from abroad and spot sup- 
plies were rather small. Closing prices 
on Saturday were:—English, 34%@3%c. 
per pound; German, 3%@3\%c.; Amer- 
ican, 3%@3%c.; French, 4@6c. 

LARD OIL.—A _ steady undertone 
continues to prevail in the market for 
lard notwithstanding the fact that 
the price of lard has been easier and 
lower in all quarters. The demand 
was only routine in character, but 
stocks on hand were moderate. Prime 
winter shows a higher range, some 
dealers asking up to 90 cents per gal- 
lon. Off grades closed unchanged on 
the 68c. basis for off prime. Prices for 
the various grades were:—Prime win- 
ter, 86@90c.; off prime, 68@74c.; ‘extra,

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 
Chicago, July 25, 1912. 
Market for lard oil at Chicago this week held 


on a steady basis and closing quotations showed 
no change for the period. Trade was of mod- 
erate local volume, but offerings were not ex- 
cessive, and the increasing cost of production 
kept holders from making any strenuous efforts 
to effect sales. Closing prices made prime lard 
oil Svc. a gallon; extra, 72c. a gallon; extra 
No. 1, 60c. a gallon; No. 1, 52c. a gallon; No. 
2, 50c, a gallon. 

MENHADEN OIL.—Price changes in 
the market for menhaden were within 
narrow compass last week. The un- 
dertone was still easy on freer offer- 
ings from primary centers. Business 
was only moderate, as consumers were 
not disposed to augment stocks during 
the summer months. Reports from the 
fishing centers were generally favor- 
able, especially from the South, where 
conditions have been good for the past 
two or three weeks. Sales of Southern 
crude oil were noted on the 23c. per 
gallon basis, f. 0. b. factory, but some 
dealers were asking up to 25c. for their 
oil. Crude Northern was nominally 
quoted at 27@3lc. per gallon, but no 
business of any consequence has been 
put through at these figures. Pressed 
grades were offered freely at 33@35a, 
per gallon for brown strained, 34@36c, 
for light strained, 88@40c. for yellow 
bleached and 40@44c. for white bleach- 
ed. The outside prices were asked on 
Northern oil. 


HERRING OIL.—The market for 
herring oil was featureless. Supplies 
were liberal at primary points, and 
dealers seemed willing to shade prices 
in order to move stocks. Offerings of 
herring oll at 22@28c. per gallon, f. o, 
b. factory were noted. On spot goods 
dealers were nominally quoting at 24@ 
25c. per gallon. 


SEAL OIL.—Trading for seal oil was 
quiet, but prices ruled fairly steady 
on moderate offerings from primary 
centers. Prices closed unchanged at 
55¢c. per gallon for white oil. 


STEARIC ACID.—On a steady eon- 
suming demand, the market for stearic 
acid was firm and dealers were asking 
full prices in all instances. Sales were 
noted in a large way at 10c. per pound 
for No. 1 stock, with some sellers ask- 
ing from %c. to le. over this figure. 
Off stock was offered at 9c. per pound. 

TALLOW OIL.—There were no 
changes in tallow oils. Business was 
reported as quiet, both in an export 
and domestic way. Raw materials 
were slightly easier, but this had no 
effect upon the situation. Up to the 
close on Saturday dealers were asking 
62c. per gallon for acidless, with prime 
nominally quoted at 60c. per gallon. 

SPERM AND WHALE OILS.—Aside 
from a sale of crude sperm oil at New 
Bedford, there were no new develop- 
ments in the market during the past 
week, The cargo of 350 barrels ex 
schooner A. E. Whyland was reported 
sold for manufacture at 52c. per gallon. 
The stocks were estimated at 1,150 
barrels. There were no features to the 
whalebone market. No sales have come 
to the surface, and the stocks remain 
at 120,000 pounds. Refined grades of 
sperm oil have undergone no quotable 
changes. Business was quiet, which 
generally is the case during the sum- 
mer. Quotations closed as follows:— 
Bleached winter, 38 degrees cold test, 
72@74c. per gallon; 45 degrees cold test, 
70@72c. Natural winter, 38 degrees cold 
test, 69@71c.; 45 degrees cold test, 67@ 
69c. - Whale oil was receiving little at- 
tention and prices closed unchanged 
at 50@5tc. per gallon for natural win- 
ter, 52@54c. for bleached winter and 
54@55ec. for extra bleached winter. 

RED OIL.—An easier tone was in evi- 
dence for red oil on freer offerings from 
first hands, Sales of car lots were re- 
ported on the basis of 43 cents per gal- 
lon, which is equivalent to 6c. per 
pound. The lower market for raw ma- 
terials has had some effect on prices. 
At the close on Saturday dealers were 
asking 6@6%éc. per pound for elaine and 
7@7\%c. per pound for saponified. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.— Trading was 
quiet in all quarters, but prices were 
well maintained at previous levels. Of- 
ferings were only moderate and the 
high market in the West gives prices a 
steady tone. Prices closed the week

First Judgment Under New In- 


secticide Law. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 26, 1912. 


The first notice of a judgment under 
the new insecticide law has just been 
made public by the Department of Agri- 
culture, involving seizure by the inspec- 
tors under the insecticide act of a prod- 
uct shipped from Michigan into the State 
of Nebraska. This product was described 
as an insecticide manufactured by the 
Zenner Disinfectant Company, of Detrolt, 
Mich. The allegation was that the prod- 
uct described as zenoleum was mis- 
branded under the iaw. The case was 
brought in court and the company was 
allowed to enter a plea of nolo con- 
tendere, whereupon sentence was sus- 
pended. The judgment asserts that an 
analysis of the specimens of the product 
by the department authorities showed 
that “it consisted partially of an inert 
substance, namely, water, which does not 
prevent, destroy, repel or mitigate in- 
sects."" Misbranding of the article was 
alleged in the information in that neither 
the name nor percentage amount of the 
inert ingredient, nor the names and per- 
centage amounts of every ingredient hav- 
ing insecticidal properties were stated on 
the label of the product.

What amounts practically to an agree- 
ment between the members of the sub- 
committee of the Committee on Interstate 
Commerce of the House regarding the 
proposed amendments in the Pure Food 
and Drug Act has been reached in the 
form of a bill that has been printed 
for the use of the full Committee on 
Interstate Commerce, and this measure 
will be considered by the full committee 
on Monday next. This bill has been pre- 
pared by Representative Richardson, of 
Alabama, chairman of the sub-committee, 
after conferences with Representatives 
Cullop, Covington, Stevens and Esch, the 
other members of the sub-committee. 

it is not certain what action will be 
taken at the full committee meeting on 
Monday. The fact is that some members 
of thé sub-committee are not altogether 
satisfied with the terms of the bill as it 
has been prepared and printed for the 
use of the full committee, and it is cer- 
tain that Representative Richardson ex- 
pects no further action, if he can obtain 
that, than the formal reporting of the 
bill to the House at the present session, 
Representative Richardson has repeatedly 
said in his discussion of the pending bills 
relating to amendments in the Pure Food 
ind Drugs Act that the subject is too 
important for hasty action, and he has 
invariably expressed the wish that as the 
bils «re prepared and presented they 
should be examined into carefully, not 
only by the members of the committee, 
but that the representatives of the manu- 
facturers and dealers in foods, drugs and 
medicines should have ample opportunity 
to consider the various aspects of the 
measure. 

The Richardson bill as it has been pre- 
pared for the full committee is elaborate 
in its details, materially different in many 
respects from the original drafts of the 
bill that were considered when the hear- 
ings were held on the subject some weeks 
ago. The measure as it is now to be 
considered by the full committee makes 
amendments to section 6, 7 and 8 of the 
Pure Food and Drugs law, and makes 
substitutes for each of these sections in 
full. Bach of the sections mentioned will 
be stricken from the existing law and 
substitutes proposed as follows:— 

Amend Section 6 by striking out the entire 
section and substituing the following:— 

Sec. 6. That he term ‘‘drug’’ as used in this 
act shall include all medicines and prepara- 
tions recognized in the United States Phar- 
macopeeia or National Formulary for internal 
or external use and any substance or mixture 
if substances intended to be used for the 
cure, mitigation or prevention of disease of 
either man or other animals. Also soda lye, 
potash lye, abortifacients, cosmetics, toilet 
preparations or depilitories and such articles 
or substances that are or may be used in con- 
nection with depilitories, remedies for drug 
addiction, alcoholism, debility, obesity and 
leanness. The term ‘‘food’’ as herein used 
shall include all articles used for food, drink, 
confectionery or condiment by man or other 
animals, whether simple, mixed or compound. 

Amend Section 7 by striking out the entire

of 75e. The steadily increasing course 
of ecrude yalues so far this year is 
apparently justified on a review of the 
production of the high grade field for 
the first six months of 1912. The ag- 
gregate of the Pennsylvania, Lima, 
Kentucky, Illinois and mid-continent 
fields over this period is recorded as 
50,759,209 barrels, as compared with 61,- 
424,133 barrels for the corresponding 
period of last year. Of equally perti- 
nent bearing is the statement showing 
the stocks of crude of the above fields 
on June 30, 1912, January 1, 1912, as 
against corresponding periods of last 
year. These figures are as follows:— 
June 30, 1912, 76,752,756 barrels; January 
1, 1912, 84,008,370 barrels; June 30, 1911, 
92,347,012 barrels; January 1, 1911, 95,- 
111,876 barrels. Of interest in the same 
connection are the figures from the 
advance report of the United States 
Geological Survey, giving the produc- 
tion returns for 1911. The significant 
feature of this report is the decline in 
the high grade products which, how- 
ever, is more than offset by the gain 
in the fuel oils. Details of this report 
are published in another column. 
The returns from the Eastern 
for the week indicate a 
cline in completed work as well as in 
new production. The current sum- 
mary shows 146 completions, 54 dry 
hoies and 7,436 barrel of new daily 
production, against 187 completions, 
69 dry holes and 9,999 barrels of new 
production previously. First place in 
completed work and new production is 
again held by Illinois, a material set- 
back being noted in the returns from 
West Virginia. 
The Blue Creek 
county, West Virginia,

The best strike of the 
week was rated as a 400-barrel pro- 
ducer on Pinch Creek. There were 
several other wells with capacities 
ranging from 100 to 250 barrels. Many 
of the wells have declined to small 
pumpers, but the northeast and south- 
west extensions have been furnishing 


enough new wells to practically over- 





come this decline, and the total output 
of this pool remains in the neighbor- 
hood of 15,000 barrels per day. Much 
interest centered in the bringing in of 
a well in Clay county, estimated at 30 


barrels from the Berea grit. This 
marks the possible extension of the 
producing limits. Wildcat operations 
Oontinue to be prosecuted with a fair 
degree of activity throughout West 
Virginia under the’ gtimulating  in- 
fluence of the crude market. That the 
deep sand district of Fairfield and 


Hocking counties in the southeastern 
Ohio field is still capable of furnishing 
good producers, has been evidenced by 


the week’s returns. In the former 
county two wells of 70 to 80 barrels a 
day were brought in, while Hocking 


county was the scene of a probable 
century producer. In the northern ex- 
tension of the deep sand territory of 
Licking county an equally good show- 
ing was encountered with the liklihood 
of increasing its output under agi- 
tation. A completion in Tyler county, 
occasioned interest as being the first 
rated as a probable 30-barrel producer, 
well in that locality to show so favor- 
ably in the producing formation. 

A feature of the week’s Kentucky 
operations has been the drilling of a 
Wildcat well in Hart county, in the 
western part of the State, which 
showed an initial daily production of 
i00 barrels. It is reported as the first oil 
well drilled in that county, and fol- 
lowing the strike of the gusher in 


Ohio county, a continuous district, the 
western section is distinctly in the 
lime-light. One disadvantage of the 


Hart county well is said to be the shal- 
lowness of the producing sand, being 
only 200 feet deep. A marked differ- 
ence is noted between the products of 
Ohio and Hart counties, the latter 
being a heavy grade and the rormer a 
light variety. In the Eastern Kentucky 


districts the best completion of the 
week was in McCreary county, where 
a 50-barrel well was drilled. Consid- 


erable interest is centered in the pro- 
posed drilling of the deepest well in 
Knox county, to a depth of 2,600 feet, 
the favorable development of the Berea 
grit in Lawrence county inducing the 
belief that this formation extends gen- 
erally over the eastern Kentucky field. 
In the Lima fields of northwestern 
Ohio and Indiana a material decline 
is noted in completions and new pro- 
ductions in the Ohio end. The recent 
drilling of a 200-barrel well in Wood 


county and the maintenance of this 
capacity will, it is believed, act as a 
keener stimulus to development work

EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW, 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Pittsburgh, Pa., July 25, 1912. 

Development work throughout the Eastern 
high-grade petroleum fields, comprising Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Kentucky, Tennessee, West Vir- 
ginia, Pennsylvania, Southern New “York, 
Northwestern, Southeastern and Central Ohio, 
did not show anything out of the ordinary for 
the week in review. There was a decrease of 
41 completed wells, while the new production 
dropped 2,563 barrels and a difference of 15 
was noticed in dry holes and gas wells. The 
decrease in new production is due to the wells 
completed in the Blue Creek field, in Kanawha 
county, West Virginia, which did not come 
in with as large a production as has been the 
rule for several months, The lIilinois field 
Was about the only one to hold its own the 
past week, as there was a decline of but 58 
burrels in new production and seven less 
wells were completed, while the number of 
dry holes took a big decrease. In the South- 
eastern Ohio fields a decided slump was no- 
ticeable in the deep sand fields of Hocking 
county, the new production for the week was 
about 30 barrels less than the previous week's 
production, The usual amount of work was 
completed in the Indiana oil regions. A great 


‘deal of interest is now being paid to Harri- 


son county in this State, where a number of 
small wells have been completed. Leasing ix 
becoming quite active, and it is probable that 
a number of new wells will be put down in 
the near future. The Kentucky field failed 
to show anything out of the ordinary the 
past week, as a number of wells that were 
due in the sand failed to reach the pay forma- 
tion. Wayne county continues the most ac- 
tive, while Lawrence and Wolfe counties have 
nothing to. offer. West Virginia 
securing a large number of leases in the 
northern section of the Blue Gras#® State, but 
they will not put down any test wells at the 
present time. A number of new wells are be- 
ing started in Ohio and adjacent counties, due 
to the completion of a 2U0U-barrel well in Ohio 
county several weeks ago. 

Operators in the high-grade fields are look- 
ing for an advance in the Pennsylvania crude 
within the next two weeks and they are of 
the opinion that it will go to $1.75 before the 
end of the present year. Since the first ad- 
vance was posted in the credit balances last 
November, wildcat work has been more active 
than at any other time in the last five years, 
with the result that more wells have been 
completed since the first of the year than the 
first seven months of the past’ year. A great 
deal of new work is being started in the shal- 
low sands of Lilinois, West Virginia and South- 
eastern Ohio, where the cost is not as high 
as in the geep sand fields. The results have 
not been very encouraging, as the wells aver- 
age around the 10-barrel mark. Some of the 
shallow sand wells maintain their initial flow 
for a long period, and as a result the cost 
of drilling the well is paid for in a short 
time, while in the deep sand fields a small 
pumper is a deterrent to the owner. 


Pennsylvania. 


Operators in the Pennsylvania 
locking for new povls with the 
as operators in the other flelds. In the old 
Canonsburg field, in Washington county, one 
new well is being started by the Canonsburg 
Iron and Steel Company on its land. This is 
the only well now being drilled in the old 
town lot pool. Near Woodville, in Allegheny 
county, two wells are being @rilled on the 
County Poor House in hopes of getting a large 
enough volume of gas to supply the home 
with. A well was drilled on this land several 
years ago and is still producing a small quan- 
tity of oil. In Greene county, in Mt. Morriss 
district, Garard & Titus finished a test on 
the Keener Bros.’ farm and have a 15-barrel 
pumper. In Beaver county a number of wells 
are being drilled. The latest completion 10 
this section is near Georgetown on the Za- 
right farm, which is showing for a 7-barrel 
pumper in the Berea formation. 


West Virginia. 


The development work in the Little Moun- 

tain State for the week in review was un- 
eventful. The wells completed in the Rlue 
Creek field did not show the high production 
of the previous week’s completions, ani the 
new production for the week took a drop. 
Light wells were the rule throughout al) the 
—- districts of the deep and shallow sand 
elds. 

The drilling of wildcat wells is the most 
important feature in the State and WBaéstern 
operators are paying more attention to West 
Virginia than any other high-grade petroleum 
field east of the Mississippi iver. Leusing is 
also active, especially in counties adjacent to 
Kanawha. Large scopes of this territory have 
been under lease for a long period by the 
larger operating concerns in the field. Large 
blocks of leases are now being secured down 
as far as Kentucky by the United Fuel Gas 
Company, the Ohio Fuel Oil Company and 
other large concerns, and in many instances 
they are leasing land in the northern part of 
the Blue Grass State, as they are of the 
opinion that paying producers will be found 
in the southern section of West Virginia, and 
also to the west, where a number of wells 
were drilled several years ago and which 
showed signs of the crude product. Clay county 
is the most promising for a new pool; this 
county adjoins Kanawha and a number of 
important wildcat wells are being drilled far 
in advance of the known producing limits of 
the county. The most active work is cen-

tered around Porters Creek at the present, 
with the Davenport Oil and Gas Company, 
the South Penn Oi! Company and the United 
Fuel Gas Company are the largest lease 
holders in that vicinity and they are secur- 
ing leases in other sections of the county. 
Late completions in this county are very small, 
but the operating concerns are not discour- 
aged in their hunt for a new producing pool. 

In Boone and Putnam counties a large 
amount of new work is being started by new 
concerns in the fleld. In Boone county the 
most active work is in Washington, Peyton 
and Sherman districts. while in Putnam the 
work is scattered. The former county looks 
the most favorable to the operators, as 
3oone county has a large acreage that has 
never been tested, while in Putnam county 
nearly every district has been tested. In the 
shallow sand fields of Ritchie county a_ re- 
vival is now taking place. In Oh:o, Wood 
and Marshall counties very little work is be- 
ing done. In Ohio county the Wheeling Nat- 
ural Gas Company are drilling a number of 
wells for gas. 

In Roane county a good-sized number of 
wells are being drilled inside of defined limits. 
This county has a scope of territory that is 
capable of producing small wells, but which 
is being held in reserve for future operations. 
The gas concerns are the most active in Har- 
rison county, where they are quite successful. 
The Carnegie Gas Company and the Hope 
Natural Gas Company, with a few other con- 
cerns, are drilling over 50 wells in Harrison 
county, while about the same number of wells 
are being drilled in Roane county by the 
South Penn Oil Company, the Carter Oil 
Company and the Ohio Fuel Oil Company. 
Lewis county proved to be the second most 
active the past week, with seven completions, 
all being gassers, with a combined volume of 
53,000,000 cubic feet. The best that could be 
found in the old Hancock county field was a 
duster on the A. Brown farm, which is under 
lease to Wheaton & Co. In Jackson county 
the two completions of the past week resulted 
in dry holes, while in Marshall county no com- 
pletions were reported. A number of new 
wells are being started in these two counties, 
but the late completions are not of the kind 
to warrant active operations. The territory in 
these sections has not been thoroughly tested, 
and the land has been under lease but a short 
time. In Murphy district, Ritchie county, 
the Elm Hill Oil Company completed a test 
on the John Deems farm, and has a 25-barrel 
pumper in the salt sand. In Doddridge county 
two oil wells were found the past week with 
a combined production of 35 barrels. This 
county is tested more for gas than oil, and the 
gas concerns have been very successful in 
their search for the fuel product. In Green- 
brier district, this county, the South Penn Oil 
Company completed No. 7 on the G. T. Rich- 
ards farm, and has a 30-barrel producer. In 
Pleasants, Calhoun, Monongalia and Tyler 
counties the gas concerns are the most active, 
although a great number of wells are being 
drilled for oil. 


During the past week in the West Virginia 
oil regions 34 wells were completed, 18 being 
dry, and a new production of 2,100 barrels, 
which is a decrease in completed wells to 
the extent of 4, a decline of new production 
close to 1,700 barrels and an increase of 7 
dry holes. The drop in production is due to 
the failure of the wells in the Kanawha 
county field to come in at gusher speed. 


Completions in the Blue Creek field in 
Kanawha county during the past week were 
few, due to the large number of wells that 
failed to reach the pay formation. About 25 
of the wells drilling and starting, which are 
estimated at about 100, should be completed 
within the next ten days. The South Penn 


Oil Company has about 10 wells due, while 
the Ohio Fuel Oil Company, the United Fuel 
Gas Company have about 15 due for comple- 


tion. The southwest direction continues to 
furnish the bulk of the new production, and 
a number of fair-sized wells were completed 
in that direction the past week. There are 
hopes of extending the southern section, west 
and south of the present development, at Pinch 


Creek. A large number of wells are being 
drilled in the vicinity of the Goshorn tract, 
where it is thought a new pool exists. The 
total ‘daily production of the pool continues 
to hold up at the 15,000-barrel mark, and it 
is not thought that the pool will decline, as 
the new wells completed will hold up the 
daily production. Although more wells are 
being completed in the Blue Creek field than 
during the earlier part of the year, the pro- 
duction is not as high as during the month 


of May, when at one time it had a daily pro- 
duction close to 22,000 barrels a day. 
Operators are still hopeful of extending the 
producing limits as far south as Charleston, 
where a well is now being drilled on Two-Mile 
Creek by McDermont and others. The Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia Oil and Gas Com- 
pany are also drilling a well in that section, 
and within the next ten days the United 
Fuel Gas Company will sink a test well 
This company has secured a number of leases 
in this section, and providing the wells now 
drilling prove productive, a number of wells 
will be put down by this concern. Leasing 
still continues in an active way in outside 
limits of the Blue Creek fleld, and the leasing 
companies are paying good sized bonuses for 
the property. 


The best well completed during the week 
was located in the southwest direction, near 
Pinch Creek, and was the South Penn Oil 
Company's second test on the Fred Gardner 
tract, which is showing for a 400-barrel pro- 
ducer. The first test on this tract was com- 
pleted several weeks ago, and was a light 
producer. On Cedar Grove Creek, in Louden 
district, the Kanawha Products Company com- 
pleted a 3,000,000 cubic foot gas well on the 
Tompkins heir tract. On Davis Creek, in the 
same district, Miller & Co. completest a test 
on Auly and other farms to a depth of 2,080 
feet, but found nothing. The well will be 
drilled to a depth of 2,500 feet, and if noth- 
ing is found the hole will be abandoned. In 
the northeast extension of the pool and north 
of Elk River the Ohio Fuel Oil Company com- 


pleted No. 4 on the J. M. Young tract, and 
has a 250-barrel producer. In the same 
vicinity the United Fuel Gas Company fin- 


ished its initial test on the J. Hays tract and 
has a showing for a 200-barrel producer. The 
Ohio Fuel completed a test on the P. Hays 
tract and has a 400-barrel producer. The 
South Penn Oil Company has completed No. 7 
on the Bannister heirs’ tract and has a fifty- 
barrel producer in the Squaw sand. The 
Fruedenberger Oil Company gave its No. 1 
on the Fred Garduer tract a shot and it in- 
creased its production from 320 to 500 barrels 
a day. a

PETROLEUM DEVEL- 
MENTS. 


(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, July 20, 1912. 


Advance reports from the different fields of 
operations in June indicate that there is as 
much drilling being done as ever, and the 
overproduction is still in the neighborhood of 
25,000 barrels a day. More than 600,000 bar- 
rels went imto storage, and the total stocks 
now exceed 45,000,000 barrels.. The big pro- 
duction continues and every field in the San 
Joaquin Valley showed a gain, especially the 
Lost Hills and Belle Ridge district, which are 
now the most active flelds in the State. The 
Sunset-Midway again shows up as the ‘‘mar- 
ket breaker,’’ and a few immense wells 
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“several 
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brought in within the past sixty days have 
increased the output, 

In the face of these figures there is no in- 
dication of a drop in prices, and the situation 
presented is one difficult of explanation. As 
a matter of fact a contract which the city of 
Los Angeles holds with one of the big mar- 
keting concerns for fuel oil for use on the 
aqueduct, which expired July 1, was renewed 
at a price 5 cents per barrel in advance of 


the old price, the latter being 40 cents per 
barrel and the renewal price 45 cents. 
How long this condition will continue, in 


view of the fact that the Standard is credited 
with 25,000,000 barrels of storage oil, cannot 
be guessed. The Standard is adding more than 
half the total supplies each month to its 
stocks, and the greater part of it is fuel oil, 
To date the company has shown no disposi- 
tion to use this oil to bear the market, al- 
though it is conceded that if the company de- 
cided on such a policy it could easily capture 
the majority of the fuel contracts with large 
consumers if price were the only considera- 
tion. On the other hand, the oil in, storage 
by the Standard, much of it at least, has been 
held for several years, and although several 
millions of barreis were purchased at from 
12 to 15 cents per barrel, the average present 
cost to the company is probably considerably 
higher than it is now paying for oil, and it is 
not likely to rush after consumers’ contracts 
at a loss. 

At all events prices at present are firm, the 
continued overproduction not seeming to dis- 
turb’ them. 

EAST OF CAT CANYON, 

The cpening of the territory east of the Cat 
Canyon district in the Santa Maria field by 
the well brought in last month on the John 
Bell ranch hag started a movement in that 
direction, and land is being bought and leased 
a distance of ten miles in advance of the well 
toward the east. 

The General Petroleum 
becoming a big factor in the oil business in 
the State, has already got into the new dis- 
trict and has purchased the south 2,243 acres 
of the Bell tract and a test well will be drilled 
at once, 

The Carranza Petroleum Company, of whicn 
Rudolph Spreckels, of San Francisco, is the 
head, has just acquired 2,500 acres of the R. 
B. Canfield raneh, seven miles east of the 
Bell ranch, and has a rig up for its first test 
on the south line, Two additional rigs will 
immediately be built on the north end of the 
property in order to make tests there. 

Directly north of the Canfield tract the 4,600 
Lishop ranch, in Foxen Canyon, has been pur- 
chased by a syndicate of San Francisco cap- 
italists, Some of the heaviest asphalt deposits 
in the state are found on this tract, and it is 
said the new concern will develop the asphalt 
beds at present and will later drill several test 
wells for oil which it is thought lies below. 

‘the sae of the shaw rancn, directly east of 
the John Bell, for oil purposes, has already 
been mentioned in this correspondence. The 
Laguna ranch, located east of the Canfield 
ana north of Los Olivos, has been taken on 
option by an English syndicate at $250 an 
acre, 

These properties are am on the line of the 
proposed extension of the Santa Maria Valley 
atailroad, believed to be a branch of the 
southern Pacific, which now extends as far 
as Lisquoc, at the mouth of Cat Canyon. The 
extension will run through a good farming 
country irrespective of oil possibilities, al- 
though the present completed line was built 
by the Santa Maria Oilfields, Limited, to take

probably be built over the Gavioto Pass and 
strike the main line of the Southern Pacific 


at some point north of Santa Barbara. 
GOVERNMENT TO BRING MORE SUITS. 
The announcement has just been made that 
the Feueral Government is soon to begin suits 
against some 3U0 individuals and corporations 
lands to which 





in this ~.ate to recover oil 
they are not entitled. This announcement 
comes after two years of uncertainty as to 


wnat tne government intended to do witn 
those concerns and individuals that have been 
operating on lands that were withdrawn from 


entry. The first order of withdrawal was 
made on September 27, 1900, and subsequent 


to that date a number of other orders were 
issued covering additional lands, and was in- 
tended to stop land grabbing, at that time so 
prevalent in the oil fields of this State. These 
orders found many companies drilling, some 
in good faith and some not, on the lands men- 


tioned. Some of the operators observed the 
vrder and stopped work, while others con- 
tinued their operations in the hope that in 


some way their interests would be protected. 
Many of these properties have changed hands 
times since they were first located, 
and now no one seems to know just when the 
lightning will strike. 

The defendants in the suits to be brought 
are not mentioned, and vil men are at sixes 
and sevens as a result. Some of the large 
concerns that grabbed al! the land they could 
wet, in utter disregard of the withdrawal or- 
vers, are in consequence somewhat concerned. 
Innumerable complications are bound to arisé 
and an unsettled condition of affairs may be 
looked for. 

Another class of defendants, it is believed, 
will be those who have leased lands from the 
Southern Pacific, all of which will probably 
be in litigation soon in the federal courts. 
lf the railroad’s title is proved invalid every 
vperator on railroad land will suffer. 

B. D. Townsend, special government prose- 
cutor in most of the land suits here, has 
stated that the primary reason in bringing 
these suits is to establish the validity of the 
withdrawal order of September 27, 1909, and 
that no question of fraud is involved. This 
will simply establish the rights of those who 
were operating on these lands at that time, 
and determine the government's attitude to- 
ward oil lands not yet patented, . 

Further developments § are awaited with 
much interest by oil men, as this question is 
considered of the greatest importance to the 
industry at large, 

The success so far in the cases of the govern- 
ment against the Southern Pacific company 
to quit title to lands patented to the railroad 
company in the Elk Hills, in Kern county, 
under alleged misrepresentation and fraud has 
been remarkable, and, although there is no 
doubt that the railroad company will carry 
the case to the highest court in the country and 
will fight every inch of the way, it appears 
as if the government attorneys have a clear 
case against the railroad. The evidence that 
the railroad agents knew the land in question 
was oil land and had it patented for that very 
reason is overwhelming. 

The Elk Hills case is entirely a test, but so 
Sure are the government lawyers that they 
have proven their case that they declared last 
week that within thirty dayg suits would be 
filed in San Francisco and Los Angeles for 
the recovery of all the oil lands held by the 
Southern Pacific in the State of California, 
estimated to be over 100,000 acres and valued 
at $800,000,000. The testimony in the Elk Hills 
case has all been taken, and it has been 
transferred to Washington, D. Cc. 


FIELD NOTES. 


Don Baxter, the general manager of the 
Paterson Oil Company, has just arrived from 
Pittsburgh and will begin operations on the 
Truman Berry ranch of 210 acres in the La 
Habra Valley. Mr. Baxter has associated 
with him a number of Pittsburgh oil men who 
are taking their first plungs into California 
oil. The Berry tract is about one mile west 
of the rich pool opened up about a year ago 








by the Amalgamated Oil Company, and is 
proven so far as oil land can be in California 
that is not actually producing. 

The use of electrical power in drilling oil 
wells has been tried intermittently in this 
State for several years, but the work has been 
conducted along experimental lines rather than 
as a settled method. The power ig transmitted 
to the machinery from an electric motor han- 
dled by a controller, and the speed is regulated 
the same as that of an electric car. From the 
standpoint of economy it can be readily seen 
that where the electricity is available it is 
preferable to any other power. Many of the 
oil fields here are crossed and recrossed with 
high-power lines belonging to the big electric 
concerns in the cities, and the current can be 
easily obtained. The Central Oil Company has 
been drilling on two wells for several months, 
using this method, and reports state that it is 
in every way satisfactory. The General Pe- 
troleum Company has just made a record on 
one of its wells on section 3-28-21 in the Belle 
Ridge district. The hole was put down over 
800 feet and the well put to pumping in just 
sixteen days at a total ccat for power of 
$46.80. This indicates in a way what may be 
done with electrical power. This well. by the 
way, is doing 600 barrels of high gravity oil a 
day. A number of operating companies in the 
different fields have installed electric motors 
for pumping their wells with good results. 

The South Coalinga field, which was opened 
by the Canadian Coalinga Oil Company about a 
year ago, is attracting some of the big inter- 
ests. The Associated Oil Company is building 
a rig on section 8-21-15 close to the Canadian 
Coalinga line, and will begin drilling imme- 
diately. The K. T. & O.—Southern Pacific— 
is also drilling on section 7-21-15 and has a 
hole down 1,100 feet. The territory in this 
neighborhood will all be drilled, as it is now 
proved to he productive. 

The Coaiinga Mohawk Oil Company, operat- 
ing in the deep territory on section 12-20-15, in 
the East Coalinga field, is putting in one of 
the heaviest rigs in the State, with which it 
intends to drill to a depth of 6,000 feet, if 
necessary. The rig iron shaft is seven and 
one-half inches, as compared with a six-inch 
shaft now used in the heavy irons, and the en- 
tire rig is in proportion. The discovery well 
drilled by this company that opened this sec- 
tion of the field was drilled in at 4,300 feet 
and came in as a 1,200-barrel producer. This 
territory is the deepest productive stuff in the 
State, but operators here are convinced that 
another sand lies below the one that now fur- 
nishes the production, and the Mohawk will 
drill this well on that theory. 

The Pluto Oil Company, drilling a wildcat 
in the Devil's Den district, about twenty-five 
miles south of the Coalinga field, has a hole 
down 3,008 feet. As yet no oil has been struck 
and the well has been shut down for the last 
four months, but arrangements have just been 
completed to resume work, and a drilling crew 
left for the lease last week. Indications of oil 
in this district have led the oil man a great 
chase, and prospecting has been going on in 
a desultory way for the last fifteen years, but 
no production has ever been secured. 

The General Petroleum Company has brought 
in a 400-barrel well on its Brea Canyon prop- 
erty in the Fullerton field, the best well ever 
drilled on this lease. This is the old Graham 
« Loftus property, which about a year ago 
was sold to the Delaware Union Oil Com- 
pany and later was acquired by the General 
Petroleum Company. The Delaware Union 
bought the property for $1,400,000, but it now 
looks as if the property was worth the money. 
There are 320 acres in the tract, and the pres- 
ent production is about 800 barrels a day. 

The Orange Oil Company, vperating in Brea 
Canyon, expects to bring in its No. 3 as a 
gusher within a few days. The hole is 3,82u 
feet deep, and for 400 feet the bit has been 
in the sand. The drilling has become more 
difficult as the drill went into the sand on 
account of the gas pressure and oil, and it 
has been decided to finish it at its present 
depth. The well is only 500 feet from the 
Lurch Oil Company’s phenomenal producer that 
has been flowing for a year at 2,400 barrels a 
day. This hole is 3,960 feet deep, and it is 
believed the Orange Oil Company has struck 
the same sand. The Pico Oil Company, which 
joins the Orange on the east, has a well that 
was brought in three years ago at 500 barrels 
and is still flowing 375 barrels. Brea Canyon 
is one of the richest spots in the Fullerton 
field and all the product is of a high gravity. 

The Associated Oil Company is having an- 
other tank steamer built at the Newport News 
Company's plant, which will be the fifth for 
this concern, to Opertae on this coast. The new 
steamer will have a capacity of 50,000 barrels. 

e Standard’s new tank steamer for service 
between San Francisco and Portland will be 
launched at Camden, N. J., in a short time. 

It is reported that a new steamship line to 
connect the Pacific Coast with Australia will 
soon be established with a fleet of eight ves- 
sels, all of which will be equipped to burn 
liquid fuel. The new line is being promoted 
by J. J. Moore & Co., who at present operate 
an occasional steamer between these points. 

It is estimated that the amount of oil con- 
sumed on and near Puget Sound is 5,000,000 
barrelg annually. In one day recently three 
tank steamers unloaded 156,000 barrels of Cal- 
ifornia crude at different points on the sound. 
The Standard, Union and Associated companies 
all have an established trade at these points, 
and it is increasing. 


MID-CONTINENT OIL FIELD FULL 
OF INTERESTING POSSIBILITIES, 


(From the Reporter’s Field Carrespondent.) 
Independence, Kan., July 23, 1912. 


Although there is less work in the mid- 
continent field now than there was a month 
ago, there is still much of interest, and every 
day the field brings forth its surprise. The 
unexpected advance of two cents a barrel last 
week gave the operator new heart and ua 
fresh impulse, and the result is a noticeable 
increase of work in some parts of the field. 
The extreme heat this month has had a re- 
tarding cffect, as it is impossible for men 
to work with any zest in such a sun, 

And yet new work is starting in all parts 
of the field and in many unexpected places. 
Every here and there a big gusher is being 
brought in, the pipe line companies are rushed 
and the field is passing through one of the 
best periods of its history. 

The output of the entire field, including the 
pipe line runs, the oil used by independent 
refineries and small shippers, amounts to about 
140,000 barrels a day. This is quite an in- 
crease over a few months ago, and yet there 
is not enough high-grade petroleum. The price 
of gasoline has been advanced three cents a 
barrel in this field durieg the last few months 
and manufacturers state it will go up a cent 
or two more a barrel. A.prominent Standard 
Mil Company man states that his company does 
not know what it is going to do to supply the 
rapidly increasing demand for. gasoline, as a 
result of automobiles and traction engines. 
ixptriments are being made to try to find a 
way to burn kerosene or reduce it to a gas— 
there is so much more of it in a barrel olf 
erude than there is of gasoline. 

In spite of this big demand the Osage con- 
tinues tied up under the rules of the depart- 
ment. The public is heartily in accord with 
the department in its decision to oppose any 
attempt to lease the entire Nation or part of 
it to one company or a small bunch of capi-

Meve indicates that the trading between the 
members of this Association is done upon a 
high plane of honor and fair dealing which 
should be a matter of pride to us all 

The committee would further point out that 
of the 31 cases heard, 20 of them have been 
decided in favor of the claimant indicating 
that claims have not been lightly made or 
without apparent grounds, while upon the 
other hand the fact that eleven cases have 
been decided in favor of the defendants, shows 
that there has been no disposition toward 
undue resistance of claims when made. Upon 
the whole the committee feel that just in 
proportion as traders become more familiar 
with the rules soverning trading in our prod 
ucts, less and less frequently will differences 
in trading arise, and they feel much pride in 
the positive statement of the fact that in the 
investigation of no single one of the cases 
heard has there been disclosed any disposition 
toward the seeking of unfair or dishonorable 
advantage, or any desire to sh'rk or evade 
any recognized liability. 


In closing this report, the comrrittee would 
give expression to the great loss it has suf- 
fered by reason of the absence on account of 
serious and continued illness from its later 
deliberations of one of its most honored and 
valued members, Mr. T. D. Matthews, whose 


wide knowledge of trading conditions, whose 
patient investigation of evidence, unswerving 
integrity and clear judgment has <o unfail 


ingly assisted their investigations and given 
confidence to their decisions.

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has jtst issued an order in the matter 
f the investigation and suspension of 


_dvanees in rates by carriers in various 
parts of the country for the transporta- 


tion of cottonseed from points in Okla- 
homa to Kansas City, Mo., and other 
points. More than 100 carriers in the 


Southwestern section of the country and 
in the West generally are affected by this 
order which is to the effect that the 
operations of schedules filed containing 
new joint rates and charges and regu- 
lations and practices affecting the trans- 
portation of cottonseed are suspended 
until the 29th day of November, 1912. The 
action of the commission is stated to be 
upon complaint without formal pleading 
and is intended to bring about a hear- 
ing coneerning the propriety of the pro- 
posed advances and the lawfulness of 
the rates, charges, regulations and prac- 
tices proposed in the new tariffs filed. 
The rates proposed by the various car- 
riers were to become effective August 1 
and the suspension by the commission 
carries the subject over at least until 
November 29,

Pipe Line Decision Protested. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 25, 1912. 

Following the stand taken by the 
Praine Oi: and Gas Company, asking the 
United States Commerce Coyrt to grant 
an injunction to prevent the Interstate 
Commerce Commission from’ enforcing 
the terms of its pipe-line decision, other 
leading pipe-line interests have filed simi- 
lar protests during the past week. The 
Tidewater Pipe Company, operating in 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and 
Illinois, and the Uncle Sam Oi: Company, 
operating in Kansas and Oklahoma, have 
asked the Commerce Court to enjoin the 
ruling in which all of the pipe lines 
were ordered to file schedules of rates 
and assume responsibilities of common 
carriers. The protests are on the ground 
that the lines are in no sense public 
property.

Judgments Under Pure Food and 
Drugs Act, 


The United States Department of Agri- 
culture has issued the following notices 
of judgment under the Pure Food and 
Drugs Act:— 


No. 1505.—Against Sylvester Liebenthal and 
Melville Liebenthal, trading under the name 
of Liebenthal Bros. cf Cleveland, O., for al- 
leged shipment on June 13, 1910, from Ohio 
to Pennsylvania of a consignment of an article 
of food labeled damiana. The analysis of the 
department’s Bureau of Chemistry disclosed 
“a pinkish colored liquid corttaining 24.77 per 
cent. alcohol by volume; 29.64 per cent. non- 
volatile material consisting of 25.63 per cent. 
sugar, 0.18 per cent. ash; extract of hydrastis, 
vegetable dye, flavored with cassia and bitter 
almond oils present. The balance of the 
product is water. The presence of damiana 


was not detected.’’ Misbranding was alleged 
in the information on the ground that the 
label on the article was false and misleading 


in that it represented and would lead the 
purchaser to believe that the article contained 
damiana, whereas it did not contain damiana, 
and for the further reason that the label failed 
to bear a statement of the quantity or pro- 
portion of alcohol contained therein, when in 
fact alcohol was present in said article. On 
December 2, 1911, defendants entered a plea 
of guilty and the court imposed a fine of $50 
and costs. 


No. 1520.—Against William P. Bernagozzi, 
of New York, for alleged shipment on April 
9, 1910, from the State of New York to Mis- 
souri of a consignment of olive oil. Mis- 
branding was alleged in the information for 
the reason that the producti was labeled so as 
to deceive and mislead the purchaser or pur- 
chasers, and the package, container and label 
of the article bore a statement regarding the 
article and the ingredients and substances 
contained therein which was false and mis- 
leading in that the package purported to con- 
tain pure olive oil, and the statements on the 
package and container were so arranged as to 
cause the purchaser or purchasers thereof to 
believe that the article consisted of pure olive 
oil, whereas in fact the contents thereof were 
not pure olive oil, but consisted chiefly of cot- 
tonseed oil, On March 11, 1912, the defend- 
ant entered a plea of guilty and the court sen- 
tenced him to pay a fine of $25. 


No. 1539, Meyer Bros. Drug Company, St. 
Louis. Alleged shipment on September 9%, 
1910, from Missouri to Nebraska of a con- 
signment of hydrogen peroxide labeled as 
follows:—“‘One Pound Medicinally Pure Per- 
oxide of Hydrogen (H2,O.) (Aqua Hydrogenii 
Dioxidi, U. S. P.) with 187 grain Acetanilide 
to fluid ounce. Can be used internally as 
well as externally with perfect safety. We 
guarantee our Hydrogen Peroxide to be full 
strength when bottled and to be unsurpassed 
in keeping qualities and purity. Hydrogen 
Peroxide loses strength with age. Manufac- 
tured and guaranteed by Meyer Brothers 
Drug Co. Manufacturing Chemists, Saint 
Louis, Under the Food and Drugs Act, June 
30, 1906. No. 55." + ‘Peroxide of Hydrogen.” 
Adulteration was charged in the informa- 





tion for the reason that the product was 
sold under and by a name recognized by 
the United States Pharmacopé&ia, to wit, 
the name peroxide of hydrogen, cr aqua 


hydrogenli dioxidi, and that said product 
differed from the standard of strength, qual- 
ity, and purity as determined by the test 
laid down in said Pharmacopeeia at the time 
if said shipment, in that said Pharmacopeoia 


specifies that said product shall contain not 
more than one part per 100,000 arsenic, 
whereas it contained arsenic in excess of 
one part in 100,000, and that it was further 
adulterated in that its purity fell below the 
professed standard and quality under which 
it was sold. Misbranding was alleged for 
the reason that the label upon the bottle in 
which the product was contained was false 
ind misleading in that the product was not 
of medicinal purity, as stated on said label, 
but contained an amount of arsenic greatly 
in excess of the amount permitted in the

United States Pharmacopeia, and 
an extent as to render the product 
nally impure. On March 21, i912, the de- 
fendant company entered a plea of guilty 
and the court imposed a fine of $10 and costs 
on each count, the first count charging adul- 
teration and the second misbranding of the 
product. 

No. 1540. Harry Nicholaou, St. 
leged shipment on August 21, 
Missouri to Oklahoma‘of a consignment of 
olive oil labeled ‘Diana Olive Oil. Mixed 
with Cottonseed Oil. Prepared and Gtuar- 
anteed by H. Nicholaou, St. Louis, Mo., um- 
der the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906.’’ 
“Diana Olive Oil.” “Diana Olive Oil. 206 
South 6th Street, St. Louis, Mo.” Adul- 
teration was alleged in the information for 
the reason that the product contained and 
consisted of at least 50 per cent of cotton- 
seed oil, which had been subsituted in a 
large part for genuine olive oil and had 
been mixed anad packed with said product 
so as to reduce, lower, and injuriously af- 
fect its quality and strength, and in a man- 
ner whereby inferiority was concealed. Mis- 
branding was alleged for the reason that the 
label on the can containing said product 
conveyed the impression that the product 
was pure olive oil, by the statement on the 
label, “‘Diana Olive Oll,”” which statement 
appeared in large and conspicuous type on 
four sides of the container, while the words 
“Mixed with sottonseed oil,” which ap- 
peared in small, inconspicuous, and almost 
illegible type, could not be easily read and 
would be unnoticed and overalooked by the 
purchaser. On March 21, 1912, the defend- 
ant entered a plea of guilty and a fine of 
$10 and costs was imposed on the count of 
adulteration, and $10 on the count of mis- 
branding.

Louis. Alleged shipment on February 28, 1911, 
from Missouri to New York State of a con- 


signment of vanilla labeled ‘‘Warner-Jenkinsen 
Ail Bean Vanilla.’’ (Guaranty Legend.) ‘‘Se- 
rial No. 2008. St. Louis, Mo.’’ Adulteration 
was alleged in the information for the reason 
that 2 mixture of vanilla extract and artificial 
vanillin had been mixed and packed with the 
product in such a manner as to reduce, lower 
and injuriously affect its quality and strength; 
and further, a mixture of vanilla extract and 
artificial vanillin had been substituted in whole 
or in part for genuine vanilla extract. Mis- 
branding was alleged in the information for 
the reason that the label upon the keg in 
which the product was contained was false 
and misleading, because the words ‘‘All Bean 
Vanilta,’’ which formed a part of said label, 
deceived the purchaser into the belief cnat the 
product was a true vanilla extract conforming 
to the commercial standard for such article, 
whereas, in truth and in fact, it was a mix- 


ture of artificial vanillin and vanilla extract. 
On March 26, 1912, the defendant entered a 
piea of guilt and the court imposed a fine 


of $10 and costs upon the charge of adultera- 
tion and a fine of $10 and costs upon the 
charge of misbranding, 


No. 1542. Warner-Jenkinson Company, St. 
Louis Alleged shipment from Missouri to 
Indiana of a consignment of vanilla extract 
labeled as in the -revious case, with the facts 
and conelusions practically the same. The 
same plea was entered and the same fines im- 
posed as in the abeve case, 


No, 1544. ‘John’? W. Horter, the first name 
being fictitious, of New York. Alleged ship- 
ment on July 25, 1910, from New York to 
Tennessee of a consignment of Dr. Caldwell’s 
Rheumatism Cure, labeled ‘‘A certain cure for 
acute and chronic rheumatism in all its rorms, 
gout, sciatica and lumbago. * * * Sure to cure. 
* * * This medicine cures by expelling the 
acids from the blood * * * restores the liver, 
kidneys and skin to a healthy condition, * * * 
thus effecting a permanent cure * * * and pret 
venting recurrence.’’ An analysis by the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry of this department gave 
the following results:—Alcohol, by volume, 14.5 
per cent.; salicylic acid, calculated as sodium 
salicylate, in 100 cc., 6.1694 grams; ammonium 
salt, calculated as ammonia (NH), in 100 ee., 
0.5671 gram; bromide is present; chloride is 
present; alkaloid (not identified) is present in 
very small amount; sodium is present; phos- 
pnate is present; heavy metals are absent. On 
March 18, 1912, the defendant entered a plea 
of guilty to the indictment, and the court 
sentenced him to pay a fine of $200.

Alieged shipment on September 8, 1910, from 
New York to Tennessee of a consignment of 
Dr. Caldwell’s Anti-Pain Tablets, which was 
misbranded, The product was labeled :—‘‘Dr.

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To Market Red Sea Guano. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 26, 1912. 


The guano supply of Somaliland is dis- 
cussed in a communication received at the 
Bureat of Manufactures, Department of 
Commerce and Labor, from Consul Shulz 
at Aden, Arabia. Mr. Shulz says that 
“Jibuti, the port of French Somaliland, 
has commenced the export of guano ona 
small stale. Two direct shipments have 
been made, one to Antwerp and another 
to Suez, Egypt. According to the export- 
er, an Armenian, $34 a ton was received 
for the Belgian shipment. There are thou- 
sands of small islands along the coast 
of French and Italian possessions in the 
Red Sea rich in guano, and it is now 
proposed to turn them to account. Some 
Arab dhows already are engaged in the 
trade, and as thousands of tons of this 
article are in sight it is probable that 
a profitable business will result. 

The promoters have expressed a desire 
to get in touch with American importers. 
They welcome a comparison between Red 
Sea guano and other grades, claiming for 
their product superiority because of its 
unmixed character. Should the article 
prove satisfactory in America it is not 
improbable that the guano trade would 
be the forerunner of direct steamship 
communications between the United 
States and Jibuti and thus fill a long-felt 
want. The fact that importers of Amer- 
ican cotton goods have long been clamor- 
ing for direct steamship communications 
with America heightens this belief. Aden, 
only 136 miles distant, already enjoys this 
advantage. 

‘“Jibuti is the entrepot to Abyssinia, be- 
ing the railway port through which the 
foreign trade of King Menelik’s country 
is carried on. Its commerce in 1911 
amounted to $15,055,556, as compared with 
$10,536,178 in 1910, an increase of $4,519,378 
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in favor of last year. The railway to 
Dire Dawa unquestionably is responsible 
for this growth, and that Jibuti will 
shortly be one of the important trans- 
shipment centers of the Near East is gen- 
erally admitted. Already two European 
steamship lines make it a port of call— 
the Messageries Maritimes and the Aus- 
trian Lloyd—while two other companies— 
the Cowasjes Dinshaw and the Afrique 
Orientale Lines—are engaged in the coast- 
wise trade.”’

Varnish and Oil Mills in Russia, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 26, 1912. 


Writing from Riga, Russia, Consul hoa 4 
makes the following references to varnis 
and oil mills:— 


In the extraction of oils and the manufacture 
of varnish four establishments produce approxl- 
mately 10,446 tons, in the proportion of three- 
fourths varnish and one-fourth oil, chiefly from 
copra and linseed (flaxseed), the greater part 
of which is shipped to interior provinces. The 
industry is of old standing, and in a pros- 
perous condition. The quantities of these vege- 
table oils imported are insignificant. The paint 
industry of this city partakes more of the 
nature of workshop production than of a fac- 
tory industry, and it is only of local impor- 
tance.

Denatured Alcohol in Display 
Packages of Perfumery. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 26, 1912. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has given a decision regarding the use of 
denatured alcohol in display bottles of 
perfumery. The letter is a sample copied 
from one in which reply was to be made 
to a request for an opinion regarding the 
use of denatured alcohol in display pack- 
ages of perfumery, and the Commissioner 
in his letter said:— 


This office is in receipt of your communica- 
tion of the 25th ultimo; also the samples of 
display packages of perfumery. 

You request a decision upon the legality of 
the use of completely denatured alcohol as a 
filler for display bottles of perfume. You 
state that you are at present using Columbian 
spirits to which has been added the proper 
coloring matter, but not the essential prin- 
ciples of the perfume. These packages are 
used as window displays, and are not to be 
sold, each pottle bearing a label to this effect. 

In reply you are informed that this office 
will permit the use of completely denatured 
alcohol in the preparation of such packages. It 
is understood that coloring matter only will 
be added to the contents of these display pack- 
ages and that no odoriferous principle will be 
used, and that the packages will bear a prom- 
inent label stating that they are for window 
display and are not to be sold. 

The office retains the right to revoke the 
above dccision at any time, 
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Potash from Silicate Rocks. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 26, 1912. 


The Bureau of Soils of the Department 
of Agriculture has just issued a circular, 
No. 71, that is published with the ap- 
proval of the department, on the extrac- 
tion of potash from silicate rocks, Among 
other things, the circular, which was pre- 
pared for the bureau by William H. Ross, 
scientist in physical and chemical labora- 
tory investigations in the bureau, says:— 


The potash-bearing minerals of the United 
States may conveniently be divided into three 
classes, as follows:—(1) Alunite and similar 
minerals; (2) the greensand marls, and (3) the 
igneous rocks. 

Alunite is a hydrate sulphate of aluminum 
and potassium. It differs from the minerals of 
the other two groups in that the potassium is 
readily available by simple ignition of the 
mineral! to a dull red heat. When occurring in 
sufficient quantity and purity alunite is thus 
a possible economic source of potash and has 
long served as a source of potassium alum in 
Italy and other countries, Its occurrence in 
this country is limited to comparatively small 
deposits in Utah, Colorado and Nevada, the 
largest so far known, near Marysvale, Utah, 
having been recently described. 

Greensand, or glauconite, is essentially a hy- 
drated silicate of iron and potassium, but it is 
extremely variable in composition and never 
occurs pure. It is formed through the inter- 
action of various alteration products, and or- 
ganic matter is believed to play a part in its 
formation, which would explain its occurrence 
in the marl deposits of Kentucky, New Jer- 
sey, Tennessee and other States. Like the min- 
erals of the third group, it is a refractory sili- 
cate, and the potash which it contains is not 
readily available, 

The potash-bearing silicates are among the 
most widely distributed minerals and occur 
as constituents of nearly all rocks. The prin- 
cipal minerals of this class from the point of 
view of the potash which they contain are 
orthoclase, or microcline, muscovite and leu- 
cite. Millions of tons of rock containing one 
or more of these and related minerals with a 
potash content in the neighborhood of 10 per 
cent. are to be found widely distributed all 
over the globe. It is for this reason that the 
igneous minerals, particularly the potash feld- 
spars, are most often spoken of as a source of 
potash salts. 


After giving an extended account of the 
various processes employed in obtaining 
potash from the rocks, the circular gays:— 


According to the census report for 1910 the 
Portland cement manufactured in the United 
States during the year 1909 amounted to 
65,000,000 barrels, or 13,000,000 tons, valued at 
approximately $53,000,000. The maximum 
quantity of potash which it would be possible 
to obtain by the use of feldspar in the manu- 
facture of this quantity of cement can be cal- 
culated if the potash content of the feldspar is 
known. This varies up.to about 16 per cent., 
but if half of this, or 8 per cent., be taken as 
the average percentage of potash in commer- 




















cial feldspar, then one part of feldspar com- 
bined with 3 parts of calcium carbonate, equa? 
to 1.68 parts of calcium oxide would yield 
0.08 part of potash and 2.6 parts of cement. 
Therefore 13,000,000 tons of cement would pro- 
duce 400,000 tons of potash Again, quoting 
potash at 66 cents a unit, this would have @ 
value of $26,400,000, which is three times the 
value of the potash salts used in th country 
during the year referred to, and about twice 
the value of the imports for 1911 Whether or 
not this would cover the cost of the feldspar, 


its transportation and the expenses incident te 
the recovery of the potash can only be deter- 
mined by experimentation on a large scale, but 
the probability that potash salts can thus be 
obtained. in large quantities as a by-product 
makes this method of getting at the potash 
in feldspar quite promising.

talists, But while it has not been wholesaled 
out, neither has it been parceled out, and the 
result is the same_to the independent operator 
What the oil men want is for the department 
to throw the Osage open for general leasing 
at the usual one-eighth royalty, instead of one- 
sixth, as the department has proposed. The 
margin is too close for an increase in the 
royalty. 

Leuse taking seems to be as active now as 
it has heen at any time this year. Kansas 
is being scoured and there is great activity n 
some parts of Oklahoma. Much attention is 
now being given to the territory west of 
Mounds and south of Cushing and southwest 
of Muskogee. It begins to look as if the 
shallow sand side of the field were going to 
shoot southwest from Muskogee to meet the 
deep sand side spurt southeast from Henry- 
etta,. An exceptional depth of sand has been 
found at Poteau, and one of the biggest wells 
uf the field is gushing in the extreme south- 
east part of hte Henryetta district. Starting 
from the far northern limits in Kansas and 
running down to Henryetta this gives the 
field the shape of a diamond, 


The principal points of interest in the field 
now are Cleveland, Cushing, Morris, Henry- 
etta and East Glenn, There are gushers in 
ali of these districts. At Cleveland the big- 
gest well is still making over 3,000 barrels a 
day; at Cushing the talk-well is doing 45 
barrels an hour; at Morris the Stella Manuel 
No, 2 is putting 1,000 barrels a day into tank; 
at Henryetta the Smith & Swan Wesley well is 
good for 1,000 barrels after being shot, having 
filled seventy-two tanks in twenty-one days 
vefore the shot; east of the old Glenn the 
os gusher on the Crosby is good for S0U 
Jarrels, 


And these wells are only the gushers that are 
attracting big attention. There are many 100, 
20u, 300 and 400 barrel wells. Over in the 
old shallow sand district, which is now attract- 
ing very little attention, they are still getting 
luv to 150-barrel wells that are scarcely ever 
heard of, and up in Kansas they are now 
ana then finding such wells. And with the 
price of oil hovering around the 75-cent point 
there is likely to be more drilling and more 
wells of this caliber. 


Nearly every refinery in the field is running 
full blast, and many of them are making or 
preparing to make improvements and enlarge- 
ments. There is a market fur every gallon of 
gasoline they can make. The refineries at 
Chanute, Independence, Coffeyville, Caney and 
Tulsa are all pushed to the limit, 


The pipe line companies are kept more active 
this summer in laying gathering lines than 
they have been for several years. The field 
extensions, new pools like Ponca City, Cushing, 
etc., are calling for miles of now mains. The 
Prairie is erecting storage tanks at Ponca and 
Cushing to meet the immediate needs. At the 
latter place tne Prairie at first erected a 
1U,000-barrel tank and soon filled that. Last 
week it completed a 35,000-barrel tank and 
has that already nearly filled. While it was 
being erected much oil flowed into the creeks. 
Another 40,000-barrel tank is now being erect- 
ed and the Prairie is rushing work on its line 
trom the Cleveland pool to Cushing, a distance 
of about fifteen miles. So far no oil has been 
shipped from the Cushing pool. 


There are now about fifteen strings of tools 
running at Cushing and there is a general feel- 
ing that it is going to be another Glenn. 
There has never been a pool opened in the 
mid-continent which was planned for as Cush- 
ing. From the discovery of the first well it 
has been accepted as a coming production 
maker. Cushing has all the sands the other 
pools have and every earmark of a big pool. 
The wells grow better to the south and al- 
ready operations extend over miles of terri- 
tory. The roads are in frightful condition. 


In Kansas there is an increasing amount of 
work. Rigs are going into all parts of Mont- 
gomery county. ‘They are now drilling at In- 
dependence, Coffeyville, Cherryvale, Elk City, 
sasey, Bolton, Wayside, and getting some pay- 
ing wells. Many more tests will start in the 
next few weeks. There is more work in Chau- 
tauqua county than in the past five years. 
Practically all operations in Kansas now are 
for oil, whereas all drilling for several years 
was for gas. Oil men who scoffed at Kansas 
while the rush was on in Oklahoma, are now 
Naas rushing for leases and are glad to get 
them, 


One of the most interesting features of oper- 
ations in Montgomery county is the fact that 
some excellent gas wells are being found south 
ot Independence near the supposedly exhausted 
field. ‘ruby, Roth & Guernsey have drilled in 
two wells on the Triplet form, the last one 
registering 8,000,000 feet. A. FP. McBride 
makes the statement that there is not, in his 
belief, a section of land in this county on 
which either oil or gas cannot be found. 
Plans are known which will mean a re-drill- 
ing of practically the entire county. 


At Ponca City some excellent wells are being 
found, although there is not a large amount 
of work in progress. The output of the pool 
is now about 1,6u0 barrels a day and the 
Prairie is erecting two 35,000-barrel tanks. It 
will not lay a line to Ponca City until it is 
more convinced that a permanent pool justi- 
tying a line has been developed. Some cynical 
oil men think Ponca City territory is too beau- 
tiful a farming country to ever become much 
of an oil field. It is one of the prettiest farm- 
ing sections in the West. The land is worth 
from $150 to $200 an acre. 

At present the wells are not being drilled in, 
as there is no market for all the oil and will 
not be until the Prairie finishes its tankage. 


Five refineries are shipping oil from Ponca 
City, but this does not take all the produc- 
tion. Leonard & Evans’ No. 4 on the Al- 


berta Foureyes in 4-25-2 is good for 200 bar- 
rels, and No, 5 is getting ready to start. 
Gunsburg & Foreman drilled their No. 4 on 
the Miller in section 9 one foot into the sand; 
it is making 60 barrels natural. It will not 
be drilled in until the Prairie tank is com- 
pieted, when it is expected to start off bigger 
than any other well yet drilled in the pool. 
The 101 Ranch Oil Company has completed 
No. 2 on the Primeaux in section 2 and it is 
gees for 3,000,000 gas, No. 1 having been a 
ailure, 


There has been a lot of interest at Broken 
Arrow over the mystery test of the Ruth Oil 
Company on the Buruett in 9-18-16, east by 
about one mile north of Broken Arrow. It 
was drilled in yesterday and there was a large 
crowd there to see it come in. It was found 
that the well was in fact drilled through the 
sand before it was shut down. There were 
about 16 feet of sand, and it was not the best 


quality. The oil was heavy and black, but im- 
proved. The sand went off into a hard, flinty 
shale. ‘The well is 648 feet deep to the bot- 


tom. It is abouc a 25-barrel producer. If it 
holds up and the pay is regular and has any 
staying qualities it will be worth while in that 
shallow sand. But the fraternity does not en- 
thuse over it very much. There have been so 
many unfortunate tests in what is known as 
the Broken Arrow territory. However, the 
nearest test to this was a mile off. There are 
six or seyen miles of territory to the north 
for a pretty big pool, in which no well has 
ever been drilled. In 12-19-16 Harris & Steb- 


bins have just drilled in a 3-000,000-foot gas- 
ser on the Choto, which may have some bear- 
ing on this well, 


being six miles north and 
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three miles east of the Ruth well. Canterbury 
& Noble are going to drill a test at Broken 
Arrow at once, and several others are pre- 
paring to do so. 

The George & Craver well on the Ellis Crosby 
land in 17-17-13, east of the old Glenn pool, is 
sharing up the honors with the gusher lions. 
‘this weli is making 700 barrels natural and 
bears out the theory of the Craver-Berry- 
Stebbins people respecting that territory. The 
Craver-Berry test on the Dolly Coleman in 23- 
17-12 is a failure at 2,050 teet, but is going 
deeper, condent of a lower pay, while their 
No. 1 on the Maggie Withers in 25-17-12 is 
drilling at 1,400 feet. The Oklahoma Natural 
Gas Company is drilling a test on the Eugene 
Simmons in 12-17-12, 





There is a lot of lively interest in the ter- 
ritory west of Mounds, as a result of the 
Letcher pool wells, and the general impres- 


sion is that a respectable pool is going to be 
developed there. The Reliance Oil Company’s 
test on the Jesse Maxwell in 7-16-12 is good tor 
100 barrels at two feet in the sand, and some 
profess to believe it will make 1,000 barrels 
when it is drilled in and shot. ‘The Prairie 
Oil and Gas Company is starting a well on 
the J. ©. Maxwell in the same section. The 
Oklahoma Natural Gas Company has a rig 
going in on the Criswell in the southeast quar- 
ter of 24,16-12, and the New York Oil Com- 
pany has made a. location in the southeast 
corner of the northwest of 28-16-11 to offset 
the good well drilled recently by the Parafiin 
Oil Company. 

Down in the Morris field the fourth wess of 
the Pine Creek Oil Company is still making 46 
barrels an hour and is one of the best wells of 
the field. A rig is in tor No. 5. Dr, Skel- 
ton is drilling No. 6 on the Johnson in this 
section and is starting No. 7 to offset the 
Pine Creek well. Dr. Skelton has drilled two 
gushers and two dusters on this lease. The 
Hecla Oil Company's No. 1 on the A. D. Ken- 
nedy in 10-13-13 was shot in the Rod Fork 
and is a 50-barrel producer, starting at 10u

z on the Lewis in 86-12-13. Smith & Swan's 
No. 2 on tne Wesley in 35-12-13 is still making 
50u barrels a day natural, and they have rigs 
in for Nos, 3 and 4, This is the well which 
made 72 tanks of oil before it was shot. After 
the shot it made 1,000 barrels a day. This 
poel is extending southeast and is getting bet- 
ter as it goes. The first test of the Pulaski 
Oit Company on the J. Johnson in 36-12-13 is 
a 20,000,000-foot gas well, there being 29 feet 
of sand, but practically no oil at all. 

The Barnsdall Oil Company is pushing 
work in the Lost Creek pool, and continues 
to get some excellent wells. It has a daily 
production now of 1,000 barrels on Osage 
lot 312 alone. Its Nos. 2, 3, 4 and 5 have 
been drilled this month, and they are all 
fine wells, averaging 200 barrels each; Nos. 
6 and 7 are drilling. The manner in which 
this pool is being developed after the drill-

In 25-22-10 the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company is rigging up for Nos. 1 and 
2 as offsets to the Barnsdall well in 24. The 
liluminating Company’s No. 7, in 35-22-9, Is 
dry in the Cleveland, which is full of water, 
and is drilling to the Bartlesville. 
Cleveland still rivets the attention of the 
entire fraternity. It is a district of sur- 
prises. The gusher drilled by the Hemlock 
Oil Company on the Hemlock land in 18- 
21-8 is still making 1,000 barrels a day, It 
put 3,175 barrels in tank the first day, be-~ 
sides what it flowed into a sump hole. The 
second well of the Millikin Oil Company, 
on the Williams, in 30-21-8, continues to do 
1,500 barrels a day.

The Helmick’s No. 7 is good for 
150 barrels natural, No. 8 is in the sand, 
and No. ¥ is drilling. The Paova Oil Com- 
pany, under the same management as the 
Hemlock, has not made a location for an- 
other well on the Skinner, in 19-21-8. No, 2 
was a 125-barrel well, but the company is 
afraid to go any farther west, as the 
Prairie’s Hull failure is only half a mile 
away in that direction. It is believed, how- 
ever, a larger part of the Skinner ts good, 
and it will be more thoroughly tested later. 
The Paova’s No. 11, on the Miller, in 19, is 
making fifty barrels natural, and No. 12 is 
150 natural.

KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELD. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., July 24, 1912. 
A new strike in the western Kentucky 
petroleum field is a feature of the past 
week’s developments. Kentucky operators 
drilled in a wildcat weil in Hart county 
which showed an initial datly production of 
100 barrels. It is the first oiler drilled in 
the county, which has been the scene of 
some. recent test work, and, coming closely 


after the big gushing well drilled in Ohiv 
county, a contiguous district, the attention 
of operators is directed to the western end 
of the State. One drawback of the Hart 
county® gusher is the shaliowness of the 
sand, which is only 200 feet deep. How- 


ever, if the history of the Bath county field 


in eastern Kentucky is repeated, this sand 
will be prolific for many years. It is the 
first test made in Hart county, and may 
only indicate a pocket, but many wells will 


be drilled and the prospects thoroughly tried 
out. ‘hree new rigs are up this week, and 
a number of others will be erected before 
the end of the month. 

Lhe Ohio cuunty gusher, the first oil well 
drilied in that county, entered the sand at 
a depth of 1,800 feet, and the difference in 


the grade ot petroieum in Ohio and Hart 
counties is marked, the latter producing a 
heavy-grade oil. The two big strikes, com- 
ing so close together, will have the effect 
ot attracting many of the trade, and both 
counties will be thoroughly punctured be- 
fore the end of the year, 


in the eastern Kentucky districts the week 
Was rather quiet, and only one strike out 
or the ordinary was made, McCreary county 
contributing a 5U-barrel well to the week's 
showing in new production. This county has 
come to the front rapidiy this summer, and 
is rivaling the adjoining county of Wayne 
in’ the matter of .work under way. ‘she 
Wayne county field has been extended into 
Mecvureary county within the last year, and 
both fields are pretty well connected. The 
Mcvreary county district is the newest sec- 
tion to be developed, and is the center of 


most of the new drilling being started im 
Southeastern Kentucky. 
in Wayne county two new strikes added 


twenty barrels to the week's new produc- 
tion. Both completions are on Kock Creek, 
in the southern end of the county. Both 


are inside the defined area. Quite a number 
of Wayne county operators are taking their 
vacations this month, and their rigs are 
idie. Northern operators do the great buik 
of drilling in that field. 

Within the next two weeks 
well in Eastern Kentucky wiil be started in 
Knox county by Pennsyivanians. ‘The well 
will be a test of the deep sand, and will be 
driiled 2,60U feet. Success in the develop- 
ment of the Berea grit in Lawrence county 
leads to the belief that this sand extends 
generally over the Eastern Kentucky petro- 
1eum field, but because of the heavy ex- 
pense of drilling operators have been slow 
to test their theories. The bulk ot Ken- 
tucky’s production now is obtained from a 
sand ranging in depth from 6UU to 9UU feet. 

in the upper Kentucky fields and in Law- 
rence county some drilling is under way this 
week, but the hot weatner is having a bad 
effect, and work is not being pushed as 
\igorously as usual, Lawrence county oper- 
ators are proceeding to develop the deep 
sand, and have a number of wells going 
down, but no late completions have been 
made.

Oil Boom at Calgary, Canada. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Toronto, Canada, July 26, 1912. 


The biggest oil rush in the history of the 
West is on at the Dominion Lands Office at 
Calgary, which is besieged with people who 
have petroleum gas rignts on land in the 
vicinity of the field discovered by 1. BE. Segur, 
the California oil expert. Although the news 
of the exact location of the field was not 
made public until 8 o’clock last Wednesday 
morning, the news spread quickly among those 
who had been following the movements of 
David McDougal and I. E. Segur, and by 
noon the ciaims for sixteen sections of land 
had been filed, ‘The field is in the vicinity of 
Calgary, Alberta, and fifteen miles south of 
Okotoks. According to Mr. Segur, the oil belt 
is in @ natural basin between two ranges of 
foothills, end in his opinion it does not ex- 
tend any further southeast of the big seepage 
that has been there for years and which frst 
drew the attention of oldtimers of the district 
to the possibility of oil being located there. 

“The oil has probably been there for hun- 
dreds of years,’’ said Mr. Segur, ‘‘and is now 
contained in the natural basin in a belt about 
four miles long and two miles wide. I do 
not believe it extends southeast below the 
seepage, but that it comes to an abrupt hait 
about tbree miles northeast of Black Dia- 
mond, extending up the valiey in a northwest- 
erly direction for a distance of about four 
miles.”’ 





Russian Petroleum Reports.

On one of the Maikop plots, at a depth of 600 
feet, crude oil appeared from a new spring, 
which promises to yield a good production. 
Other borings on this plot have been unsuc- 
cessful, 

On one plot, however, a spring has been 
struck at a depth of 933 feet, which produced 
a heavy crude oil. This is quite unexpected, 
as at this depth the Maikop crude is very 
light in gravity. Should this well give a 
plentiful production it should point to there 
being a second lower stratum at Maikop of 
heavy crude,

Our Secondary Antimony Output. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 26, 1912. 


lntormation received by the United 
States Geological Survey indicates that no 
antimony ore was produced in the United 
States in 1911, but considerable quantities 
ot antimonial lead were made as a by- 
product in smelting the precious metals, 
and there was a large recovery of anti- 
mony from secondary sources, such as 
scrap bearing and type metals, antimonial 
lead, drosses and solder; 14,078 tons of 
antimonial lead containing a total of 2,25 
tons of antimony, valued at $386,786, was 
produced. The price of antimony was so 
low in 1911 that there was little encourage- 
ment for American miners to produce the 
ore unless it contained other valauble 
metals, 

The production of secondary antimony 
as antimony in the United States last year 
was 1 short tons, and 2,359 tons was re- 
covered in alloys. The output was valued 
at $359,040. In 1910 the recovery was 9 and 
24,770 tons, respectively, valued at $444,600.

Patent Medicines in United King- 


dom. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 26, 1912. 


Information has been received at the 
Bureau of Manufactures from Consul- 
General Griffiths, at London, regarding 
patent medicine regulation in England. 
Mr. Griffiths says:— 


A select committee of the 
mons on patent medicines has 
sessions for some time past in London. The 
purpose of the committee is to make a _ thor- 
ough investigation in reference to the law with 
regard to the sale and advertisement of patent 
medicines in the United Kingdom, and to 
make suggestions and recommendations—if they

deem it advisable to do so—with regard to 
changes that shotld be made. 

In the course of the inquiry it was shown 
that three years ago even no fewer than 


41,757,535 patent medicine stamps were sold in 
the United Kingdom. This was practically 
equivalent to one package of patent medicine 
for every man, woman and child in the coun- 
try. The gross receipts from the sale of the 
stamps was £355,000 ($1,727,608). The receipts 


for the year ending March 25, 1912, was 
L’'"7, 856 ($1,505,510). 
It was estimated by one of the witnesses 


before the committee that the amount of money 
spent on proprietary medicines in Great Britain 
in the year 1908 was £2,500,000 ($12,166,250), 
which represented a sum sufficient to maintain 
40,000 hospital or sanatorium beds. 

Some time ago the British Medical Associa- 
tion suggested that when medicines are sup- 
plied otherwise than upon a medical, dental 
or veterinary prescription the name and quan- 
tities of each of the constituents of such med- 
icine should be plainly printed on each package 
sold, so that such label should constitute a 
guaranty of the contents of the package, and 
any false description, whether on the label or 














in any advertisement, should constitute an of- 
fense, and that the food and drugs act should 
apply to proprietary medicines. 

The committee is still hearing evidence, and 
its report will not be made public for some 
little time. Its recommendations are awaited 
with great interest, because of the very large 
use in the United Kingdom of patent medicines. 
In answer to a question put by the chairman 
of the committee, the solicitor to the customs 
and excise department stated that there was 
nothing, in his opinion, in the law as it now 
stood to prevent any person making up any 
sort of mixture containing anything except 
obvious poison from advertising it as a cure for 
any disease and selling it to the public on 
payment of the stamp duty. He added that 
probably the police could prosecute if absolute 
fraud were eStablished, but that it would be 
exceedingly difficult, in his judgment, to obtain 
evidence that would insure a successful prose- 
cution.

Large Gypsum Beds in Utah 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 26, 1912. 

An account of large gypsum beds in 
Utah containing estimated deposits of 
more than 9,000,000,000 tons of gypsum are 
referred to in a report prepared for the 
United States Geological Survey by 
Charles T. Lupton. In speaking of these 
deposits, Mr. Lupton in his report for the 
Survey says:— 

The area under examination is sixty to eighty 
miles long and twenty to thirty miles wide. 
The gypsum-bearing rocks in the area outcrop 
in a belt ranging in width from a few hun- 
dred feet in the vicinity of Cedar Mountain or 
Red Plateau, at the north end of the area, to 
three or four miles near the center of the west 
flank of the Swell, along the road leading from 
Emery eastward to the Globe copper mine. 
According to Mr. Lupton, probably the most 
convenient point from which to visit the gyp- 
sum-bearing rocks is Cleveland, about six 
miles east of Huntington. A good road has 
also been built from Emery eastward across 
the outcrop of the gypsum. Next to the wagon 
road leading from Cleveland to Buckhorn Flat, 
this road would be the best one over which 
to haul the gypsum should it be mined. 

So far as known, no gypsum is now being 
mined in the San Rafael Swell region, although 
it is possible that small quantities have been 
used by ranchers and others desiring plaster 
of paris or land plaster, but the quantity re- 
moved from the field is insignificant. Although 
it is evident that the region contains an enor- 
mous supply of gypsum, no great quantity will 
be mined until better transportation facilities 
are available. A moderate estimate of the 
amount of gypsum contained in these deposits 
is 9,701,600,000 tons—2,425,400,000 tons in one 
bed, which has an average thickness of tem 
feet and 7,276,200,000 tons in another bed, 
which is thirty feet thick.

Atmospheric Nitrogen Fertilizer 
Process at Niagara Falls 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 1912. 
Some information regarding the opera- 
tion of Canadian cyanamid works in con- 
nection witi the operation of a fertilizer 
plant at Niagara Falls, Ontario, has been 
sent to the Bureau of Manufactures by 


26, 


Consul Trimmer, stationed at Niagara 
Falls. Ont. ‘This report says that the 
American Cyanamid Company has _ en- 


tered into contracts for the extension of 
its plant, in additioy to new machinery, 
at a cost of approximately $500,000, which 
will more than doube the present capacity 
of the concern. Speaking of the plant 
and its operations, together with its out- 
put and exports, this report says:— 
This company, operating by the Frank & 
Cora process (German), manufactures a nitro- 
genous fertilizer material, the nitrogen of 
which is derived from the atmosphere (the fix- 
ation of atmospheric nitrogen). The process 
consists of the nitrification of calcium carbide 
made from coke and lime in an electric fur- 
nace, process takes free nitrogen from the air, 
fixing it into a form available for plant food. 





The cheap and reliable hydro-electric power 
available at Niagara Falls makes it possible 
to generate the intense heat necessary to ac- 
complish results, and at present the company 
uses 6,000 electric horsepower. It began the 
manufacture of cyanamid in January, 1910, 
and during that year exported to the United 
States product valued at $211,202. In 1911 


the invoiced value of the cyanamid shipped to 
the United States was $338,774, an increase 
of $127,572, and, judging from exports so fat 
invoiced during the present calendar year, the 
increase will be much greater, making the 
addition to its factory necessary to keep pace 
with the growing demand.

Oil Fuel's Success in Canada, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 26, 1912. 
The use of oil-burning locomotives in 
Canada is discussed in a report which 
Consul A. E. Smith sends rom Victoria, 
b. C., to the Bureau of Manufactures. 
Mr. Smith says:— 


The first week in July a locomotive using oi) 
as fuel hauled the regular passenger train on 
the run bétween Wellington and Alberni, the 
extension of the Island division of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, formerly known as the 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo Railway. 

The experiment was entirely successful, the 
run of forty miles and return being made on 
time and the new fuel working very satisfac- 
torily. As a result, H. E. Beasley, the man- 
ager of the road, states that as fast as the 
same can be done all the locomotives on the 
entire line of the Island division, consisting 
of 118 miles, will be equipped as oil burners 
and the use of coal for fuel discontinued. The 
trains between Wellington and Alberni are now 





hauled daily by oil-burning engines. Several 
locomotives on the mountain section of the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific Railway are 
also being equipped as oil burners, but the 
engines on the Island division are the first to 
make regular runs so equipped. 

The management claim that while so far not 


much expense is eliminated, the comfort of pas 


sengers is no longer being harassed by smoke, 
and the danger from timber fires will be 
largely removed. Millions of fine timber have 


every year been destroyed by fires originating 
along the railway line, and the company has 
been compelled in the past to maintain a large 
staff of fire fighters in the timber areas to 
watch for fires which might otherwise be start 
ed from the locomotives. It may be added that 
nearly all the steamers of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway coast fleet have already been equipped 
as oil burners, and are proving very satisfac- 
tory, both as to economy and power.

With the advent of cooler weather 
this week the drug trade has enjoyed 
a much brisker business in almost all 
lines. Though still handicapped to 
some extent by the strike of the freight 
handlers at the New York termi- 
nals of lJHastern railroads by the 
walkout of the stevedores at the 
piers of several of the coast- 
wise steamship lines, manufactur- 
ing and wholesale drug shippers have 
experienced far less difficulty in ar- 
ranging for the transportation of that 
merchandise than they did a week ago 
as most of the railroads and steamship 
companies have succeeded in adjusting 
the difficulties with their men or in 
replacing them, The spread of the 
London dockmen’s strike to many of 
the other important ports of Great 
Britain has interferred seriously with 
shipping facilities abroad, however, 
especially as it has been accompanied 
by similar troubles among the dock- 
men and seamen at Marseilles and 
Dunkirk, France. This partial crippling 
of shipping from England and France 
has made it increasingly difficult for 
importers in this city to obtain re- 
quisite quantities of a large number ot 


- botanical] and other crude drugs, the 


supplies of which in the local market 
have been almost exhausted. 

Though few large individual con- 
tracts have been placed within the 
week, the aggregate of small orders 
has reached satisfactory proportions 
and little complaint is now heard on 
the score of the volume of business. 
Price movements have continued prin- 
cipally in sellers’ favor, the only note- 
worthy exceptions being found in fur- 
ther declines in opium, codeine, 
glycerine, true South American balsam 
copaiba, prickly ash bark and berries, 
lemon grass, neroli and safrol oils, 
gums gamboge and thus, damiana 
leaves and canary seed. The most im- 
portant advances have been made in 
menthol, sugar of milk, Ceylon cit- 
ronella, anise and rose geranium oils, 
German calendula, select lavender and 
Valencia saffron flowers, short buchu 
and rose leaves, dragon’s blood in mass, 
gelatine and Japan wax,

Although latest advices from the pri- 
mary markets in Turkey have con- 
tinued to tell of a poor yield of gum 
from this year’s crop, they have added 
that the undertone of these markets is 
weaker and a majority: of the lecal im- 
porters and other handlers of this nar- 
cotic have made additional concessions 
in the hope of stimulating the flagging 
demand here. The leading holder has 
declined to shade his former quotation 
of 36.15 for both case and jobbing lots 
of the gum, but all] the other dealers 
have lowered their asking prices 5e. to 
$6.10, and it is believed that a further 
concession could be obtained with a 
sizable order in hand. The powdered 
grade is offered in most quarters of 
the trade at $7.35, which is 5c. below 
the figure generally asked at the close 
of last week, but the granular grade 
is still quoted at $7.70. Though the 
Porte authorities have decided not to 
close the Dardanelles, unless’. the 
Italian fleet makes another attempt to 
run the straits, communication with 
Constantinople by cable has been vir- 
tually cut off through the monopoliz- 
ing cable service by the Turkish Gov- 
ernment authorities. A belated cable 
message from our’ correspondent in 
that primary center, which was re- 
ceived by us two days after it had 
been filed, reported sales of 15 cases of 
Turkey druggists’ at 17s. and 18s., and 
described the market as weaker. With 
regard to arrivals in Constantinople, 
this message stated that they had 
amounted to 200 cases to date, as com- 
pared with 56 cases at the correspond- 
ing period of last year. A recent cable 


message from Smyrna has reported a 
continuance of hot and dry weather in 
the producing regions.

Codeine. 


In sympathy with the further reduc~ 
tion in prices of opium, manufacturers 
of the salts lowered their quotations 
Wednesday to the extent of 30c. for al- 
kaloid crystals, muriate powder and 
nitrate, and are now offering contracts 
over a period of 60 days, with the usual 
protection. The revised quotations are: 
-$5.35@5.50 per ounce for alkaloid in 
bulk, $5.40@5.55 in ounce containers, 
and $5.60@5.75 in 8-ounce containers, 
the inside figure applying to 10-ounce 
lots in one delivery. The sulphate 
grade is quoted at 25c. less, and. the 
phosphate grade at 50c, less than the 
pure. 

Quinine. 


As thére has been no special incen- 
tive for purchasing within the week, 
only a few additional contracts for the 
salts have been placed with the manu- 
facturers, and the bulk of the business 
reported has been confined to small 
jobbing lots. Both foreign and domes- 
tie manufacturers have continued to 
hold their products firmly on a bulk 
basis of 19%4c. in 100-ounce tins, but sec- 
ond hands have offered old German 
sulphate at 17c. and 17\%c., and compar- 
atively new goods at 18c. and 18%¥c.

’ Mexican crop at the beginning of the 


season has failed to injure the vines 
seriously and that at least an average 
crop will be harvested this year, espe- 
cially as the acreage has been greatly 
augmented, but even the prospect of a 
good-sized yield this year does not ap- 
pear to influence the curers in the di- 
rection of modifying their views on 
prices, as in most instances they them- 


selves have paid comparatively high 
figures for the 1911-1912 beans. The

The market for Bourbon beans here is quiet, 
at this season of the year,

with conditions unchanged from those pre- 
vailing a week ago A cable message from 
St. Denis, dated July 5, tells of the sale of 


1,000 kilos of Rene Bouquet brand beans, con- 
sisting of 60 to 65 per cent. of first quality 
goods, 18 centimeters long, at 35 francs. This 
swells the amount of high-grade new crop 
beans already sold for delivery to 10,000 kilos. 

As the new crop yield is estimated at 65,000 
to 70,000 kilos, of which fifty tons are of first 
quality, it is apparent that a fifth of these 
high-grade beans has been sold six months 
ahead of time this year. 

The attention of the planters of the Indian 
Ocean cannot be too much directed to the 
dangers of overproduction. As a natural con- 
sequence of the excellent prices received for 
vanilla beans within the last few years the 
vines have been planted in every possible 
quarter; in Java and in Mozambique; in the 
Antilles and even in Dominica; and last of all, 
but not least of all, in Florida, the most 
meridianal State in the United States 0 
America, located on the Gulf of Mexico. At 
the recent annual meeting of the Flavoring 
Extract Manufacturers’ Association, held in 
Baltimore, Md., two months ago, there were 
exhibited some samples of beans from Miami, 
Fla.. which were found to be of excellent 
quality It is therefore easy to foresee that 
the crops of vanilla beans will be more and

In the official report upon the commerce of 


the Reunion Islands for 1911 the following 
report is made on the production and mar- 
keting of vanilla beans:—The 1911 crop has 
been larger by 1,561 kilos than that of 1910, 
the former consisting of a yield of 66,501 kilos 
and the latter of 64,940 kilos. As the market- 
ing of the beans was more remunerative in 
1911 than that for 1910, the value of the 
first mentioned crop was 312,313 francs greater 
than that for the preceding 3} Fe. 

South American beans are being very 
strongly maintained at $3.60@4 in view 
of recent advices from Guadaloupe tell- 
ing of the likelihood of a short crop 
this vear. The old vines, it is asserted 
in these advices, are not budding this 
year, and the new vines alone cannot 
produce a sizable crop. Several pur- 
chases of extra quality Guadaloupe 
beans have been made at $4. Some 
large lots of vanillons have been 
bought by New York operators from a 
Guadaloupe curer, and are now being 
offered here at  $2,60@2.75. These 
“wild” vanilla beans are being em- 
ployed to a greater extent than ever 
previously in the manufacture of va- 
nilla extract, though they are still used 
with ground orris root to a noteworthy 
degree in making sachet powders, for 
which they are admirably adapted be- 
cause of the high percentage of helio- 
tropine which they contain. 

Tahitis are in less liberal supply in 
the San Francisco market, because of 
the recent large takings of the Ham- 
burg operators, which have virtually 
cleared that center of cheap offerings. 
Local operators continue to quote $1.75 
@2 for their holdings. 

Essential Oils. 

ANISE.—A further stiffening of the 
Chinese markets has been reflected 
here in another advance in quotations 
amounting to 5c., which has made the 
revised figures $1.45@1.50. The import 
cost has been raised to $1.45, but the 
higher prices have failed to check the 
demand, 

CITRONELLA.—A steadily increas- 
ing demand is noted for the Ceylon 
grade, which is in scant supply both 
here and abroad. In response to an- 
other advance in the import cost to 
35c., local holders have raised their 
prices to a minimum of 36c., and in 
some instances are asking as high as 
40c., and even 45c. Sales were made 
early in the week at 35c., but there is 
no longer any oil available at that fig- 
ure. Still higher prices are looked for, 
as the tendency continues strongly up- 
ward. Recent arrivals at the local 
port have included 16 drums from Cal- 
cutta and one drum from Hamburg.

Reputed Leader of Drug Trade 
Swindlers Arrested. 


Peter Cornell, alias ‘‘Lefty Pete,” 
John Smith and J. J. Smith, who 
lieved by many members of the 
York drug trade to be the leader of a 
gang of swindlers which has been vic- 
timizing local wholesale and manufactur- 
ing drug and chemical houses for more 
than a fortnight, is now in the Tombs, 
charged with grand larceny, awaiting a 
hearing on his case, which has been set 
for to-day. He was arrested while at- 
tempting to obtain goods valued at $28 
on a forged order from the Mallinckrodt 
Chemical Works at 30 Platt street last 
Friday, and when arraigned in the Tombs 
police court was held in default of $2,000 
bail. 

“Lefty Pete’’ has been positively iden- 
tified by S. V. B. Swann, manager of the 
New York Consolidated Drug Company, 
and by another employe of that con- 
cern, as well as by a messenger for 
Schieffelin & Co., as the man who suc- 
ceeded in obtaining goods under similar 
false pretenses from both of these com- 
panies. His activities and those of his 
confederates have also been brought to 
the attention of Bruen, Ritchey & Co., 
the Norwich Pharmacal Company, Mc- 
Kesson & Robbins and several retail 
druggists, all of whom have suffered 
from them in some way since the gang 
began its operations in the local drug 
trade 

The first intimation of the existence of 
this gang was received by the New York 
Consolidated Drug Company after it had 
filed an order which appeared to have 
been prepared by one of its best cus- 
tomers, and discovered that the customer

himself knew nothing about it. Later 
developments showed that the order 
blank had been stolen from this com- 


pany’s customer and had been presented 
by “‘Lefty Pete,’’ who had instructed one 
of his gang to call the company on the 
telephone and request that the goods be 
given to the bearer, who was authorized 
to act for the customer in question. Mr. 
Swann and an assistant hastened the 
filling of this bogus order, and personally 
interviewed ‘‘Lefty Pete’’ when he called 
for the merchandise. 

From the New York Consolidated Drug 
Company the gang expanded its opera- 
tions until they included all of the houses 
named above. Generally one of the gang 
upproached a messenger for a wholesale 
drug house and pretended to represent a 
customer of this house whose order the 
boy had with him. By explaining that 
the customer was in a great hurry for 
the goods, the swindler usually succeeded 
in-obtaining the order which he then al- 


tered so as to call for the most expen- 
sive merchandise. When he, or more 
frequently when a “pal” presented this 
order he invariably obtained the goods 


without any difficulty. A ‘“‘pal’’ of ‘*Lefty 
Pete’’ worked this game on the Mallinck- 
rodt Chemical Works last Tuesday, but 
when “Lefty” tried it Friday, A. C. Ro- 
bertson, the assistant manager, was wait- 
ing for him. The goods were prepared for 
“Lefty” and he was requested to sign a 
receipt for them while Mr. Robertson dis- 











patched a messenger for a_ policeman. 
“*Lefty’’ had just signed ‘J. J. Smith’’ to 
a receipt book and was explaining. to - 
Mr. Robertson that he was a ‘‘desk’’ man 
for Britt, Loeffler & Weil, when the po- 
liceman arrested him on Mr. Robertson's 
charge. He was taken to the Old Slip 
station, where at first he gave his name 
as John Smith, but later admitted he wus

Cocoanut, Cardamon, Citronella Oil 
and Cinnamon Trade of Ceylon 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 26, 1912. 
Some details of the business done in the 
shipment of citronella oil, cinnamon and 
kindred products from Ceylon are con- 
tained in a report which Consul Mosher 
sends from Colombo. These details are 
as follows:— 


The estimated crop of cocoanuts for 1911 
was 1,130,000,000, of which about 2,000,000 
were consumed daily by the natives as food. 
The remainder was exported in the form of 
cocoanut oil, copra, desiccated cocoanut, 
poonac, ete. The average price of husked co- 
coanuts at buyer’s stores ranged from $19.46 
to $27.57 per 1,000; desiccated cocoanut aver- 
aved $0.07 per pound, from $0.03 for coarse to 
$0.17. for fine quality. Prices for cocoanut oil 
ranged from $145.98 to $196.64 per ton; copra, 
from $21.98 to $30.17 per cady of 560 pounds, 
the year closing with cocoanut oil at $170.10 
and copra at $25.63. 

In cardamoms also there has been a consid- 
erable decline, the exports falling from 995,680 
pounds in 1904 to 639,007 pounds in 1910 and 
to 564,819 pounds in 1911. It is expected that 
the exports for 1912 will drop considerably be- 
low 500,000 pounds, The principal decrease 
was in the trade with India, while the United’ 
States increased its orders during the year 
from 28,561 pounds to 68,861 pounds. The 
market throughout the year was firm for both 
bleached and green dried cardamoms, the 
prices ranging from $0.49 to $0.65 per pound. 

Exports of citronella oil declined 187,963 
pounds during the year, due chiefly to reduced 
demands from the United States and the 
United Kingdom. The year opened with the 
price about $0.18 per pound; it rose during 
July and August to $0.21 and toward the end 
of the year declined to $0.19 and $0.20. Drought 
in the early part of the year and heavy rains 
at the end affected the supply. 

The cinnamon trade also shows gradual and 
general decline. The export of quills during 
the year was 3,128,542 pounds, compared with 
%,283.202 pounds in 1910, and of chips 2,644,598 
pounds compared with 3,022,858 pounds. Prices 
for ordinary assorted quills rose from $15.57 
to $22.71 per hundredweight at the end of the 
year, and for chips from $17.52 to $18.82, clos- 
ing the year at $18.49 per hundredweight.

Crude Oil Gas Engines. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 26, 1912. 

in a paper on the status of the gas 
producer and of the internal-combustion 
engine in the utilization of fuels, by Rob- 
ert H,. Fernand, and published by the 
Bureau of Mines, Department of the In- 
terior, the following reference is made 
to crude oil:— 


The development of the crude-oil gas pro- 
ducer, for which-there is great demand in the 
oil regions remote from the coal fields, has 
been exceedingly slow, but there is reason to 
believe that decided progress has recently been 
made. The most recent notes on this subject 
relate to the Grine oil producer. In this type 
of producer steam spray is used for atomiz- 
ing the oil, which is introduced into the upper 
part of the generator, where partial combus- 
tion takes place. The down-draft principle is. 
then applied and hydrocarbons are broken 
up and the tar is fixed by passing through a 
bed of incandescent coke. Mr. Grine reports 
that a -power plant using one of these pro- 
ducers has been in operation a year in Cali- 
fornia. With crude oil as fuel costing 95 
cents per barrel, or 2.3 cents per gallon, the 
plant is reported to develop the same power 
per gallon of crude oil as is ordinarily devel- 
oped by the standard internal-combustion en- 
gine operating on distillate at 7 cents per gal- 
lon. Including the cost of fuel, labor, supplies, 
interest, depreciation and taxes, Mr. Grine 
states the cost per brake horsepower hour to 
be 0.76 cents for a plant of 100 horsepower

Bismuth Ore in United States.

Geological Survey, the only bismuth-bear- 
ing ore produced in this country during 
1911 was in La Plata county, Colorado, 
which carried 6 to 8 per cent. of bismuth. 
This ore, however, was sold for its gold 
and silver content. Another lot of still 
richer ore was mined from a claim about 
35 miles southwest of Tularosa, N. M.

Burma Petroleum Industry. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 26, 1912. 


A review of the petroleum industry of 
Burma during the past year is contained 
in a report which reaches the Commerce 
Department from Rangoon. The state- 
ment is that the 1911 production of petro- 
leum in Burma aggregated 220,225,531 gal- 
lons, valued at $4,188,590. The increase in 
production over the preceding year was 
about 11,000,000 gallons, but the total was 
about 8,000,000 gallons short of the pro- 
duction for 1909, 

In the face of these ngures showing 
petroleum production in seven different 
provinces of Burma, the statistics fur- 
nished in this report show that the im- 
ports of American kerosene into Rangoon 
have nearly doubled in the past three 
years, and now amount to $276,557 worth. 
Quotations of prices on American and 
Burmese kerosene in Rangoon show that 
American oil sells from.$1.48- to $2.08 per 
case of ten American gallons, whereas 
Burmese oil ranges from $1.09 to $1.46 for 
the same quantities, .

Saturday Noon, July 1912. 
The interval has occasioned no ap- 
preciable improvement in the extent of 
general business, and the movement 
has been mostly confined to regular 
contract deliveries. The slackening off 
of demand has allowed importers to 
make headway in catching up with de- 
layed contracts, and less dissatisfac- 
tion is being voiced in consuming cir- 
cles. The bleach market appears to be 
gradually assuming a normal condi- 


tion. Supplies of this item are still 
scarce on spot, but sellers are more 
anxious to entertain offers and 
there have been unmistakable evi- 
dences of competition. Oxalic acid 


has yielded under selling pressure, but 
consumers have continued indifferent 
at prevailing quotations. Carbonate of 
copper has favored buyers regardless 
of the relatively high cost of copper 
metal; desire of dealers to secure new 
business was the paramount influence 
effecting prices. Antimony oxide has 
advanced %c. per pound and closed at 
8c.; the strength was attributed to a 
firmer primary situation. There is a 
pronounced scarcity of white arsenic 
on spot and final quotations recorded 
a net gain of %c. for the week. Car- 
bon-tetrachloride is firmer, dealers ask- 
ing 12c, at the close, against a former 
spot price of lic. Zinc carbonate is 
higher in sympathy with the metal, and 
dealers are asking 7%c., against a for- 
mer price of 7%c. Alkali is unsettled 
under competition, and the market is 
rather easy at quotations. Below is a 
detailed market report of the princi- 
pal items of chemical interest:— 


Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—A sea- 
sonable call is reported for deliveries 
on standing contracts, and the week’s 
new business is described as satisfac- 
tory. The market is firm at former 
quotations, but there are no features of 
new interest to note in connection with 
the situation. Sales are effected on the 
basis of lc. for bulk, 1.10c. for kegs, 
f. o, b. works, and a fifth cent more 
for goods delivered in the local terri- 
tory. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—While the 
general asking price was 1.50c. for spot, 
it is known that 1.385c. was acceptable 
for prime in some quarters. The mar- 
ket is still in comparatively small sup- 
ply, as recent arrivals have been dis- 
tributed rapidly through regular con- 
tract channels. Demand from paper 
mills has fallen off in some sections, 
owing to restricted operations due to 
low water. 


CAUSTIC SODA.—Dealers’ views are 
unchanged on the basis of previous 
quotations, but the market is more or 
less unsettled under the influence of 
competition. Demand from the oil, soap 
and glass trades is fair, with inquiry 
more pronounced for future shipments. 
The market is quoted at 1.55@1.60c. on 
the basis of 60 per cent. for 70@78 per 
cent., and 60 per cent. at 1.65@1.70c. 

SAL SODA.—Moderate additional lots 
are in demand for various manufactur- 
ing purposes, and the general move- 
ment continues sufficiently heavy to 
prevent serious accumulations in first 
hands.

Arsenic in Foods and Drinks, 
(Special to Oil, Paint apd Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, July 26, 1912. 
Under the direction of Dr. R. E. Doo- 
little, acting chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, Department of Agriculture, a 
circular has beem prepared and published 
by the department on the estimation of 
the amounts of arsenic in foods. This 
document was prepared for the bureau 
by Edmund Clark and A. G. Woodman, 
assistant chemists in the Boston Food and 
brug inspection Laboratory. In the in- 
troduction to the circular the following 
statements are made:— 


The poisonous character of arsenic compounds 
and their wide natural distribution make the 
accurate determination of arsenic in foods and 
drinks a subject of great importance to food 
chemists, Particularly is this true in relation 
to the enforcement of the Food and Drugs Act 
enacted by Congress. <A regulation prescrib- 
ing a limitation of arsenic allowable in food 
products must necessarily be drawn to pro- 
tect consumers, including children and the 
debilitated, from all possible harmful effects. 
The small amount of material available in 
some cases, as, for instance, when it is nec- 
essary to determine the arsenic contained in 
the coating of chocolate candies, necessitates

an extremely delicate test. It can be readily 
appreciated how sensitive and delicate the 
method must be which will detect and estimate 
iccurately 0.0001 per cent, of arsenic contained 
in @ gram of organic matter. To complicate 
any method employed there is the possibility of 
the glass apparatus and the reagents used 
containing arsenic in appreciable amounts. 
This is especially true of hydrochloric acid and 
lead glass; therefore all reagents and appa- 
ratus must be tested to insure their absolute 
freedcm from arsenic. The oxidation of the 
organic material, the generation or liberation 
or arsin, the deposition of the arsenic mirror 
or stain, the capacity of the apparatus, the 
neutrality of the calcium chlorid, the exclusion 
of air or oxygen, the perfect drying of the gas, 
and even the time of operation and the rapid- 
ity of hydrogen evolution not only must be 
carried out always alike, but experiment must 
determine the exact conditions necessary, An 
experience of nearly a year in this line of work 
has shown so clearly that success depends 
largely on the following certain slight precau- 
tions which might at first be thought of minor 
importance that a description of the apparatus 
and the method followed may prove of interest 
to others. The method employed by the au- 
thors is a modification of the well-known 
Marsh-Berzelius method.

Nitrate of Lime Produced from Air. 


Having demonstrated to its own satis- 
faction that the production of high-grade 
nitrate of lime from the air and limestone 
is entirely practical as a commercial 
proposition, the Southern Electro-Chemi- 
cal Company is planning to increase its 
plant at Nitrolee, near Great Falls, N. C., 
and engage in the manufacture of this 
fertilizer on a large scale within the near 
future. The Southern Electro-Chemical 
Company, which is a subsidiary of the 
Southern Power Company, already has an 
experimental plant with 4,000 horsepower 
of electricity, and its plans call for the 
construction of a plant which will re- 
quire 20,000 horsepower. The company 
has been conducting its experiments for 
almost a month. 

The Southern Power Company, whose 
hydro-electric developments produce con- 
siderably more than 100,000 horsepower 
of electricity, has a large surplus of 
power during nine months of the year 
and a great deal which is not utilized 
at all at night, as the amount of power 
sold for night consumption for lighting 
and other purposes is comparatively 
small. After considering many ways of 
utilizing this surplus power, James B. 
Duke, the president of the Southern Pow- 
er Company, and W. 8S. Lee, the vice- 
president and chief engineer, decided to 
try the manufacture of nitrate of lime. 





Mr. Lee made a trip to Europe for the 
purpose of investigating the methods em- 
ployed for extracting nitrogen from the 
atmosphere and for precipitating it in the 
form of nitrous oxide and condensing it 
in pans of limestone. He purchased the 
entire patent rights of Dr. Albert Paul- 
ing’s process and employed Dr. Pauling 
to prepare plans for an experimental 
piant and equipment. This eminent Swiss 
chemist spent several weeks at the plant 
of the Southern Power Company and ar- 
ranged for the adjustment of the equip- 
ment in the experimental plant of the 
Southern Electro-Chemical Company 
later supervising the initial experiments 
before returning to his home abroad. He 
intends to revisit Nitrolee within the 
near future to assist in carrying out the 
plans for the contemplated larger plant. 

The present plant for the creation of 
nitrate of lime from the atmosphere and 
limestone has an output of eight tons a 
day. The process employed is as fol- 
lows:—The air is drawn through oxida- 
tion towers and is then forced through 
electric arcs, where a terrific heat is 
maintained. The oxygen and carbon di- 
oxide in the air are consumed, leaving 
the nitrogen, which is precipitated in the 
form of nitrous oxide. This nitrous oxide 
is then conveyed to four porcelain towers, 
seven feet in height, where it is con- 
densed and allowed to settle in pans of 
limestone... The chemical reaction then re- 
sults in the production of nitrate of lime. 

It is expected that the Southern Electro- 
Chemical Company’s new 20,000 horse- 
power plant, together with the experi- 
mental plant now in operation, will give 
a total production of approximately 16,000 
tons, or 32,000,000 pounds of nitrate of 
lime each year if operated on full time.

‘he only price changes worthy of men- 
tion have been recorded in spot and 
future delivery qoutations on nitrate 
of soda, which have been raised 2'%c. 
by local sellers, although there has 
been no appreciable increase in the 
demand. Revised figures on European 
stocks of nitrate of soda show a re- 
duction to 91,090 tons and a revision of 
the visible supply in Europe at the be- 
ginning of this month, including both 
stocks and the amount afloat, makes 
a total of 324,110 tons, as compared 
with 342,630 tons at the corresponding 
time last year.

of shipping facilities at Liverpool as

The 
quantity left ‘‘loading’’ in Chile at the 
close of last month is stated to have 
reached 93,000 tons. European stocks 
are now reported to have been reduced 
to 91,090 tons and the visible supply in 
Europe at the beginning of this month, 
including both stocks and amount 
afloat, is stated to have been 324,110 
tons, as compared with 342,630 tons on 
July 1, 1911, the quantity afloat being

It is 
pointed out that soluble phosphates are gen- 
erally regarded as being in an available form, 
and the plant may benefit speedily by their 
application; but there is reason to suppose that 
soon after being applied they combine with 
lime and are changed into the reverted or 
dicalcic, or possibly tricalcic, form. There 
would thus be a loss of solubility. No form 
of mechanical treatment or reduction to fine 
powder can, of course, equal the fineness of 
division which one finds in a soluble salt; but 
if the contention set forth is true, it remains 
to be seen what can be done in the way of 
furnishing phosphates without being chemi- 
eally treated to render them soluble, The 
experiments have only been in progress two 
years, and it is deemed imprudent to draw 
conclusions as yet.

The effects of labor disturbances at 
several large consuming points are re- 
flected in the limited extent of oper- 
ations in dyestuffs and the'market has 
presented a rather quiet appearance. 
Judging from reports, the best in- 
quiries have emanated from the paper 
and leather industries, but even here 
there was a disposition to keep com- 
mitments within conservative lines. 
Price revisions have been irregular, 
with small net advances predominat- 
ing. Firmer advices from primary 
supply sources have strengthened the 
market for sumac and both immediate 
and forward shipments have been es- 
tablished at a higher basis. Yellow 
prussiate of potash is commanding an 
advance on spot and offerings are com- 
paratively limited. Myrabolans are 
higher in sympathy with conditions in 
the primary market. Tartar emetic is 
bringing 20%c. on spot, against a 
former price of 19%c.; the advance is 
attributed to the higher cost of raw 
materials... Zine dust is in firmer tend- 
ency and prices show a slight advance 
for the week. Jobbing lots of picric 
acid are obtainable at 50c. f. o, b. 
factory; round quantities could prob- 
ably be placed under this price. A fair 
business is reported in starch, although 
consumers are not inclined to operate 
heavily owing to the uncertain con- 
dition of the grain market. 

ALBUMEN.—There have been no new 
developments to stimulate buying in- 
terest in this item and trading has 
progressed along quiet lines. Dealers 
are not complaining over the extent of 
business, as this is the usual dull 
season of the year. Prices remain 
steady at 22@32c. for blood albumen 
and 42@65c, for egg albumen. 

ANILINE OIL. AND SALT.—AI- 
though no improvement can be noted 
in the volume of new business, the de- 
mand for shipments on old contracts is 
reported steady and the movement is 
sufficient to keep available supplies 
well within bounds. Sellers quote 94@ 
9%c, for salt and 104%@11\e. for aniline 
oil. A report from *Manchester says 
aniline oil has been a little dearer at 
5%d. Aniline salt is held at 54d. 

BICHROMATES.—Aside from _ rout- 
ine happenings, there are no important 
developments to note in these items. 
Consumers are mostly covered by 
standing contracts and are showing 
little interest in additional quantities. 
Manufacturers and selling agents quote 
5@5\%c. for bichromate of soda and 7% 
@7%c. for bichromate of potash. These 
prices being f. o. b, works. The week’s 
exports included 168 casks for Kobe, 
Japan. 

CUTCH.—Sales of moderate parcels 
are reported at former prices and the 
market retains a steady position. In 
some quarters distributors were ask- 
ing higher prices for baled goods. At the 
close quotations extended from 5c. to 
6c. for baled, according to quantity and 
seller, and 6@6%c. for boxed cutch, 

DEXTRINE.—Fluctuations in the 
domestic corn market have not varied 
sufficienetly during the interval to war- 
rant a change in dextrine prices and 
sales have been effected at the former 
basis. Demand for small parcels is re- 
ported fair, with domestic and foreign 
both sharing in the week's activity. 
Present schedule of prices is as fol- 
lows:—Dextrine, $2.85 in bags, $2.96 in 
barrels; special dark canary dextrine, 
$2.95 in bags, $3.06 in barrels; British 
gum, $3.10 in bags, $3.21 in barrels. 
These prices are per 100 lbs. f. o, b. 
New York city in carload lots. Smaller 
lots are higher in price accordingly. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—Mod- 
erate lots are commanding more atten- 
tion from consumers, and while indi- 
vidual transactions are small, aggre- 
gate sales are making a satisfactory 
showing. Selling agents report prices 
firm at $1.30@1.50 per 100 Ibs. in barrels 
and $1.40@1.60 per 100 Ibs. in kegs. 

INDIGO.—Synthetic grades are com- 
manding moderate attention from buy- 
ers, but natural indigo continues quiet, 
with consumers indifferent. Holdings 
are not excessive, but sufficient to meet 
the current extent of demand. 

GAMBIER. — Moderate inquiry is 
noted for silk and tanning purposes. 
but trading at best has been quiet and 
the general market has been a tame 
affair. Local supplies are reported 
rather free, although there has been 
no apparent disposition to force sales. 
Sellers quote 54%@5%c. for spot goods. 
In London bale gambier is quoted at 
25s. on spot and August-September 
shipments are as low as 23s. per cwt. 

PRUSSIATES.—The market retains 
a firm position with spot offerings 
light. Demand is described as fair, 
although trading is confined mostly to 
small lots representing the actual 
wants of consumers. Prices are held 
at 9@9%4c. for prussiate of soda, 16@ 
16%4c. for yellow prussiate of potash 
and 26@30c. for red prussiate of potash. 

MYRABOLANS.—Recent arrivals are 


passing readily through regular con- 
tract channels, and the local market 
has been subjected to no undue pres- 
sure from the accumulation of stocks. 
In fact, at the close of the week offer- 
ings were scarce and dealers’ views 
were firmer, Prevailng quotations ex- 
tended from $24.50 to $32. Mail advices 
from Calcutta state that a fair demand 
exists, but as supplies continue fair 
prices continue at Rs., 2.8 for picked 
yellow No. 1, Rs. 1.15@Rs. 2 No. 2 
grade, and Rs. 1.8@Rs. 1.9 for No. 3 
quality per B. md., weight, loose, re- 
spectively, for prompt and early de- 
livery. Local demand is small. Ex- 
port demand has sustained prices. Of- 
ferings of Australian Bhimries are al- 
most nil. Unsold stocks of average 
quality or No. 2 are rather fair. 

STARCH.—Improvement noted in our 
previous report has continued through- 
out the interval and business in small 
parcels has remained rather brisk. The 
action of the corn market is attracting 
interest and the uncertainty surround- 
ing the grain situation is limiting 
transactions in round quantities. Pres- 
ent prices are:—Pearl starch, $2.10 in 
bags, $2.21 in barrels; Buffalo pearl 
starch, $2.13 in bags, $2.24 in barrels; 
powdered starch, $2.15 in bags, $2.26 in 
barrels; corn starch, $2.18 in bags, $2.29 
in barrels; special warp sizing starch, 
$2.20 in bags; conf. T. B, starch, $2.60 
in bags, $2.81 in barrels; crystal T. B. 
starch, $2.81 in barrels; finishing starch, 
$2.50 in bags. These quotations are per 
100 pounds in car lots, delivered in New 
York city by all-rail route. A reduc- 
tion of 2c. per 100 pounds will be made 
on starches shipped by lake and rail 
route. 

SUMAC.—Although trading has em- 
braced limited proportions, the under- 
tone of the market has been firmer and 
dealers have advanced views over pre- 
vious quotations. Advices from abroad 
indicating a better controlled position 
at primary supply sources appears to 
have been the paramount influence in 
effecting higher values. Spot goods are 
quoted nominally at $56@58. 

TURMERIC.—Only a moderate degree 
of activity is reported in the local mar- 
ket and prices show no variation from 
their former basis. Calcutta advices 
state that a limited business has been 
doing for local and country consump- 
tion and for outports. No sales of any 
consequence are reported for Europe. 
Offerings of all descriptions continue 
very moderate. Following are the quo- 
tations for:—Masulipatam, Rs. 9.6.0@ 
Rs. 12.12.0; Madras and Gopalpore, Rs. 
9.4.0@Rs. 12.8.0; Pabna and Kushtea,

ZINC DUST.—A firmer tone has char- 
acterized the local market, and dealers 
are asking slightly higher prices for 
spot goods, At the close 7%@8c., as to 
grade and quantity, was the prevailing 
quotation.

Six Months’ Spelter Review. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, July 26, 1912. 


The United States Geological Survey 
makes public the mid-year spelter statis- 
tics for 1912 covering comparative figures 
on six months’ production in 1911 and 1912. 
The spelter production in the country is 
given at 166,496 tons of 2,000 pounds each, 
zine ore imports 27,049 tons, zinc content 
12,228 tons, and zine ore exported 13,709 
tons. 

The foregoing figures were compiled by 
C. E. Siebenthal for the Survey from re- 
ports received from zine smelters operat- 
ing throughout the country. Further de- 
tails of this report on smelter production 
follow:— 

The production of spelter from domestic ore 
in that period was 159,952 short tons, and from 
foreign ore 6,554 short tons, a total produc- 
tion of 166,496 tons of primary spelter, com- 
pared with 140,196 tons for the first half of 
1911, and with 146,330 tons for the last half of 
1911. This production for the first half of 
1912 is at the rate of over 330,000 tons a year, 
more than double the production of any year 
prior to 1904 and approximately 46,000 tons 
greater than the production in 1911. The ap- 
parent consumption for the period was 159,046 
short tons, as compared with 145,157 tons for 
the last half of 1911 and 134,902 tons for the 
first half of 1911. The stock of spelter held 
at smelters on June 30, 1912, and was 6,414 
short tons, as against 9,081 tons at the begin- 
ning of the year. This stock of spelter is in 
part made up of the ordinary working stocks 
at smelters, but also includes stock of special 
grades of metal held for particular demands. 
The stocks are now smaller than at the close 
of any year since 1906. 

The imports of zinc ore were 27,049 short 
tons, containing 12,228 tons of zinc, as com- 
pared with 38,097 tons of ore, containing 17,112 
tons of zinc, in the last half of 1911, and 37,885 
tons of ore, containing 15,028 tons of zine, in 
the first half of 1911. Of the imports of zinc 
ore in 1912, about 95 per cent. came from New 
Mexico, the remainder being credited to Brit- 
ish Columbia and other countries. These fig- 
ures are exclusive of lead ores from South 
America containing less than 13 per cent. of 
zinc. The exports of domestic zinc ore were 
13.709 short tons. 

At the beginning of the past year the total 
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capacity of the smelters reporting production 
for the first half of 1912 was 81,582 retorts, and 
the construction of 16,868 additional retorts 
was contemplted in 1912. At an annual aver- 
age of four and one-quarter tons per retort, the 
spelter capacity of the 81,582 retorts for the 
first six months would be 173,362 tons, less 
than 7,000 tons in excess of the actual produc- 
tion of primary spelter. Taking into considera- 
tion the secondary materials, such as zinc 
drosses resmelted at the regular smelters, the 
large quantity of low-grade carbonates re- 
cently smelted, and the impossibility of operat- 
ing continuously at maximum capacity, it is 


evident that the smelting capacity of the 
plants in operation has been strained to the 
utmost during the last six months, and any

American Zinc Company, of Illinois, and the 
R. H. Lanyon Zine and Acid Company, both 
under construction at Hillsboro, Ill, will go 


into operation with 5,800 retorts between Octo- 
ber 1 and the close of the year. 

Spelter started the year at 6.25 cents per 
pound at St. Louis, the minimum price for the 
urst six months. The price rapidly rose to 
6.90 cents by the middle of March, after which 
it quickly declined to 6.55 cents per pound, in 
sympathy with a similar decline at London. 
By a steady climb through the remaining 
months of the period the lost ground was 
made up, and June closed with spelter at 7 
cents, the average price for the six months 
being 6.65 cents per pound. The London price 
opened at £26 15s. per long ton (5.78 cents per 
pound), remaining stationary for a time, but 
declining to £25 per long ton (5.41 cents per 
pound) by-the latter part of March. Then the 
market remained stationary at a little over 55 
cents until the close of June. The difference 
between the London and New York prices at 
the beginning of the period was 0.67 cents 
per pound and at the close of the period it 
was 1.43 cents per pound. As the average New 
York price of spelter for January was but 0.79 
cents per pound higher than the average 
London price for January, and as the duty on 
spelter is 1.875 cents per pound, it is inter- 
esting to note that the monthly summary of the 
Bureau of Statistics for January gives the im- 
ports of spelter for that month as 4,377,360

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, July 25, 1912. 

Quiet prevailed in the market for animal am- 
moniates at Chicago this week, but recently 
advanced prices were rigidly maintained and 
a firm feeling pervaded the trade at the close. 
The dissolution of the National Packing Com- 
pany, August 1, is expected to have its effect 
on the market for the reason that it will 
mean the elimination of one of the largest 
producing and selling houses in the market. 
Armour & Co. and Swift & Co. will take over 
the fertilizing plants of the National company, 
but these two firms have been large buyers 
of ammoniates and it is expected that stocks 
held by the defunct concern will become the 
property of the other two concerns, instead 
of coming out in the open market, as would 
have been the case if the National Packing 
Company had eontinued in ‘the field. Little 
business has been done in spot goods, but many 
inquiries in regard to futures were received 
and strong bids for blood and tankage for fall 
and winter deliveries have been made, Brokers 
have found it almost impossible to place orders 


for deferrred shipments, however, and prac- 
tically no business has resulted. The difficulty 
encountered has been holders’ exceptionally 


bullish stand. Tentative offers of futures at a 
premium of 2%@5c. per unit over the spot 
price have been withdrawn when inquiries were 
made and bids of as much as Sc. per unit over 
spot figures were turned down when made by 
holders, who asked 10@1l5c. premium as soon 
as they believed there was a demand for their 
product. Simmered down to a plain statement, 
holders of ground dried blood and high-grade 
tankage did not care to book orders on a basis 
of present prices for the reason they believed 
much higher values will be available before 
the fall trade gets into full swing. 

GROUND HIGH-GRADE TANKAGE.—Nom- 
inal quotations for ground high-grade tankage 
for prompt delivery at the close of the week 
was $2.32% and 10 Chicago, with some of the 
more bullish holders asking $3.35 and 10. The 
situation is a firm one and expectations are 
that all offerings will be held at outside fig- 
ures, if not higher, before any material quan- 
tities change hands. 

DRIED BLOOD.—The market is quiet, but 
firm, at $2.55 f. o. b. Chicago for prompt ship- 
ment, Futures are not offered and sellers are 
not seeking any orders for future deliveries un- 
less they can get a big premium over spot 
prices. 


Baltimore Fertilizer Market. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Baltimore, July 25, 1912. 


There are no important changes to be re- 
ported in the fertilizer trade situation. Animal 
ammoniates are hardly more active than they 
have been for some time past, although it is 
to be said that the interest in supplies appears 
on the increase. The manufacturers seem to 
have adequate quantities of crude materials 
to carry them over the next season, and they 
manifest no decided disposition to augment 
their holdings, except when lots can be picked 
up here and there at price concessions which 
justify holding them for a time. It is yet 
too early to get a clear idea of what the re- 
quirements in the way of mixed goods is likely 
to be, and the manufacturers are cautious as a 
consequence about loading up, especially as 
they had to carry some stocks of mixed ma- 
terials over from the last season. 

FISH SCRAP.—The general tone of fish scrap 
appears to be somewhat stronger, largely on 
account of the unfavorable reports about the 
results of the fishing season down the bay 
so far. These reports have been to the effect 
that the catch is by no means up to the num- 
ber of boats engaged in operations, the work 
of the fleet having been much interfered with 
by cool and stormy weather, while the larger 
number of steamers tends, according to advices 
coming in here, to disturb the fish. The big 
schools are broken up by the frequency of the 
hauls, and the result has been a diminished 
yield. The price for-prompt scrap is rather 
low, but for future shipment it is decidedly 
firmer, and the prospects are rather encourag- 
ing. Sales of goods are said to have been 
made here at $2.47% and 10 for prompt, where- 
as futures are quoted at $2.50 and 10, basis 
Baltimore. The fish are yielding almost no 
oil, the season having been very unsatisfactory 
in this respect. 

TANKAGE.—In regard to tankage 
to be said that this material, 
principal animal ammoniates, 
demand. The South is calling for very little 
tankage, and the wants of other sections are 
evidently not urgent. Manufacturers appear 
to have all of the stocks which, according to 
their calculations, they are likely to want, 
and they show an interest only in offers of oc- 
casional lots at reduced prices. The large 
producers, on the other hand, manifest confi- 
dence in the future and adhere firmly to their 
previous figures, being apparently determined 
to hold theif product until the market works 
up to such values as in their opinion are ade- 
quate. The smaller producers show less de- 
termination in dealing with the situation, and 
it is from them that the most of the material 
now entering the market comes. The current 
price of high-grade 11 and 15 tankage is $2.70 
and 10 c. a. f. basis Baltimore. 


GROUND BLOOD.—The current quotation on 
ground blood is practically unchanged, being 
still around $2.80 c. a. f. basis Baltimore, with 
the demand not exactly dull and listless, but 
with an absence of real snap in the inquiry. 
Like other animal ammoniates, ground blood 
is not needed just now, and the movement will 
have to wait until the requirements of the 
manufacturers are again felt. 


GROUND CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.— 
No change is to be reported in the quotations 
on ground concentrated tankage, which ma- 
terial, as repeatedly explained, is not favored 
in hot weather because of certain drawbacks. 
The quotations hold around $2,50 c. a. f. Bal- 
timore, buyers taking up such lots as may be 
offered at figures somewhat under the ruling 
range of values. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—With respect to acid 
phosphate the statement is to be repeated that 
quiet prevails in the market. At the same 
time a somewhat better inquiry is to be noted, 
though this has not as yet exerted sufficient 
influence to cause an appreciable change. For 
the present the quotations of $7 for 14 per cent. 
and of $7.50 for 16 per cent. material are 
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largely nominal, and business is 
abeyance. 
NITRATE OF SODA.—Ameng the materials 


which are holding their own and show marked 


firmness is nitrate of soda. With the offer- 
ings neither very large or urgent, the current 
quotations are about $2.47% for spot, $2.45 for 
August and December and $2.47% for October 
forward. The arrival of a cargo this week 
from Chile does not seem to have caused any 
easier feeling. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—A somewhat 
easier tone in the price of sulphate of am- 


monia is noted this week, but the quotations 
are still decidedly so far above what, in the 
opinion of fertilizer manufacturers, they should 
be to stimulate an active movement that the 
casing off has had little or no effect upon the 
volume of business. The ruling figures are 
$3.20 for July to September, $3.22% for October 


to January, $3.23% for February to April, per 
100 pounds, c. i. f. ex ship Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia, New York and Boston. 


POTASH.—The German Kali Syndicate is 


maintaining its price list at the level fixed for 
some time past, the figures quoted being per 
ton of 2,000 pounds in car load lots, f. 0. b 
cars, bagged goods being sent out in bags of 
200 pounds each. The price alongside of 
steamer in large quantities, of course, is lower 
The receipts here are quite free at this time 
when the manufacturers are getting in their 
supplies for the next season, and the inward 
movement is likely to continue heavy for the 
present.
